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JUSTICE DELAYED 
FOR DEBRA REID 


Debra Reid, a 38-year-old lesbian im- 
prisoned for the 1989 manslaughter death 
of her batterer, Jacqueline Gary, remains 
in prison despite protests from observers 
who have reviewed her case. 

A three-member panel of the state’s pa- 
role board was scheduled to hear Reid’s 
application on October 4, but instead de- 
cided her case must be reviewed during a 
closed executive session of the entire 
body. 

Reid is the only lesbian member of the 
Framingham Eight — women who peti- 
tioned Governor Bill Weld to have their 
manslaughter or murder convictions com- 
muted on the grounds that they’d killed 
their abusive partners in self-defense. Six 
members of the group have already been 
released, through commution, sentence 
reduction, and early parole. 

On March 2, the state’s Advisory Board 
of Pardons recommended against com- 
muting Reid’s sentence, despite eyewit- 
| ness testimony that Reid had been severely 

battered by Gary (“Homo Beat,” News, 
March 18). Critics called the decision ho- 
mophobic, citing the board’s refusal to ac- 
knowledge the battering in its recommen- 
dation. The board did suggest, though, 
that Reid was an “excellent candidate” for 
early parole. 

Reid should have been eligible for pa- 
role in mid September, say advocates, but 
her parole hearing was canceled four 
times before the October 4 session. 

“She’s being held to a much higher 
standard than anyone else,” says Beth 
Leventhal, coordinator of the Network for 
Battered Lesbians. “From what I under- 
stand, this is highly unusual.” 

“This kind of delay is basically unheard 
of,” adds attorney Peter Costanza, of 
| Massachusetts Correctional Legal Ser- 
| vices, a nonprofit organization that pro- 
vides legal assistance to prisoners. “The 
parole board is not deciding cases on ob- 
jective criteria anymore. It’s become a 
purely political animal.” 

The parole board, for its part, says the 
delays are merely administrative and that 
Reid’s case will be decided within the next 
couple of weeks. Parole-board spokes- 
woman Natalie Hardy denies the delays 
are politically motivated. 

Leventhal, meanwhile, questions Weld’s 
failure to recommend commutation. 

“It’s clear that Debra was severely bat- 
tered and never should have been in 
prison in the first place,” she says. 
“What’s not clear is why Weld hasn’t act- 
ed, particularly in light of his professed 
support for battered women and for the 
lesbian-and-gay community.”

CNC BUYS OUT 
THREE PAPERS 


Fidelity Capitats~setopus-like Commu- 
nity Newspaper Company (CNC) grew 
another tentacle on September 28, when it 
announced it had acquired Community 
Weeklies, a three-year-old, three-paper 
chain begun by Woburn-based developer 
William Cummings. 

By purchasing the Woburn Advocate, 
| the Winchester Town Crier, and the Stone- 

ham Sun, CNC expanded its empire to 67 
weeklies and one daily, all in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts. The Woburn, Winchester, and 
Stoneham papers are mailed free*to every 
home in those communities. 

With a combined circulation of more 
than 558,000 in 96 cities and towns, CNC 
has clearly arrived as a powerhouse. And 
though in recent months it has stressed 
| decentralized and locally oriented editorial 
| Operations, its papers — most of them in 

affluent communities — represent a real

CULTURE CLASH AT KENNEDY HQ 


After weeks spent on the defensive, 
Democratic Senator Ted Kennedy’s re- 
election campaign is finally gaining trac- 
tion because of some hard-hitting televi- 
sion ads questioning Republican chal- 
lenger Mitt Romney's business record. 
Kennedy's recent success in the polls, 
though, cannot entirely mask the genera- 
tional stresses that have made it difficult 
for his campaign operatives to get their 
bearings. 

Those stresses have resulted from the 
rise of younger strategists and tacticians, 
who have stepped into roles formerly 
played by the old-timers who'd run 
Kennedy-family campaigns for the past 
four decades. 

Though veterans like Eddie Martin, 
Gerry Doherty, and Dick Goodwin are 
still active, the day-to-day effort is being 
handled by a new generation of opera- 
tives, all of them in their 30s. Among 
them: 

* Campaign manager Michael 
Kennedy, son of RFK and brother of Joe 
K, 


¢ Strategist Charlie Baker, a Hill & 
Barlow attorney who directed Michael 
Dukakis’s 1988 New Hampshire-prima- 
ry victory. 

¢ Field director Linda Tocci, formerly 
of Evelyn Murphy’s staff and of the Fund 
for a Feminist Majority. 

* Research director Caitlin Sherman, 
who's dug up much of the unflattering 
information on Romney, 

* Operations director John Giesser, 
who handles much of the daily coordina- 
tion, and who ran Wisconsin in 1988 for 
Dukakis. 

* Fundraiser Lisa McBirney, who for- 
merly raised money for Democrats such 
as Murphy, Barney Frank, and John Ker- 
ry, and who has emerged as the staff 
member closest to Victoria Reggie 
Kennedy. 

* Press secretary Rick Gureghian, a 
former Dukakis spinner who worked on 
US Senate campaigns for Rhode Island's 
Claiborne Pell and Oregon’s Les Au- 
Coin. 

By and large, the younger and older 
factions get along, but there has been 
some grumbling along the way. 

If you're a Kennedy old-timer, you 
want to be wanted. You want to be lis- 
tened to, When a potentially negative 
story hits the news, it sends you into a 
small panic (7.¢., Kennedy’s questioning 
of Romney's high-level leadership posi- 


advertising alternative to the Boston 
Globe, whose circulation is about 505,000 
Monday through Saturday, and just under 
800,000 on Sunday. 

Meanwhile, editors at Woburn’s Daily 
Times Chronicle are cautiously celebrating 
Cummings’s departure from the local 
publishing scene. 

Cummings is an eccentric millionaire

ter-day Saints). And when the younger 
operatives don’t heed your advice, you 
sometimes complain to old-time journal- 
ist buddies such as the Globe’s Marty 
Nolan, who then question the compe- 
tence of Kennedy's handlers in print. 

it may be significant, then, that the 
anti-Romney ads were an intergenera- 
tional effort: they were produced by vet- 
eran Kennedy consultant Bob Shrum, 
with a strong assist from a younger 
politico, Tad Devine, who worked on the 
Dukakis and John Silber campaigns. And 
Kennedy’s polling is handled. by Tom Ki- 
ley, of Marttila & Kiley, who’s at least a 
decade older than the thirtysomethings 
running the day-to-day campaign. 

“We have no division,” says Gureghi- 
an. But some who are close to the cam- 
paign say that because there are so many 
cooks in the kitchen, disagreements 
sometimes end up being aired in public. 

“All campaigns are surrounded by an 
external ring of this kind of criticism and 
gossip,” says Dick Goodwin, who was 
28 when he was JFK’s presidential-cam- 
paign speechwriter. “The only legitimate 
criticism is whether they win or lose. If 
they win they'll be called young geniuses, 
and if they lose they’ll be called yuppie 
assholes. This campaign is a referendum 
on Ted Kennedy. He happens to be 62, 
so that’s the generation gap.” 

“You always have generationai problems 
and questions of who plays first base and 
who plays second base in a campaign,” 
adds Gerry Doherty, a Boston real-estate 
developer who engineered Bobby 
Kennedy’s turning-point Indiana-primary 
win in 1968. “Some people are probably 
saying, ‘Why hasn't this been done or that 
been done?’ But on the positive side, 9 lot 
of people who never thought there was a 
fight now know that there is.” 

Doherty also suggests that a Kennedy 
win would redeem not only the senator, 
whose 32-year tenure has itself become 
one of the Romney campaign’s principal 
issues, but also an entire generation: 
“They're pushing the idea that because 
you’ve been at a job for a long time, that 
means they should shunt you aside. But 
change for change’s sake is not so great. 
There’s a whole segment of our popula- 
tion being told that because they are old- 
er that there’s no longer a place in the 
order for them. I find people are getting 
more and more upset about that.”

named the generic buildings he construct- 
ed after himself. His still-burning develop- 
ment ambitions have drawn opposition 
from a number of community leaders — 
including, at times, the Haggerty family, 
which owns the Times Chronicle, a Mon- 
day-through-Friday paper. 

According to sources, Cummings 
seemed to be at least as interested in using 
his papers to hurt the Times Chronicle’s 
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advertising base as he was in making mon- 
ey. Indeed, after founding the Woburn Ad- 
vocate, Cummings expanded into Winch- 
ester, for which the Times Chronicle pub- 
lishes a separate edition, and Stoneham, 
which is served by the Haggerty-owned 
Stoneham Independent, a weekly. 

Although a source at the Times Chroni- 
cle says he expects the Advocate and its 
sister papers to gain credibility now that 
Cummings and his pro-development 
agenda have departed, he adds that com- 
pany officials hope CNC will prove a less 
predatory competitor.

WHO OWNS THE 
BOSTON MAACO? 


The state’s taking of land owned by 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles Jerold Gnazzo 
and his wife, Jane, for use on the Central 
Artery/Tunnel Project is once again back 
in court. 

This time, a man who has so far been a 
mystery in the controversy is challenging a 
subpoena issued to him by the House Post 
Audit and Oversight Committee, which is 
probing the Big Dig’s taking of the Gnaz- 
zos’ property on 450 Albany Street. 

Earlier this week, the state attorney 
general’s office contested in Suffolk Supe- 
rior Court an attempt by James Cavanaro 
to quash a subpoena issued to him by the 
House committee. Cavanaro is a long- 
time employee of MAACO Auto Painting 
and Bodyworks, which sits on the Albany 
Street property that was, until recently, 
owned by Gnazzo Realty Trust. 

This past March, the Gnazzos sold the 
property to the Massachusetts Highway 
Department for $590,000. But the issue 
of who owns the MAACO franchise is 
cloudy. Court records say that Cavanaro 
has been “doing business as” MAACO 
since 1992. But last year, Jerold Gnazzo 
confirmed reports that his wife still owned 
the Boston MAACO franchise (as well as 
several others); he transferred his interests 
to her when he was appointed to his state 
post, in 1991. 

The question of who owns MAACO is a 
significant one, because the state still must 
reimburse the costs of relocating the fran- 
chise to another site a hotly contested 
move for which Big Dig officials have allot- 
ted up to $279,927 in reimbursement costs. 

The subpoena, among other things, re- 
quests copies of Cavanaro’s business-in- 
come-tax returns for the past three years 
and lease agreements for renting the 
Gnazzos’ property. This is some of the 
same material that the Gnazzos refused to 
turn over to state officials when the state 
was attempting to assess the property’s 
value. Cavanaro is being represented by 
James Masterman — the same attorney 
that the Gnazzos are using to sue the state 
(“This Just In,” News, September 16). 

At press time, no ruling had been made 
about the subpoena. Cavanaro declined to 
comment.

PAGLIA’S 
PERFORMANCE 


The scope of Camille Paglia’s 
knowledge of literature and world 
culture is well documented. It is, 
however, more than matched by her 
thin understanding of what it all 
means, combined with the jarring 
bombast of her ego. When, in Sexual 
Personae, she cites a fairly obscure 
reference to mythology or anthropol- 
ogy, one is inclined to give her the 
benefit of the doubt. But when she’s 
talking about the Stones (News, Au- 
gust 26), well — you can tell more 
easily what’s hogshit and what isn’t. 

An example. “The erasure of ‘Mid- 
night Rambler’ [from the radio],” she 
writes, “has helped produce a genera- 
tion of young, middle-class white 
women whose utterly unsophisticated 
views of criminality render them help- 
less. Hence the recent date-rape hys- 
teria. . . .” Stunned by this statement, 
I have to ask myself how this woman 
ever got published. Is she saying that 
if only ’BCN had pushed a different 
playlist, the world would be a safer 
place for college girls dealing with 
potential rape by college boys? Is 
anyone in the world that naive? Is 
anyone in the world that — let’s call 
it what it is — stupid? Brain-numb- 
ingly sophomoric, she says this sort 
of thing without any apparent irony, 
with no logical or factual substantia- 
tion, apparently in an effort to engage 
unthinking readers by sheer contro- 
versy. As Letterman says about 
Paglia’s idol, Madonna, “I think she 
likes to shock.” 

The most grating thing, though, 
isn’t shock tactics, or even her purple 
passages of overblown riffing. 
Rather, it’s her habit of just plain 
getting it wrong. Here’s how she 
sums up the Beatles: “John Lennon 
and Paul McCartney were catchy hit- 
makers in the bravura manner of the 
great composing teams of Broadway 
musical comedy.” 

Huh? “Yer Blues?” “Helter Skel- 
ter?” “I Am the Walrus?” Despite 
great tunes and McCartney’s pen- 
chant for sappiness, nobody’s seri- 
ously tried to make a Berlin or Gersh- 
win comparison for over 25 years. 

To give her her due, Paglia occa- 
sionally makes good points, though 
mostly about Jagger’s narcissism, a 
subject she seems to understand. The 
Byronic/Romantic association is ac- 
curate, if obvious, as is her under- 
standing that women would never 
break up the Stones. Then, else- 
where, she goes and misses by a 
country mile. After she grouses about 
the stage-camera attention spent on 
Jagger and not on Richards, she says 
Keith reappears onstage in a skull T- 
shirt, stepping into a moment “the- 
atrically his” that was “abruptly ter- 
minated by his singing ‘Happy,’ 
whose upbeat tone is diametrically 
opposed to the profound, pessimistic 
truths for which he is renowned.” 

“Happy” is Richard’s goddamn 
signature song, his survivor song, and 
he’s been singing it as such for the 
last 20 years onstage, the same way 





Jagger sings “Satisfaction”! It isn’t a 


plot, Camille, it’s called a set list, 
something over which the Stones 
have absolute control as performers. 
Which they are. 

And so is Paglia. The problem is, 
she’s supposed to be uncovering 
truth, not performing. In her perfor- 
mance, though, she finds that every 
fact fits her theories, because she’s al- 
ready decided what the facts are be- 
fore she starts looking. In the real 
world, that’s called either sloppy 
work or misrepresentation. What 
Camille Paglia calls it is a career.

I do share some of L.A. Kauff- 
man’s concerns with the religious 
right and its strident attitudes. Most 
of us cringe at the chubby demagogic 
smugness of Jerry Falwell and the 
teary-eyed apologies of the Swag- 
garts, Bakkers, et al. And some of us, 
particularly gays and lesbians, feel 
hopelessly abandoned by the daunting 
arrogance of the religious institutions 
into which we were born. Most of us 
can agree that the people who claim 
to have the absolute hotline to God 
should probably get some help, or, 
failing that, keep it to themselves. 

It was, however, my take that 
Kauffman’s real problem doesn’t end 
with the Holy Rollers, but extends to 
the Christian mainstream.

The writer 
clearly had an agenda at the begin- 
ning of this enterprise, and apparently 
sought only to fuel its fire. Noticing 
that the writer is guilty of the same 
subversive, reactionary paranoia s/he 
ascribes to the bigots and zealots did, 
I’ll admit, force a quick laugh. 

But it is at the end of the report | 
that Kauffman — unwittingly — got | 
to the heart of it all. The writer 
summed up the diatribe by warning 
that the Christian Coalition was “dan- | 
gerous” because its members “are cit- 
izens of both a heavenly kingdom and 
an earthly one, with responsibilities to 
each.” That dynamic, which the writ- 
er blithely labels dangerous, is near | 
the very heart of the Christian reli- | 
gious experience. To indict it in this | 
fashion underscores the writer’s igno- 
rance of the subject matter. | 

Christians have been living this du- 
ality for 2000 years. Kauffman’s 
egregious assertion lines up all faith- 
ful Christians and labels them a pub- 
lic threat. This is offensive to all 
Christians and should be recanted. 

The run-of-the-mill devoted Chris- 
tian is not — as Kauffman hints by 
extension — a poor, misguided 
Bible-thumper judging every variant 
expression, misappropriating what 
meager intellect he has to God. Most 
who devote themselves to the Chris- 
tian faiths do so joyfully, lovingly, and 
intelligently. Many do aspire to com- 
mune with the Creator of the Uni- 
verse. And they will continue to, 
whenever and wherever they wish, 
bow and pray.

Let’s talk 


Kennedy-Romney religion spat 
shows why silence isn’t golden 


by Dan Kennedy 


ere we are in the midst of a 
culture war, and the state’s 
two most influential daily 
newspapers have declared 
a unilateral cease-fire. 

The white flag was figuratively hoisted 
up the flagpole at 135 Morrissey Boule- 
vard on September 28, when the Boston 
Globe published a lead editorial calling on 
Democratic Senator Ted Kennedy to stop 
questioning Republican opponent Mitt 
Romney, a former Mormon Church lead- 
er, about his religion. 

“Kennedy says Romney should reveal 
his stand on the racially exclusive policies 
of the Mormon Church before 1978, the 
year it first opened leadership positions to 
black members,” the editorial said. “That 
line of attack makes no more sense than 
asking Kennedy how many times he has 
written to Rome demanding that the 
church change its stand on abortion.” 

The Boston Herald characterized 
Kennedy’s questions as a “descent into 
sleaze.” 

The beleaguered Kennedy camp got the 
message: by day’s end, the senator had 
backed down, issuing a statement saying, 


“I believe that religion should not be an is- 
sue in this campaign. The way to make 
that so is to stop talking about it and to fo- 
cus on issues like jobs, education, and 
health care — which is exactly what I in- 
tend to do.” 

So score one for the high road. 
Kennedy and his nephew Joe — the self- 
described “pit bull” of the campaign, who 
himself apologized to Romney on Septem- 
ber 23 for badgering him about his reli- 
gion — were pursuing a crude, simplistic 
line of attack, and they deserved the past- 
ing they took. 

Not that everyone disagrees with the 
Kennedys’ tactics. Jack Beatty, James 
Michael Curley’s biographer and a senior 
editor for the Atlantic Monthly, says the 
question of whether Romney protested the 
exclusion of blacks from the priesthood 
“bears on his moral character.” 

More typical, though, is the reaction of 
Rabbi Emily Lipof, of Temple Ohabei 
Shalom, a Reform congregation in Brook- 
line. “Religion should be off-limits, there’s 
no question about it,” says Lipof, who is 
herself a political activist. “It is the wrong 
thing to do, but unfortunately the 
Kennedys know it works.” 

Lipof’s got a point. Still, the Globe’s and 
the Herald’s reflexive rejection of the no-

tion that religion should be discussed in a 
campaign was as simplistic as the 
Kennedys’ attacks. 

First, the newspapers misunderstood 
John F. Kennedy’s landmark speech of 
1960, in which he attempted to lay religion 
to rest as a political issue. Kennedy suc- 
ceeded not because he persuaded his audi- 
ence that religion was an unfit topic for 
discussion, but because he made it abso- 
lutely clear that his church affiliation had 
nothing to do with his political views. 
Romney has not been as forthright as John 
Kennedy was 34 years ago — or as Ted 
Kennedy is now when he talks about his

own beliefs. 

Second, by asserting that religion 
should be taken off the table, the editorial- 
ists endorsed a deracinated, sterile brand 
of politics. 

There’s no doubt that politics and reli- 
gion make for a volatile mix. The proper 
response, though, isn’t to sweep religion 
under the rug, but to find a way to talk 
about it intelligently.

According to Carol George’s book God’s 
Salesman (1992), a biography of the Rev- 
erend Norman Vincent Peale, presidential 
candidate John Kennedy was under more

pressure because of his Catholicism than 
the public realized. On August 18, 1960, 
about 25 American Protestant leaders met 
in Montreux, Switzerland, to discuss how 
to prevent Kennedy’s election. The leader 
of the pack: the Reverend Billy Graham, 

Richard Nixon’s favorite clergyman. 
Kennedy probably didn’t know about 
that meeting, but the old anti-Catholic 
prejudices — that he would take orders 
from the Vatican and attempt to impose a 
papist vision upon the country — had 
dogged him throughout the campaign. His 
response was his now-famous speech of 
September 12, 1960, to the Greater Hous-

ton Ministerial Association. Romney cited 
those remarks last week at a news confer- 
ence, and the Globe printed excerpts from 
them. Among other things, Kennedy said: 


I believe in an America where the sep- 
aration of church and state is abso- 
lute. . .. Whatever issue may come be- 
fore me as president — on birth con- 
trol, divorce, censorship, gambling, or 
any other subject — I will make my 
decision in accordance with . . . what 
my conscience tells me to be the na- 
tional interest and without regard to 
outside religious pressures or dictates.

Ted Kennedy, much to the chagrin of 
the Catholic hierarchy, has made it clear in 
his words and actions that he embraces his 
brother’s philosophy. On issue after issue 
— on abortion, on gay and lesbian rights, 
even on the ecclesiastical matter of 
whether women should be allowed to be- 
come priests — Kennedy has stood 


| against the bishops. And he’s taken a con- 
siderable amount of abuse for his stands. 


Romney, on the other hand, says he em- 
braces the JFK standard, yet can’t quite 
bring himself to dispel troubling sugges- 
tions that he doesn’t mean what he says. 
Charlie Manning, Romney’s political con- 
sultant, insists otherwise: “Mitt has said, 
‘Judge me on how I would vote.’ I think 
he’s been really strong and clear on that all 
the way through.” But Romney’s role as a 
church official, and his lack of a public 
record, raise questions that could be an- 
swered only by his making a John 
Kennedy-style statement. 

As the leader of the Mormon Church in 
Greater Boston (a lay position) from 1984 
until early this year, Romney’s role was 
that of an enforcer. And his church, like 
the Catholic Church, sees its positions on 
social issues as a moral imperative for all 
of society, not just an internal matter for 
its members. 

Romney claims not to understand why 
questions about his beliefs continue to be 
asked, why his enemies accuse him of be- 
ing a right-wing cultural warrior on a 
covert mission. Yet he accompanies his 
rhetorical support for abortion rights with 
a refusal to endorse the Freedom of 
Choice Act, which would codify Roe v. 
Wade. That raises legitimate fears that if 
elected, he — like several other Republi- 
can senators who campaigned on a pro- 
choice platform — will vote to undermine 
a woman’s right to choose. Romney also 
says he favors gay rights, yet some church 
members say they heard him denounce 
homosexuality as a “perversity.” He says 
he believes in women’s rights, yet a Water- 
town woman charges he threatened to ex- 
communicate her if she refused to put her 
out-of-wedlock child up for adoption. 

Romney denies the latter two charges. 
And even if he made those statements, 
there’s no reason to think he can’t keep his 
public and private positions separate. After 
all, Mario Cuomo, who’s Catholic and 
pro-choice, considers himself staunchly 
anti-abortion in his private life. But Rom- 
ney needs to stop merely invoking John 
Kennedy’s speech and start addressing 


| concerns about his own views as straight- 


forwardly as Kennedy did in 1960. 
* 


A generation ago, the civil-rights move- 
ment was filled with all the religious fervor 
that idealistic Christians and Jews could 
bring to bear. In 1976 we elected as presi- 
dent a born-again Christian, Jimmy 
Carter, with scarcely any controversy over 


| his religious views. These were the high- 





water marks of the religious left. Since 
then, the left has entirely ceded religion to 
the Pat Robertsons and the Jerry Falwells, 
transforming public expression of belief 
into a negative. As Stephen Carter put it in 
his book The Culture of Disbelief (1993): 


In our sensible zeal to keep religion 
from dominating our politics, we have 
created a political and legal culture 
that presses the religiously faithful to 
be other than themselves, to act pub- 
licly, and sometimes privately as well, 
as though their faith does not matter 
to them. 


Religious conservatives almost instinc- 
tively understand the illogic of this. Take 
Gary Todd, a born-again-Christian busi- 
nessman from Fitchburg who was a candi- 
date for the US Senate earlier this year, 
only to be trounced by Romney at the Re- 
publican State Convention in May. 

“The most significant thing in my life is 


| my relationship with Jesus Christ,” says 


Todd, who campaigned explicitly against 
abortion rights. “What is the most signifi- 
cant thing in the life of Mitt Romney or 
Ted Kennedy? Can you simply say religion 


| plays no part? I don’t think that washes. I 
| think religion plays a part to give an indi- 
| cation as to how a person is going to think 
| or act.”

| the official newspaper of the Catholic 
| archdiocese, agrees with Todd — at least

“One’s membership in a religious family 
can be discussed, but it should never be 
ridiculed,” he says. “It should not be a dis- 
qualifying thing.” 

And Conley brings up another legitimate 
concern: that Romney has been singled 
out for abuse because he’s a leader in a 
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faith that is seen as exotic in this part of 
the country. Mormonism, with its male 
and female deities and its one-time em- 
brace of polygamy, can in and of itself be 
construed as a negative, Conley fears. And 
if Romney is to be pushed to talk about 
what Mormonism has meant in the forma- 
tion of his character, Conley adds, then 
Kennedy should be prepared to discuss his 
relationship with Catholicism. 

Alan Brinkley, a professor of history at 
Columbia University and a former Massa- 
chusetts resident, believes it’s “not appro- 
priate” to debate a candidate’s personal 
religious convictions unless they have a di- 
rect bearing on her or his fitness to hold 
office. But he, like Stephen Carter, thinks 
there’s a place for discussing religion. 

“I think there’s a kind of skittishness 
about religion and politics that denies the 
importance of religion in American life,” 
says Brinkley, who explored the issue in 
his book Voices of Protest: Huey Long, Fa- 
ther Coughlin, and the Great Depression 
(1982). “I agree in principle that religion 
should not be a taboo subject in American 
politics.” 

# 

For Rabbi Lipof, the bottom line is sim- 
ple: “You can’t talk about religion, you 
have to live it. You have to believe it. Let 
them live as a good Mormon and a good 
Catholic, and let them teach us how to live 
good, moral lives.” 

A respectable liberal sentiment. But 
where does it leave us? 

In Mitt Romney’s case, it leaves us 
bereft of information about how he parses 
his religious beliefs and his public stands 
— and why this religious man chose to 
give up a high position in his church in or- 
der to pursue secular leadership. 

In Ted Kennedy’s case, it leaves us at 
the mercy of his Mormon-bashing, unable 
to discuss the issues he raises except to 
say, “Stop.” 

Marty Nolan probably came closer to 
the truth than anyone. He dsed his Globe 
column on September 30 to examine 
Kennedy’s tactics, which he denounced as 
being “disingenuous and as cynical as 
Newt Gingrich on a slow news day.” 

Nolan pointed out that for Ted Kennedy 
to attack Mormonism is the ultimate 
hypocrisy. This, after all, is a man whose 
close political friends include two Mor- 
mons, Morris Udall, a Democrat, and Or- 
rin Hatch, a Republican, and whose broth- 
er Jack played an instrumental role in

bringing Mormons into the political main- 
stream by delivering a high-profile speech 
at the Mormon Tabernacle in the midst of 
his presidential campaign. 

“John F. Kennedy, having been the tar- 
get of religious prejudice, spoke carefully 
when he talked about religion,” Nolan 
wrote. “At a prayer breakfast in Washing- 
ton on Feb. 7, 1963, he gave advice on 
religion that could apply to his brother’s 
campaign today: ‘Do not pray for easy 
lives,’ he said. ‘Pray to be stronger 
men.’ ” 

The absence of a spiritual sensibility in 
modern politics, especially on the left, is 
occasionally bemoaned, but efforts to do 
something about it have gone nowhere. 
Michael Lerner, editor of the Jewish liberal 
journal Tikkun, coined the phrase “the 
politics of meaning,” but his ideas are 
more often quoted than applied. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton was ridiculed for her at- 
tempts to bring Lerner’s notions before a 
wider audience. 

Indeed, Stephen Carter wrote in The 
Culture of Disbelief that “our political cul- 


ture more and more prefers religion as | 


something without political significance, 
less an independent moral force than a 
quietly irrelevant moralizer, never heard, 
rarely seen.” 

But religion does have political signifi- 
cance. And the prevarication and name- 
calling that have marred the Kennedy- 
Romney race prove how ugly the result can 
be when that significance is denied. Q

whoop it up; 


plus, Goldman’s GOP pal

he mere concept of Mary 
Matalin and James Carville is 
hard for some people to 
comprehend. 

She’s a Republican politi- 
cal consultant; he’s a Democrat in the 
same business. 

She was political director of George 
Bush’s 1992 campaign; he was Clinton’s 
lead consultant. 

That these two are married to each oth- 
er is an apparent source of consternation 
for commentators. That they’ve written a 
book, All’s Fair: Love, War, and Running 
for President (Random House/Simon & 
Schuster, 493 pages, $24), about the ’92 
campaign, is, we are told, scandalous. 

Boston Globe editorial cartoonist Dan 
Wasserman labeled their book “Kiss and 
Sell.” Boston Herald columnist Margery 
Eagan termed it “cashing in.” Andrew Fer- 
guson, a former Bush speechwriter, wrote 
a review of the couple’s book in the Wall 
Street Journal headlined MORE SNAKE OIL 
FROM TODAY’S TOP HUCKSTERS. Bertha 
Drew wrote in the Chicago Tribune that 
the book is the “product of a sound-bite 
society.” 


Michael Kinsley, the gooey token lib of 
CNN’s Crossfire fame, took up five pages 
of the New Yorker with an essay titled 
“True Lies,” in which he lambastes the 
book, the authors, and especially the mild 
jabs Matalin tosses his way in All’s Fair. 
(One looks forward to Matalin’s next ap- 
pearance on Crossfire, or to Kinsley’s on 
Matalin’s Equal Time, on CNBC.) 

But give Kinsley credit. He inadvertently 
captures one of the reasons so many jour- 
nalists are eager to pan the couple’s 
$900,000 book contract. 

“What Carville and Matalin have done, 
cleverly, is to cut out the middleman,” 
Kinsley writes. “Why give away this rich 
anecdotage to some journalist, who will 
turn around and sell it to the public for 
money? Why not sell the stuff yourself?” 

Whoa, liberal doggie: Matalin and 
Carville have been doing precisely that all 
along. That is, giving away their comments 
and humorous one-liners to hundreds, 
perhaps thousands of reporters who’ve 
covered their campaigns. 

The problem with so much political re- 
porting is the myth of objectivity. A jour- 
nalist can — and should — be fair and ac- 
curate. But impartial? Unbiased? Please. 
The pretense of objectivity is far more 
harmful to the historical record than overt- 
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MATALIN AND CARVILLE answer their critics — and poke fun 
at local political figures Tsongas and Weld. 


ly stated opinion. 

Which is why All’s Fair succeeds where 
so many books and stories about political 
campaigns have not. It’s a passionate 
book, not because the authors love each 
other (there’s no kissing in this “kiss and 
sell” story, at least not until some screen- 
writer repackages it for Hollywood), but 





because they love politics. The book does 
not, as its critics allege, inspire cynicism. 
Rather, Matalin and Carville restore the 
concept that political involvement can be 
serious and fun, all at once. 
2 

At a September 23 book-signing at 

WordsWorth, in Harvard Square, Matalin 
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and Carville are holding court before a 
steady stream of readers, most of them 
people in their 20s. “I actually worked in 
New Hampshire for President Clinton,” a 
burly, red-headed young man tells 
Carville. 

Matalin draws a birthday cake on the ti- 
tle page for one young woman who — to 
judge by the beeline she made for Mary, 
practically ignoring James — might be a 
young Republican, or at least an Equal 
Time fan. “I’m the artist in the family,” 
Mary boasts. “Were y’all here when some- 
body asked us to draw sheep?” 

Another young woman asks Matalin 
whether she enjoys traveling to promote 
the book. 

“To tell you the truth,” Matalin answers, 
“running a presidential campaign was eas- 
ier.” 

The couple’s appearances on talk shows 
and at book-signings and luncheons have 
frequently been cited as an example of 
their sellout. No more are Matalin and 
Carville mere political operatives. They are 
celebrities. She hosts a TV show. He is the 
subject of TV ads run in Pennsylvania this 
year by Republican US Senate candidate 
Rick Santorum. (Santorum is challenging 
incumbent Harris Wofford, whose 1991 
victory in a special election made Carville’s 
reputation as an up-and-coming Demo- 
cratic strategist.) Santorum hopes to tie 
Clinton around Wofford’s neck; the 
Carville connection, Santorum believes, 
will serve as noose. 

Matalin and Carville, the handlers, have 
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become the handled. Managed by not one, 
but two publishing houses (the joint publi- 
cation by rivals Random House and Simon 
& Schuster may be a more unlikely mar- 
riage than that of the authors), now it’s 
Mary and James who jet from media mar- 
ket to media market, candidates for the 
bestseller lists. 

“Where we come from, if someone pays 
you $900,000, you ought to get out and 
work for ’em,” Carville tells the Phoenix. 
“I’m always amazed at people who say that 
working for money is selling out. If we 
wrote a book, got an advance, worked our 
butts off, that’s cashing in. If I would have 
opened up a lobbying business, had a big 
mahogany desk in a law firm representing 
the tobacco and insurance industries and 
done what everyone else before me had 
done, I would have been a big participant 
in democracy. 

“I don’t lobby,” Carville adds. “If I get 
in a campaign, I become an issue. I gotta 
do something. I don’t think people are dis- 
illusioned. People who do what Mary and I 
do used to try to get dead people to vote. 
Now they try to get live people to vote. In 
the Time-magazine review, Walter Shapiro 
makes the point that campaigns are one of 
the few meritocracies left. No campaign 
manager ever looks at a résumé. The only 
question you ever ask is, ‘Can you get 
ss 

Carville singles out Boston political con- 
sultant Michael Whouley, a veteran of 
campaigns for John Kerry and a key Clin- 
ton operative, as an example of the meri- 
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tocracy at work. “I have no idea where 
Michael Whouley went to college,” 
Carville says. “But if I was ever putting a 
campaign together, he would be one of the 
first three people I would call. He don’t 
give a shit about nothin’ but campaign 
stuff. If you call Whouley at one o’clock in 
the morning, he’s got his troops lined up.” 
* 


Carville’s a Louisiana Cajun who almost 
never wears a tie and, even in an official 
capacity, usually dons blue jeans. Matalin’s 
a Croatian-American, a self-described 
working-class “chick” from Chicago. 
Some of the media complaints are no 
doubt rooted in envy: white trash like 
Mary and James aren’t supposed to make 
it big. And gosh, if folks like them keep 
writing about politics from a biased point 
of view, avoiding what Michael Kinsley 
calls the middlemen, what normally passes 
for political coverage will seem even more 
irrelevant than it does goday. 

The book takes the reader on the roller- 
coaster ride that Bush and Clinton were on 
throughout 1992: the peaks of primary 
and convention victories, and the dips, 
such as Clinton’s reputed draft-dodging, 
his not-inhaling, Gennifer Flowers’s na- 
tional Star turn, Buchanan’s culture-war- 
ring, Perot’s flailing, and Bush’s falling. 

Of interest to many New England read- 
ers will be Matalin’s account of the man 
she believes ruined the Bush campaign: 
former New Hampshire governor and 
White House chief-of-staff John Sununu. 

Matalin was a protégée of the late Re- 
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publican strategist Lee Atwater, who fell ill 
with brain cancer in March 1990, and soon 
after died. “The minute Lee got sick the 
political power was sucked back into the 
White House by the President’s chief of 
staff, John Sununu,” Matalin writes. “It 
was a naked power-grab.” Sununu’s first 
major screw-up was his failure to under- 
stand the disaster of Bush’s breaking his 
no-new-taxes pledge. According to Matal- 
in, Sununu “ignored” the warnings of 
White House press secretary Marlin 
Fitzwater and others who knew the danger. 

She describes “the personality of Su- 
nunu at work: there is one opinion in the 
room that counts and it is his.” Sununu, 
she writes, packed the White House staff 
“with people who couldn’t threaten his au- 
thority or power. . . . Sununu had a histo- 
ry of bullying people and publicly humiliat- 
ing them. As a result, he didn’t have the 
reservoir of goodwill that truly effective 
leaders have. People feared him, but ab- 
sent fear there was nothing much to hold 
his authority together. 

“John Sununu had a gestapo method 
that infuriated everyone,” she writes, re- 
counting tales of various Sununu power 
plays that hurt the Bush campaign. This 
news is not surprising to those who wit- 
nessed Sununu, the MIT-trained nuclear 
engineer, forcing the Seabrook nuclear 
power plant onto the New Hampshire sea- 
coast. The Sununu revelations, like oth- 
ers, make All’s Fair newsworthy as well 
as entertaining.

Another local figure who has a promi- 
nent role in the book is former US senator 
Paul Tsongas, of Lowell, who gave Clinton 
a run for the Democratic nomination until 
he hit a brick wall in the Florida primary. 
While campaigning in the Sunshine State, 
Tsongas held a press conference in which 
he held up a stuffed panda bear, calling 
Clinton “pander bear” for reputedly telling 
folks what they want to hear. 

Carville writes, “Everybody started mak- 
ing fun of him because of his accent. In 
the South, panda and pander don’t rhyme. 
He was accentuating the fact that he was 
different from the voters.” He adds: 
“Southerners are used to powerhouse 
politicians. Big men, if not in size, then in 
stature.” 

He quotes his mother, Miss Nippy 
Carville: “Y'all really scared of that poor 
little man? He can barely talk.” 

Another Bay State political figure who 
figures in Matalin’s account of the ’92 Re- 
publican National Convention is Governor 
Bill Weld, whom the press portrayed at the 
time as courageously bucking his party by 
crusading against the anti-choice plank of 
the GOP platform. 

Matalin doesn’t specifically name Weld, 
but the group of pro-choice Republicans 
he led, we learn two years later, struck a 
deal with Bush adviser Charlie Black to 
back off their effort for the sake of party 
unity. Matalin writes: “Charlie Black ex- 
tracted a bargain from the pro-choice 
forces that if they didn’t have enough votes 
to bring the issue to the floor by eleven 
that morning, they would hold a press 
conference and say so.” 

There ought to be more insider ac- 
counts of political campaigns like this one. 
All’s Fair by no means tells the whole story 
of the 92 campaign. But neither has any 
other account. This is not a cynical book, 
but an inspiring one that captures the 
adrenaline that fuels American politics. 
And like democracy itself, once started, it 
is hard to put down. 


Party-hopping 

Matalin and Carville aren’t the only 
politicos to build relationships across party 
lines. In Massachusetts this year, Republi- 
can Officials such as Weld and Treasurer 
Joe Malone enjoy considerable Democratic 
support. Suffolk County DA Ralph Mar- 
tin, a Republican, has drawn wide support 
among Dems. His campaign is managed 
by Lanny Johnson, an old Dukakis hand, 
and his ads are being produced by Demo- 
cratic political consultant Mike Shea. 

Malone has’been spotted recently paying 
visits to the office of Democratic political 
consultant Michael Goldman, as has Mal- 
one’s press secretary, Eric Fehrnstrom, a 
former Herald reporter. 

“Eric is a personal friend,” explains 
Goldman. “His wife is a social worker and 
so is mine. I took him to lunch after he left 
the Herald. When Joe Malone is in the 
area, he stops by here, as do many 
Democrats and Republicans. I’ve known 
Joe since he was a political operative for 
Ray Shamie [the GOP candidate for US 
Senate in ’82 and ’84]. I don’t work for 
Republicans. My job is to convince them 
to become Democrats.” 

The timing of some of those visits to 
Goldman’s office raised the eyebrows of a 
source who says Fehrnstrom’s visit to 
Goldman’s office came the same week that 
Malone, under attack by Democratic trea- 
surer candidate Shannon O’Brien for his 
anti-choice position, switched to pro- 
choice. Goldman says it’s silly to infer that 
he helped coach Malone. 

“Joe Malone has never spoken to me 
about that issue,” Goldman says. “His 
consultant is Charlie Manning. I was as 
surprised as anyone else and pleased, 
frankly, that he came out for a woman’s 
right to choose. But I had zero input.” 

Malone’s challenger, O’Brien, is a state 
senator who was on the opposite side from 
Goldman on the Bulger-Keating fight for 
Senate president. And Malone himself has 
been a longtime critic of Bulger’s. O’Brien 
once called Goldman a “schmuck” during 
a caucus of Democratic senators, so Gold- 
man and Malone probably had plenty to 
chat about during those visits. 


Costello’s rise 

Senate President Billy Bulger (D-South 
Boston) frequently bemoans the impact of 
political consultants on the system. And 
Bulger’s never had a press secretary, pre- 
ferring to fight his battles in private. 

But the challenge to his presidency by

Senator Bill Keating (D-Sharon) fell flat 
on Primary Day largely because some of 
Bulger’s allies stepped forward and began 
fighting the war in the media. 

Pivotal among them was Frank Costello, 
who has labored in the Democratic vine- 
yards for years as a press secretary and 
policy adviser to figures as diverse as Bul- 
ger, former mayor Ray Flynn, and former 
New York City Council president Paul 
O’Dwyer. During the recent Massachu- 
setts primary campaign, Costello was also 
a consultant to Bob Massie, who won an 
underdog victory in the Democratic pri- 
mary for lieutenant governor. Add to that 
his role as a part-time adviser to Senate 
Ways and Means chairman Tom Birming- 
ham (D-Chelsea), one of the legislature’s 
rising members, and Costello has emerged 
as one of the leading Democratic consul- 
tants in the state. 

Costello, a two-time candidate for the 
Boston City Council, and, in the 1970s, a 
candidate out of Queens for the New York 
State Assembly, has never achieved political 
office himself. But he’s good at getting oth- 
ers elected. In 1983, Costello was press 
secretary to Flynn’s under-funded cam- 
paign for mayor. “The importance of work- 
ing free media when you don’t have any 
money is not new to me,” Costello says. 
“People believe what they learn through 
free media more than political ads.” 

Massie’s primary victory is testimony to 
that. Costello first encountered Massie last 
June, at the Democratic State Convention, 
in Worcester, when the two were intro-

duced by Joe Kennedy aide Jim Spencer, 
an early Massie supporter. “Bob Massie 
had an incredible story to tell,” Spencer 
says of the Episcopal-minister-turned-can- 
didate who could not walk as a child be- 
cause of hemophilia and who, as an adult, 
contracted HIV from a blood transfusion. 
“He needed someone who could help him 
access the media.” 

Costello admits that he assisted Bulger 
and pro-Bulger senators who were chal- 
lenged by Keating supporters in the prima- 
ry. “I was merely helping out an old friend 
on my own time,” he says. 

On June 14, when Bulger delivered a 
moving speech on the Senate floor in de- 
fense of welfare recipients, bucking the 
political tide of welfare-mom-bashing, 
Costello quickly faxed copies of that 
speech to the press. The remarks resulted 
in a cascade of favorable coverage, in what 
may have been the turning point of Bul- 
ger’s battle for political survival. 

Of Bulger, Costello says, “I’m inspired 
by him. I admire him deeply. He believes 
in himself, in ‘to thine own self be true.’ 
He’s not someone who needs the approba- 
tion of everybody.” 

Costello is also a recognized expert on 
Northern Ireland. He has a doctorate in 
history from Boston College, and recently 
finished a biography of Terence Mac- 
Swiney, the Cork mayor who died in a 
prison hunger strike, in 1920. Costello is 
now writing a history of the Irish revolu- 
tion. (It was he who playfully pointed out | 
to the press that Keating’s orange-and- 
white BEAT BULGER placards used the same | 
colors as the anti-Catholic forces on the 
Emerald Isle.) 

“I think that Frank is probably the most 
underrated media guy in the entire busi- 
ness in Massachusetts,” Spencer says. “He 
not only has contacts and the ability to 
talk, he has integrity on a number of issues 
and therefore has credibility with the 
press.” 

Costello is now handling press for the 
Democratic State Committee’s coordinat- 
ed campaign this fall. In a year when 
Democrats are endangered nationwide, 
when Weld is on the ascent and Teddy 
Kennedy is in a battle for survival, Costel- 
lo’s got his work cut out for him. Q

mous billboards in glowing colors, angled 
so they can be seen from the Pike. 

On the corner of Lincoln and Market 
sits the Lincoln Street Grill, a concrete box 
of a bar that’s painted dark green and 
white.

tions. Keno brings in between $4.5 million 
and $4.7 million a week, almost one-tenth 
of the Lottery Commission’s $50 million | 
weekly take.

What sets Keno apart from other Lot- 
tery games is that there’s a brand-new one | 
every five minutes. 

“It’s a really socially interactive game,” 
says Lottery spokeswoman Deirdre Coyle. 
“Say a table full of people is playing — 
some play three numbers, some play eight, 
some play 12. So they’re really all playing 
a different game, but they’re all rooting for 
the same game coming up.”

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Anti-feminist 


PEMINISTS 


Leaders of the Women's Freedom Network say 
they're redefining feminism. Their rhetoric, 
though, sounds a lot more like the backlash. 


n New York two weeks ago, Naomi 

Wolf and Katie Roiphe were at it 

again. In a symposium that was 

supposed to address whether or not 

feminism speaks to young women, 
Roiphe — who has been described as the 
“Clarence Thomas of women” for criticiz- 
ing feminists who organize around the is- 
sue of sexual assault — questioned the 
feminist theme of victimization. Roiphe 
contested expansive definitions of rape, as- 
serting with conviction that “being pene- 
trated by a finger is just not rape.” 

As the audience digested this insight, 
Wolf shot back that women really are vul- 
nerable to sexual assault, by a finger or 
otherwise. Yet Wolf — who is getting a lot 
of flak for inviting anti-abortion women to 
the feminist party in her second book, Fire 
with Fire — stressed that “you should 
fight victimization without becoming at- 
tached to the identity of a victim.” 

Despite their savvy cover of disagree- 
ment (which gets them invited to panels 
like this in the first place), these two writ- 
ers actually have a lot in common. They 
both conceive of female power, for in- 
stance, in terms of individual achievement 
rather than the collective potency of coali- 
tion-building. 

They also both agree that there are 
“good” feminists and there are “bad” 
ones, and if the bad ones don’t learn a 
thing or two, we can all just forget about 
attaining women’s equality. Good femi- 
nists tolerate dissent and are willing to en- 
tertain a variety of perspectives, and bad 
ones are ossified within ideologically rigid 
party lines. 

“A danger [of rigid feminist thinking] is 
the idea that men’s experience is one thing 
and women’s experience is another,” 
Roiphe said. She then wondered aloud, 
“Why do we need feminism? What does 
feminism mean in the face of so much op- 
portunity?” 

A new organization, the Women’s Free- 
dom Network, is asking the same ques- 
tions. Founded a year ago by American 
University public-affairs and law professor 
Rita Simon, the WFN seeks to promote a 
vision of feminism that “defines women 
and men as individuals and not in terms of 
gender,” in the words of its statement of 
principles. 

The Network has taken it upon itself to 
rehabilitate feminism in the United States. 
To that end, the organization held its first 
national conference last weekend in Wash- 

The con- 
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ference’s program promised appearances 
by such intellectual heavyweights as 
Wendy Kaminer, Elizabeth Fox-Genovese, 
Jean Bethke Elshtain, and ACLU presi- 
dent Nadine Strossen. And its publicity 
was similarly compelling: an ad last month 
in the New Republic read, “Women are 
competent, responsible individuals. We are 
not victims.” 

But there’s a large spectrum of assump- 
tions and behavior between the WFN’s no- 
tions of women as “competent, responsible 
individuals” and women as “victims” — 
and if one judges from the positions its 
members articulated at its conference, the 
group seems oblivious to that. 


Feminist excesses 

With all the unsolicited advice feminists 
get, it can be difficult to sort out the well- 
meaning critiques from the mean-spirited 
attacks. But it’s important to distinguish 
one from the other, since some of the best 
critiques of feminism, in fact, come from 
other feminists. Many high-profile media 
feminists could certainly benefit from in- 
telligent criticism. Gloria Steinem’s single- 
minded emphasis on self-esteem — as ex- 
emplified by her bestselling Revolution 
from Within — elides political issues of 
power. Catharine MacKinnon considers 
degrading sexually explicit materials to be 
a cause rather than a symptom of sexism. 
And the “difference feminists,” led by Car- 
ol Gilligan, promote the feel-good idea 
that women are morally superior to men. 

Each of these self-appointed spokes- 
women centers her attention on one issue 
or concern instead of analyzing sexism 
with the multifaceted approach it requires. 
Feminists have been grappling with these 
very different approaches for many years 
now, arguing heatedly about faulty strate- 
gy and simplistic assumptions in an effort 
to iron out ideological kinks. It’s a project 
that will never be fully resolved: feminism 
always has meant and always will mean 
different things to different people. 

The Women’s Freedom Network pur- 
ports to offer a solution to the contempo- 
rary feminist impasse. But instead of ex- 
ploring the nuances of different feminist 
thinkers and their works, it simplistically 
distinguishes between “equity” feminists, 
whose goal is to achieve equality of oppor- 
tunity for women, and “gender” feminists, 
who set women against men in all spheres 
of life and see women as victims in all so- 
cial and work scenarios. 

“We have to challenge our radical sis- 
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ters,” proclaimed Christina Hoff Sommers 
at the conference. “We have to take back 
the movement.” 

Sommers, a Clark University philosophy 
professor, is the Network’s most visible 
mouthpiece. A self-described feminist, and 
author of the recent book Who Stole Femi- 
nism? How Women Have Betrayed 
Women, she gained fame this spring for 
telling Esquire, “There are a lot of homely 
women in women’s studies.” 

The Network’s vice-president, Cathy 
Young, writes nearly identically to Som- 
mers in content and style; she has her own 
book coming out shortly, Gender Wars, 
and publicly genuflected to her mentor last 
month in Commentary, where she re- 
viewed Sommers’s book. Jeane Kirk- 
patrick sits on the WFN board, as do sev- 
eral respected social critics, including Fox- 
Genovese and Elshtain. 

Although only 130 people attended the 
conference, they traveled, at their own ex- 
pense, from all over the country — and 
thus represent the stirrings of a grassroots 
movement. (One woman from Florida told 
me, “I think this is going to be the begin- 
ning of something huge, and I wanted to 
be here for it.”) And there is some campus 
support: a WEN chapter at Harvard is ful- 
ly formed and functioning, and several 
more campus chapters are in the works. 

Sommers and the Network, however, do 
not represent a new cultural movement; 
they are merely a recent development in 
the old campaign to discredit feminism. 
Instead of critique, they offer caricature, 
leveling personal attacks against feminist 
personalities they despise and accusing 
them of being liars. They deny the exis- 
tence of sexism and blame feminism itself 
for women’s unequal status. In fact, Som- 
mers’s research was funded by three con- 
servative organizations — the John M. 
Olin Foundation, the Carthage Founda- 
tion, and the Lynde and Harry Bradley 
Foundation. (She thanks them for their 
“gracious and generous support” in her 
book’s acknowledgments.) 

Sommers delivered the keynote speech 
last Saturday evening, October 1, with the 
determined, passionate voice of a woman 
who’s been burned and wants revenge. 
The bulk of her presentation was a laundry 
list of the excesses of whiny “gender femi- 
nists” who emphasize women’s vulnerabil- 
ity and sense of victimhood. 

Some of her stories were quite hilarious; 
there’s no question that some feminists 
take their ideology to ridiculous extremes. 
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Who can keep a straight face upon hearing 
that a music professor at the University of 
Minnesota told her students that the first 
movement of Beethoven’s Ninth Sympho- 
ny “is one of the most horrifying moments 
in music, as the carefully prepared ca- 
dence is frustrated, damming up energy 
which finally explodes in the throttling, 
murderous rage of a rapist incapable of at- 
taining release”? 

But other instances of feminist extrem- 
ism Sommers mentioned seemed strained, 
more a result of carelessness than conspir- 
acy. One of her favorite pursuits is to cor- 
rect misinformation — what she calls 
“hoaxes” that are whipped up by “feminist 
propagandists” who use them to “recruit 
followers to their divisive creed.” 

Demonstrating her research prowess, 
Sommers disproved an oft-cited statistic 
— that 150,000 women die of anorexia 
nervosa each year, or three times the num- 
ber of men and women combined who die 
from car accidents. Sommers first found 
this statistic in Steinem’s Revolution from 
Within. She was skeptical, and began to 
dig around for the original source of the 
number. 

Steinem’s source, it turned out, was 
Naomi Wolf’s The Beauty Myth. Wolf’s 
source was historian Joan Brumberg, au- 
thor of Fasting Girls. And Brumberg had 
attributed the figure to the American 
Anorexia and Bulimia Foundation. When 
Sommers called the president of the associ- 
ation, she was told that they had been mis- 
quoted: in a 1985 newsletter, the associa- 
tion had referred to 150,000 to 200,000 
sufferers from — not fatalities from — 
anorexia. The correct mortality rate in 1991 
was 54. “Yet now the false figure, support- 
ing the view that our ‘sexist society’ de- 
means women by objectifying their bodies, 
is widely accepted as true,” Sommers 
lamented in her book and at the conference. 

Sommers’s second case study involves a 
similar series of mistakes. A 1992 March 
of Dimes report was cited in a National 
Women’s Studies Association speech as 
stating that battery against pregnant wom- 
en was the number-one cause of birth de- 
fects. When Sommers called the March of 
Dimes to get a copy of the report, she was 
told that it did not exist. Yet journalists 
around the country were citing it. The 
mix-up originated when a reference to do- 
mestic battery in a speech was misunder- 
stood and then repeated without fact- 
checking.

Sommers delivered her coup de grace 
when she debunked the claims, much 
hyped in the media several years ago, that 
domestic battery rises dramatically on Su- 
per Bowl Sunday. (It doesn’t.) 

These misstatements are certainly em- 
barrassing; Sommers and the WFN are 
right to uncover the errors before they be- 
come even more entrenched in conven- 
tional wisdom, for they perpetuate the dis- 
heartening lie that women are more op- 
pressed than they really are. And feminism 
does need a dose of healthy skepticism 
about statistics and an examination of the 
excesses of some of its activists. 

But the WEN is the worst possible candi- 
date for the job. For one thing, Sommers is 
skeptical only of statistics that she considers 
phony; she actually reveres the power of 
numbers when they strengthen her own ar- 
guments. She never questions the number- 
crunching exercise itself, which, given the 
inherent limits of social science, is destined 
to spiral forever in back-and-forth debate. 
Worse, Sommers and her colleagues insin- 
uate that feminists lie on purpose in order to 
further their arguments — that they simply 
do not care about the facts. 

Sommers also charged at the conference 
that women’s-studies programs around the 
country are teaching young, impression- 
able students that gender discrimination is 
everywhere. “The crazy things going on” in 
the women’s-studies classrooms are related 
to the problem of statistical misinforma- 
tion, she asserted. And though there are 
some good things in some women’s-stud- 
ies departments, Sommers graciously ac- 
knowledged, “they are not the norm.” She 
added, “We need to find scholars without 
an agenda. . . . We need to save the next 
generation of women from Big Sister.” 

Wendy Kaminer, author of Fearful Free- 
dom and I’m Dysfunctional, You’re Dys- 
functional, was puzzled by Sommers’s 
brand of feminism. During the question- 
and-answer period, Kaminer asked Som- 
mers what her vision of feminist justice 
was, and whether it had been achieved. 
What was the overall status of women to- 
day? Sommers replied that she couldn’t 
give her an accurate portrayal of women 
“because the advocates are in the way.” 





Men are victims, too 
About half the people at the conference 

were men; when I chatted with them and 

asked what brought them there, I heard 

the same response again and again: fear of 

being accused of sexual harassment. One 
| man, an accountant from Harrisburg, 

Pennsylvania, said, “It’s really getting out 
| of control.” 

“Do you have any personal experience 

| with this problem?” I asked. 
| No, he admitted, but he’d read about it 
everywhere. He pulled out of his pocket an 
article about domestic violence from the 
September issue of Cosmopolitan that cit- 
ed the notorious March of Dimes study. 
Influenced by his mentor, Sommers (he 
was also clutching a copy of her book 
when we spoke), he had called up Cosmo 
and spoken with the fact-checker. He’s 
hoping the magazine will print a retrac- 
tion, but he’s not betting on it. “Even if 
part of the article is true, they should re- 
tract the whole thing,” he told me. 

I did meet another man who claimed 
that he had been falsely accused of sexual 
harassment by his female superior, who’d 
said he kept winking at her in a leering 
way. A community activist from Wisconsin, 
he’d been fired, and he told me that no one 
would hire him in his field. He said he’d 
never winked at his superior, that he had 
an eye twitch. After talking with him for 
several minutes, I remarked that I didn’t 
notice a twitch at all. “I’m actually not 
aware of it either,” he replied. “But other 
people have told me that I have a problem.” 
| The theme of the beleaguered male pre- 
| dominated, which seemed odd considering 

the conference was purportedly devoted to 
women and feminism. Men’s low wages, 
| their susceptibility to violence and crime, 
| their poor grades in school — you name 
it, it was blamed on those “conspiracy 
feminists.” The first panel on Sunday 
morning — titled “Men, Women and 
| Feminism” — dealt with the claim that 
hordes of women are falsely accusing in- 
| nocent men of sexual harassment. 
|  Reason’s editor-in-chief, Virginia Postrel, 
linked this trend to the rise of women’s pro- 
tectionism in the workplace. She was fol- 
lowed by an education researcher, Pam Ri- 
ley, who ridiculed the efforts of “pseudo- 
feminists” who have “overreached sexual- 
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harassment laws.” She boasted of her own 
self-sufficiency: in the face of sexual com- 
ments in the workplace, she asserted, “most 
of us adjust our behavior without needing 
the help of the law.” 

Asa Baber, the Playboy columnist, 
summed up the overriding sentiment: 
“The dynamics of the feminist revolution 
have made it impossible for rational men 
to do anything but hide out.” Statistics 
were trotted out to “prove” that men are in 
just as much danger from women as wom- 
en are from men: moderator and former 
Partisan Review editor Edith Kurzweil cit- 
ed a demographic study that demonstrated 
men and women hit each other in equal 
numbers. 


Other voices 

To the Network’s credit, it did invite 
dissenters. Wendy Kaminer was the desig- 
nated moderating voice at this panel, and 
when it was her turn to speak she gently 
chided her predecessors. She too agreed 
that anti-male fervor is indeed worrying, 
but nevertheless found it necessary to 
mention the rather obvious point that 
“rape is largely committed by men against 
women. . . . I'd be willing to bet that there 
are more men stalking and harassing 
women than there are women stalking and 
harassing men. 

“And I would bet the advance of my 
next book,” she continued, “and of the 
book after that, and of the book after that, 
that sexual violence is a much greater 
problem for women in this culture than it 
is for men. . . . The problem is, how do 
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you organize around this fear 
without exaggerating its magnitude? It’s a 
hard thing to do.” 

A woman in the audience confronted 
her. “How can you generalize that there 
are more women who are fearful of assault 
than men are?” 

You’d have thought Kaminer had made 
an outrageous and highly disputable claim 
— like an assertion that boys are naturally 
superior to girls in math. She responded, 
carefully, “I don’t see men in general as 
victims of feminism.” (People on both 
sides of me groaned.) One man stood up 
and complained that Kaminer had dis- 
agreed with the other people on the panel 
before the question-and-answer period, 
which she wasn’t supposed to do. Bad girl, 
he tacitly admonished. 

One after another, speakers came to the 
conclusion that since some feminists (and 
journalists) go too far in their struggle to 
end violence against women, the struggle it- 
self is suspect. In a panel about the ethics of 
the media in reporting stories about gender, 
vice-president Cathy Young reported that 
the Boston Globe ran at the end of 1993 an 
“In Memoriam” list of all the women killed 
that year because of male violence. She 
mocked the piece because it included “indi- 
rect victims” of male violence. 

Judith Simon Garrett, daughter of the or- 
ganization’s founder, and also its secretary- 
treasurer, used to work as a corrections of- 
ficer. She complained about female inmates 
who protest being strip-searched by male 
officers — because it wreaks havoc on offi- 
cers’ assignments when gender is taken into 
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account. It didn’t occur to her that standing 
naked before and being intimately touched 
by a strange man in a position of authority 
were valid reasons for complaining. 

Former Mother Jones editor Deirdre Eng- 
lish, like Kaminer, tried to inject some 
feminism into the discussion. She remind- 
ed the Network that most American wom- 
en face the difficulty of juggling their do- 
mestic responsibilities with those of the 
workplace, and that “the lot of the work- 
ing woman is a sorry one.” English was 
also met with overwhelming hostility. 
Upon criticizing David Brock’s sexist por- 
trayal of Anita Hill in the American Spec- 
tator (he’s the one who called Hill “a little 
bit nutty and a little bit slutty”), she was 
met with hisses. One man said, “I don’t 
know what planet Miss English comes 
from.” English interrupted him and cor- 
rected him sweetly, “Ms. English.” “What- 
ever,” he said dismissively. 

When someone finally addressed the 
substance of English’s presentation, it was 
a confrontational comment from a young 
professional woman: “I’m a working 
woman, and I love my job,” she said, and 
thanked the efforts of earlier feminists for 
paving her way. She complained that En- 
glish hadn’t adequately addressed the suc- 
cesses of so many professional women. 
English reminded the young woman that 
there were other women of different social 
classes who were not so fortunate, who 
were working harder than ever before but 
earning less money than they did just 30 
years ago because their paychecks didn’t 
go as far as they used to. 


With friends like this 

All the speakers were contemptuous of 
any claim that some American women to- 
day suffer emotionally, financially, or 
physically at the hands of men. To them, 
things are great for women. So great, in 
fact, that Sommers couldn’t think of even 
one thing feminist activists could do to 
help other women in this country — a 
question posed to her by a member of the 
audience after her keynote speech. Her 
sole suggestion was that feminists become 
missionaries and tell women in other 
countries about the virtues of Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and the women’s-suffrage 
movement, which she called “the great 
American success story.” 

The division of feminists into a bad 
“gender” camp and a good “equity” camp 
is really a distinction between those who 
contest rigid gender roles — who seek to 
dismantle traditional notions of femininity 
and masculinity by changing the division 
of labor at home and at work — and those 
who simply want to advance personally 
within the current structure. The Women’s 
Freedom Network is squarely committed 
to women’s individual advancement, a 


goal it believes has been largely achieved | 


— forgetting that even the most powerful, 
independent women face discrimination. 
You can be sure that struggling women 
will be overlooked. 

The Network does acknowledge, to a 
small extent, the dangers of sexism and the 
power of sexist institutions, but again it 
advocates individualistic coping mecha- 
nisms. Salary differentials, abusive part- 
ners, and obnoxious, sexist comments 
from co-workers are real problems, it con- 
cedes, but they can all be solved by being 
strong and maintaining a stiff upper lip. 

The organization might want to listen to 
the words of Asa Baber’s colleague at 
Playboy, Cynthia Heimel. “[P]unish the 
whiners, not the victims,” she wrote in her 
column this past August, pointedly refer- 
ring to Sommers and her colleagues. 
“Praise the victims for not going insane, 
especially the victims who pull themselves 
out of the gutter of abuse and fight back 
against their oppressors.” 

But the Network has a completely 
skewed notion of feminist power. Its 
spokespeople believe that “gender” femi- 
nism has infiltrated every sphere of soci- 
ety, and that for that reason relations be- 
tween men and women are doomed. In a 
presentation that railed against child-cus- 
tody rulings that discriminate against fa- 
thers and relegate women to the status of 
primary caregiver, Stanford Law professor 
Anne Mitchell blamed neither a sexist legal 
system nor traditional women who prefer 
rigid gender roles. She blamed feminists. 

“Why was everybody so credulous?” 





Sommers asked, in a similar vein, about | 


the Super Bowl domestic-battery contro- 
versy — as if feminists wielded tremen- 
dous power and had the last laugh in 
hoodwinking the American public. A 
more useful question, and one that the 
Women’s Freedom Network would do 
well to address, is “Why were the claims 
so plausible?” Q

Brewers in two countries fight 
over the ice-beer phenomenon

ny seasoned bartender 

could have seen it coming. 

You put this amount of al- 

cohol and money together, 

and it’s only a matter of 
time before a fight breaks out. 

But this isn’t your ordinary bare-knuck- 
les barroom brawl. This battle is being 
duked out in federal courtrooms and is 
being waged by the pinstriped executives 
of some of the world’s most powerful beer 
companies. Their objective is to lay claim 
to the fastest-growing commodity the 
modern brewing industry has ever seen: 
ice beer. 

In the year that has elapsed since ice 
beer was introduced in North America, 
it’s seized what industry analysts say is an 
astounding 5.5 percent of the beer mar- 
ket. By the end of this year, annual retail 
sales are expected to reach close to 10 
million barrels, or about $2 billion. 

It’s no surprise that the unparalleled as- 
cension of ice beer would lead to legal and 
marketing warfare among those looking 
to capitalize on this new ice age. Since 
Molson Ice was released, in the summer 
of 1993, more than 35 other brands of ice 
beer have joined the fray. And it’s that 
proliferation that has Molson’s Canadian 
rival, Labatt, hopping mad. 

Earlier this year, Labatt USA filed suit 
in US District Court in Detroit, claiming 
that Miller Brewing Company and Molson 
USA (which is owned by Miller) violated 
Labatt’s patent on its ice-brewing process. 
Labatt has also sued Miller/Molson USA 
for infringing on its registered trademark 
| by using such words as “ice beer” and 
| “ice brewing” in their marketing. The 
| suits, which call for unspecified damages, 
| are set to be heard next spring. 

In turn, Anheuser-Busch, maker of Ice 
Draft, in August sued Labatt in US Dis- 
trict Court in St. Louis. The company 
contends that Labatt has no right to regis- 
ter words that are as broadly descriptive 
as ice beer and ice brewing. 

Industry observers say the Anheuser- 
Busch suit, scheduled to be heard in De- 
cember, is also intended to be a shot 
across Labatt’s bow. Ice Draft is now the 
leading ice beer, with a 31.5 percent 
share of the ice-beer market and a 1.7 
share of all beer sold in the US, accord- 
ing to Nielsen North America. 

Labatt, by comparison a small com- 
pany, has only 3.7 percent of the ice- 
beer market in the US, although it has 
a larger share in Canada. It is also de- 
pendent on the millions of dollars it re- 
ceives annually to brew Anheuser- 
Busch’s top-seller, Budweiser, in Cana- 
da. It is perhaps no coincidence that 
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Labatt hasn’t filed suit against An- 
heuser- Busch. 


Canadian rivalry 

The battle over ice beer is the most re- 
cent episode in a rivalry that began in 
Canada years ago and just recently 
spilled into the US. Clashes between 
Molson and Labatt are legendary in the 
Canadian provinces. Several years ago, 
for instance, the two brewmeisters went 
at it in court over the word “blue” — as 
in Molson Blue and Labatt’s Blue. Ruling 
that a company can’t legally claim for it- 
self a color, a judge threw the case out of 
court. Most recently, Labatt beat Molson 
to the market with its “genuine draft.” 

The dispute over ice beer erupted in 
a similarly combative fashion. La- 
batt officials say that over a peri- 
od of about 10 years, the com- 
pany spent about $26 million 
to research and 
develop the ice- 
brewing equip- 
ment and tech- 
niques that ul- 
timately pro- 
duced Labatt 
Ice. 

During the 
Labatt ice- 
brewing 
process, the 
temperature 
of the beer is 
quickly low- 
ered. When it drops to about 
25 degrees, the alcohol and water sepa- 
rate; the water turns to ice. Some of the 
ice is skimmed off, and the remaining 
mixture goes through the brewing pro- 
cess. Ostensibly, the result is a smoother- 
tasting beer with a slightly higher alcohol 
content. 

But when Molson officials caught wind 
of Labatt’s soon-to-be-released beer, they 
apparently recognized it for the lucrative 
product that it has become, says Brian Lo- 
mus, vice-president and investment analyst 
for Scotia McLeod, a Montreal brokerage 
firm. 

“They [Labatt] were preparing this 
blockbuster punch,” he says. “They were 
installing machinery and so on to do this 
deal. And Molson apparently heard about 
it very late in the day and very, very 
quickly stitched together an ice-beer 
product and scurried into the market with 
it. Labatt’s was putting the finishing 
touches on theirs, and they were absolute- 
ly fit to be tied.” 

Molson Ice, the beer Molson started 
distributing in July 1993, has seized more 
than 11 percent of the ice-beer market in 
a little more than a year. 

Shortly after Molson Ice hit the grocery 
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shelves, Labatt launched a counter-strike 
and began its “If it’s not ice brewed, it’s 
not ice beer” campaign, Lomus says. La- 
batt didn’t stop there. 

After Labatt’s US patent for its ice- 
brewing process was finally approved this 
past April, the beer-maker began another 
offensive. It hired a nationally syndicated 
communications firm — Dorf & Stanton 
— to publicize its patent plight. It also 
joined forces with the United Inventors 
Association in a campaign against patent 
and trademark infringement. 

One flyer being distributed by Dorf & 
Stanton begins: “Q: How can you be sure 
you have a good idea? A: Somebody 
steals it.” 

Labatt officials decline to say what as- 
pects of that patent Miller/Molson — and 
for that matter, the scores of other beers 
— is allegedly violating. That, they say, 
will be the subject of litigation. 

But, says Steve Hauser, a senior mar- 
keting manager for Labatt USA, this 
much is clear: “We have a unique and 
patented process that we own. We believe 
Miller and Molson are utilizing elements 
of our process without our license.” 

“What this comes down to,” Hauser 
continues, “is that we invented something 
very unique and very special, and that’s 
the basis of business. We feel, on a corpo- 
rate level, that the a

This is 
not sour grapes.” 

Hauser offers a similar argument for 
the allegations of trademark infringement: 
“We maintain that our process, combined 
with the various ingredients and Canadian 
water, produce a very unique, very special 
product, and that the term ‘ice beer’ is 
suggestive of only that product. Other 
brewers who are introducing and market- 
ing products called ‘ice beer’ are in fact in 
violation of our trademark.” 


German ice 

But the folks at Miller don’t see it that 
way. And to prove their point, they’ve 
filed a countersuit against Labatt. 

“Their action is nothing more than a 
competitive response to the overwhelming 
success of our Molson Ice beer here in the 
US,” says Susan Henderson, a nvarketing 
communications manager at Miller. “And 
we believe the legal action in the US is 
groundless and frivolous for a couple of 
reasons.” 

In response to Labatt’s claim of trade- 
mark infringement, Henderson replies: 
“We do not believe these terms [‘ice beer’

and ‘ice brewing’) are capable of func- 
tioning as trademarks. They are general 
descriptors for a general category of 
beer. . . . We have countersued to stop 
Labatt’s attempt to gain an unfair advan- 
tage by misleading consumers into believ- 
ing that Labatt invented ice beer and that 
we are infringing on their limited 
patent. . . . It’s misleading to consumers 
for Labatt to appropriate for itself a term 
that has been in brewing for years.” 

And that, Henderson says, leads to 
Miller’s second bone of contention. La- 
batt’s claim of patent infringement is bo- 
gus because there is nothing new about 
it, she insists. “Ice beer was developed by 
German brewers in the last century, and 
a beer known as eisboch has been pro- 
duced for many years in Germany and in 
Ontario.” 

Hauser contests the analogy, saying 
that Labatt’s ice-brewing process is “en- 
tirely different” from the making of an 
eisboch-style beer. 

One thing both sides agree on: no one 
predicted sales would be so massive. 

“The market has matured, so every- 
body is fighting for a niche,” says Frank 
C. Walters, director of research for

magazines, two alcohol-in- 

dustry trade publications. “This is a 

category that surprised a lot of people. 

Even though they entered into it, they 
didn’t think it would do so well.” 

The low expectations were, in part, the 
result of diminishing returns of such com- 
parable entries as “dry” and “genuine 
draft” beers — neither of which ever 
reached the five percent mark, and which 
now claim between two percent and three 
percent of the market. 

Even compared to the highly success- 
ful “light” beers, ice beer has been strong 
out of the chute. Light beer took two 
decades to get the 35 percent hold on the 
market that it now commands. And two 
years after it was first introduced, in 
1974, there were still fewer than 10 
competing light brands. By contrast, af- 
ter only a year, there are now about 40 
brands of ice beer being marketed in 
North America. 

Walters predicts that success will lead 
to greater competition: “1996 and ’97 are 
the years to watch to see if this category 
has legs.” By then, he suspects, the num- 
ber of ice-beer brands will have peaked at 
around 50. 

And that has prompted some brewers to 
do what they can to secure their places in 
the market — even, Lomus suggests, if it 
means going to court. 

“I think these lawsuits are publicity 
ploys,” he says. “And in the fullness of 
time, you'll see the whole thing go 
away.”

few months ago the 

first potholes began to 

appear; now major 

ruptures have caused 

the roadblock signs to 
go up on the information superhigh- 
way. So much has gone wrong with 
the great info vision in recent weeks 
that one wonders how so many seem- 
ingly smart people could have miscal- 
culated so much. 

Take the technology. Only a year 
ago, several of the world’s largest me- 
dia companies were predicting that 
complex interactive digital networks 
would already be delivering video, au- 
dio, text, and graphics into the living 
rooms of thousands of paying cus- 
tomers. Boy, were they wrong! 

Delay upon delay has been an- 
nounced. Time Warner’s Full Service 
Network — the cable showpiece of 
the info future — has been delayed in 
Orlando. Bell Atlantic’s $11 billion 
advanced video network — slated to 
reach as many as 8.5 million homes 
in the mid-Atlantic region by the year 
2000 — has been delayed by techni- 
cal problems and cost overruns. 

“It’s time for a reality check,” Bell 
Atlantic chief operating officer 
Lawrence T. Babbio told the New 
York Times. “These products are a 
little more difficult to develop than 
people thought.” 

Even small-scale interactive video 
projects are running into trouble. 
Northwest Airlines announced that it 
is removing an interactive video sys- 
tem from its airplanes because of 
technical problems. The system, built 
by Hughes-Avicom, allowed passen- 
gers to watch television, shop, or play 
video games at their seats. “A host of 
glitches” prompted removal of the 
system, an airline spokesman said. 
Two other carriers, Virgin Atlantic 
Airways and China Airlines, are also 
having problems with interactive 
video systems on their planes. 

Second thoughts about the infor- 
mation superhighway are quickly be- 
coming conventional wisdom. At a 
recent conference of high-tech indus- 
try types in Arizona, some of the best- 
known info visionaries rained on the 
parade. “It’s unbelievable for some- 
thing that doesn’t exist,” said Nathan 
Myhrvold, a top Microsoft scientist 
who compared the hysteria to believ- 
ing in Santa Claus. “The only prob- 
lem is this particular Christmas is five 
years away,” he said. His boss, Mi- 
crosoft chairman Bill Gates, said, 
“I’m an optimist, and I think it will be 
eight or nine years before [the info 
superhighway] is widely available in 
homes.” 

As if there weren’t enough prob- 
lems with the technology itself, cor- 
porate feuding — mainly among the 
regional telephone companies — did 
in a congressional effort to re-write 
the nation’s telecommunications laws 
for the first time in 60 years. The leg- 
islation, sponsored by Senator Ernest 
Hollings (D-South Carolina), would 
have allowed the first open competi- 
tion between telephone and cable- 
television operators. It would also 
have freed television stations to ex- 
plore new uses of the broadcast spec- 
trum. The inaction was a blow to US

Yellow light 

It’s still unclear how the failure of 
the legislation will affect the big com- 
munications picture. However, a gen- 
eral slowdown of major information- 
highway-related projects is expected. 
The way things have been going late- 
ly, this is probably a blessing in dis- 
guise. 

A new public-opinion survey con- 
ducted by Macworld magazine raises 
major questions as to whether the 
media companies are even on target 
about what they think people really 
want from a national information in- 
frastructure. For example, video-on- 
demand — the industry’s leading 
candidate for “killer application” 
among the new services — rated just 
10th among 26 possible uses of a net- 
work. Only 28 percent of the con- 
sumers surveyed considered video- 
on-demand “highly desirable.” 

What did the survey participants 
want most from the information su- 
perhighway? How about information 
access to libraries and reference 
books, distance learning, community 
involvement (voting, government 
info, proposed laws, and the like), 
self-improvement and how-to infor- 
mation, and interactive communica- 
tions such as electronic mail. Most of 
what users said they want does not 
require expensive high-capacity two- 
way delivery systems such as those 
being proposed by the telecommuni- 
cations and cable companies. 

What’s very interesting 
here is that the Internet,

tractive pluses, not the least of which 
is very low cost. A recent estimate cit- 
ed an operating cost of only $2 a year 
for each of the 10 million Internet 
users in the United States. This is not 
the kind of economics your local tele- 
phone or cable company has in mind. 

Other pluses with the Internet are a 
culture that rejects open commercial- 
ism and has succeeded so far in keep- 
ing the Net free of advertising; lack of 
censorship of content; true interactiv- 
ity; and the capability for people 
around the globe to communicate 
easily with one another without toll 
charges. Though the Internet is still 
not user-friendly, that is changing. 
New front-end software now being 
developed is expected to make the In- 
ternet as easy to use as some com- 
mercial on-line services within the 
next 18 months. 

Of course, the Internet is the exact 
opposite of what the media giants 
want for American consumers. Their 
idea of interactivity is ordering an in- 
stant movie, zapping a villain in a 
video game, or punching in the digits 
of your credit-card number to order a 
gadget from the home-shopping 
channel. Big business wants and 
needs big bandwidth in order to 
shower consumers with an endless 
stream of entertainment for hire. 


Mid-course correction 

That’s why this temporary road- 
block on the info highway couldn’t 
have come at a better moment. While 
the software designers work out the 
kinks and the info lobbyists once 
again grease the campaign coffers of 
their congressional supporters, we 
have begun a much-needed respite. 
With this valuable time we should call 
a cease-fire to the endless hype and 
stop the “SWAGing” (Apple chief ex- 
ecutive officer Michael Spindler’s 
shorthand for “scientific wild-assed 
guessing”). We need to step back, 
take a deep breath, and start to think 
about the tiger we’re about to turn 
loose. 

Perhaps these glitches of late are a 
natural correcting process that will 
slow the big media juggernaut and 
give us, as potential users, a say in the 
kind of media infrastructure we want 
in the future. It should be for us to 
decide — not a few large corpora- 
tions — how the electronic frontier is 
to be developed. The deployment and 
use of the most powerful new tech- 
nology ever available to humans will 
help define the quality of life over the 
next 50 years. For once, it should be 
determined by more than the corpo- 
rate bottom line. QO

Kimberly’s wig, Jo’s head, and other TV gems

orget about the O.J. Simpson trial. By far, 
the most fascinating, mind-bending, 
thought-provoking stuff on TV these- days 
appears at one time, at one place. Monday 
nights. Fox TV. Melrose Place. 

I’m not kidding, either. Have you tuned in this sea- 
son? Have you noticed what dramatic changes and plot- 
twists are afoot? Have you lain awake nights asking 
yourself Melrose-related questions, plumbing Melrose- 
related mysteries? 

I have. Here are some of the things keeping me up. 

* First off, major question. What is the deal with 
Kimberly’s wig? 

Everyone wants to know this. The wig-question abso- 
lutely boggles the mind. Kimberly, you will recall, is 
Michael’s former girlfriend who allegedly got killed, by 
Michael, in a drunk-driving accident, but really got 
stashed away in some hospital (in a coma), where she 
had brain surgery and underwent a major personality 
transformation. She subsequently reappeared, looking 
just like the old placid Kimberly but acting like the new 
fiendish Kimberly, and she’s been plotting revenge on 
Michael ever since. The main reason we know this is that 
periodically, Kimberly grabs her long, auburn mane of 
hair, which turns out to be a wig, then twists it off her 
head and glares fiendishly into the mirror at what’s 
underneath — a hideous cropped head of hair with a 
major zigzagging scar along one side. All of which, to the 
true Melrose aficionado, raises many fascinating wig 
questions: 

In real life, is the long auburn mane the wig or is the 
cropped, scarred head the wig? Why is it that 
the cropped, scarred head, which is supposed to 
be real, looks more like a wig than the allegedly 
real wig?

I don’t know that much about ad agen- 
cies, but D&D is supposed to be this huge, massive ad 
agency and you’d think they could find some way to 
seat people so that Alison, who’s an account executive, 
isn’t 10 feet away from Billy, who works in an entirely 
different department anyway. This has kept me awake 
for many nights. 

¢ So has this puzzler: how did Sydney manage to have 
good hair even when she was trapped in the mental insti- 
tution? All the other patients had long, stringy, institu- 
tionalized hair, but Sydney had her usual bouncy, shiny 








red hair. How could this be? Another wig mystery? 

* In the episode when Alison went to her parents’ 
house to accuse her father of sexual abuse, did you 
notice that her father, who was barbecuing outside, was 
wearing an apron that said “Kiss THE COOK” on it? Did 
you admire the director of that episode for selecting such 
an “ironic” detail? I did. 

* Have you noticed how Jo, who’s pregnant with her 
ex-boyfriend Reed’s child, keeps a hand on her stomach 
at almost all times, to remind us she’s pregnant? This 
annoys me. We get it, already, okay? 

* Jo slumps against the door a lot, too, especially after 
receiving bad news. Actually, a lot of people on Melrose 
Place do this. Someone comes to the door with the bad 
news, they hear it, and they slump against the door. 
— never slump against the door in real life. What is 

is? 

¢ Another thing that bugged me, in a recent episode, 
was the way Alison came to work “straight from the air- 
port,” wearing a business suit and perfect hair. No big- 
gie, but if I came to work straight from the airport, I’d 
look rumpled, especially if I'd just been in Wisconsin 
barging in on my father’s barbecue and accusing him in 
front of all his friends of sexually abusing me. 

* Why are the parents on Melrose Place always so 
evil? Amanda’s father was a corrupt businessman who’s 
now returned to wreak havoc on Jake’s life; and her 
mother was a shrew/modeling-agency owner who aban- 
doned her when she was 12. Alison’s father is the evil 
child molester, and her mother is a wimpish model of 
denial who refuses even now to protect her daughters. 
And now Reed’s parents are suing Jo for custody of her 
unborn baby. The only decent parent is Jane and 
Sydney’s father, but he committed Sydney to a mental 
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institution against her will, so he can’t be all that nice, 
either. What’s the story? 

* A little more nitpicking: Jo’s subpoena, telling her 
that Reed’s parents were suing for custody of the baby, 
was delivered by a hunky-looking guy in a cropped 
sweatshirt while she was sitting in Shooter’s, the local 
Melrose bar, having a drink with Alison. For one thing, 
since when do hunky-looking guys in cropped sweat- 
shirts deliver subpoenas in bars with names like 
Shooter’s? And for another, what’s Jo doing having a 
beer in Shooter’s in the first place? She’s supposed to be 
pregnant. This was one time when she really should have 
been holding her hand against her stomach and slumping 
against the door, but no: she’s out drinking beer. I don’t 
get it. 

* Finally, some questions for the future. 

Will Matt have a happy love life this season (or even a 
date), or will Kimberly fiendishly inject him with an HIV- 
infected needle at the hospital first? 

Now that he’s moved out of Alison’s apartment and 
into the apartment next door, will Billy finally learn to 
blink? (Have you noticed this? Billy has that dumb-ox 
stare on his face constantly, and he never blinks.) 

And when it’s finally born, will Jo’s baby be normal — 
or will it have an inordinately large, breadbox-shaped 
head?

Correction, Matt. This is not a good question. This 
is a dumb question that appears to be a good question 
only until such time as you actually give it some 
thought. As anyone acquainted with aviation or basic 
physics knows, the pilot’s helmet has never been 
intended to provide protection against a crash. If the 
plane encounters a landscape a bit too abruptly, you’re 
sausage no matter what you’re wearing. 

The leather or cloth head-covering worn by World 
War I aviators was a holdover from open-cockpit 
days, when you needed protection against the wind 
and rain. Closed cockpits had come into general use 
by World War II, but in the early years at least it was 
customary to take off and land with the canopy open, 
apparently (Cecil hears differing stories on this point) 
in the ill-founded hope that you’d be able to get clear 
of the plane if it nosed in while you were near the 
ground. Pilots also wore helmets because they held 
the radio earphones, but most of all, military bureau- 
cracy being what it was, because regulations required 
it. 

When jets came in, most air forces switched to the 
hardened “brain bucket” in use today, but the purpose 
of this was merely to protect a fighter pilot’s head from 
being bashed against the canopy during high-speed 
maneuvering, not to save him in the event of a crash. 
Similarly, the kamikaze pilot’s helmet merely helped 
him complete the trip, not survive it.

Jessica Mitford tackled this one in her classic muck- 
raking book The American Way of Death (1963). She 
came to basically the same conclusion you did: morti- 
cians embalm bodies because they can charge money 
for it. That’s not to say embalming is completely point- 
less; it does preserve the body for viewing. What frost- 
ed Mitford was that morticians used to embalm bodies 
even if they weren’t viewed, on the excuse that the law 
required it. It doesn’t, but you can see what got morti- 
cians started thinking otherwise. 

In the latter 19th century, doctors and others in the 
then-emerging field of public health concluded that 
urban cemeteries were a major cause of epidemics. A 
movement began to relocate cemeteries to outlying 
areas, and somewhere along the line the related idea 
took root that embalming helped prevent disease. It 
does, but only in bodies not yet interred. If all you want 
to do is return Aunt Millie to the biomass without 
inspecting her remains first, you’re within your rights 
to refuse embalming. Take the family to her favorite 
tavern instead. I’m sure she’d rather you toast her 
memory and pickle yourselves than waste the money 
pickling her.

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n April 1990, Paula Jones noticed she 

had a fever. She decided to leave her 

assembly-line job at a small manufac- 

turing firm in Payson, Arizona, early. 

The next day she stayed home in bed. 
Her husband, Jeffrey, was planning to take 
their son on a fishing trip over the week- 
end. He wanted to cancel it because Paula 
was sick. But she told him it was nothing 
serious, just a case of the flu. Paula’s 
mother would look out for Jeffrey and 
Paula’s daughter over the weekend any- 
way; he should go ahead. But when Car- 
olyn Beeler couldn’t reach Paula on the 
phone, she decided to visit the Jones’s log- 
cabin home. She arrived to find Paula 
naked and dead on the bed. 

Police, who at first suspected foul play, 
called Jeffrey home from his trip. A bed- 
side lamp was overturned, the shower cur- 
tain ripped down. Later they concluded 
the destruction was caused by a dizzy, 
feverish Paula struggling to make her way 
from bathroom to bedroom. They found 
evidence of diarrhea and vomit in the toilet 
and a thermometer reading

a temperature of 103. They 
noticed a peeling rash on 
Paula’s hands and feet. The 
explanation: Jones died of 
Toxic Shock Syndrome. 
Like many women, Jones 
didn’t make the connection 
between the tampons she 
used on a regular basis and 
her flu-like symptoms and 
sunburn-like skin rash. She 
didn’t know that wearing a 
tampon might cause the 
bacteria staphylococcus au- 
reus already present in her 
body to produce a toxin that 
could prove fatal. She 
hadn’t read the warnings. 
The federally mandated 
warning on every box of 
tampons appeared after the 
first wave of Toxic Shock 
Syndrome cases made the 
headlines in the 1980s. Ap- 
parently, few women believe 
tampon containers are re- 
quired reading, however, 
because women still die or 
have limbs amputated as a 
result of Toxic Shock Syn- 
drome. On May 26, Iowa 
lawyer Tom Riley filed a 
class-action lawsuit in US 
District Court, Wichita, 
Kansas, against the Stam- 
ford, Connecticut-based 
Playtex Family Products 
Corporation and Tam- 
brands, of White Plains, 
New York, charging that 


facturers could have made 
their products safer years 
ago if they’d wanted to. 
“Toxic Shock Syndrome is 
still a threat to American 
women,” says Riley. “The 
reason we filed a class ac- 
tion is we now have a study 
unlike any others that have 
gone on before.” 

Millions of women use 
tampons safely every day. Toxic Shock 
Syndrome, as the warning labels rightly 
say, is rare. The federal Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, in Atlanta, 
estimate that one in 200,000 people gets 
TSS each year. Although anyone can get 
it, the risk is higher for women who use 
tampons, particularly the high-absorbency 
kind. Tampon users develop TSS at a rate 
of one to two in 100,000.

The study Riley refers to was released at 
an American Society for Microbiology 
meeting in Las Vegas the last week of 
May. Dr. Philip Tierno, of New York Uni- 
versity Medical Center, conducted in-vitro 
tests on 18 manufactured tampons, in- 
cluding two new all-cotton tampons (Ter- 
ra Femme, manufactured by Canada’s Bio 
Business International, and Natracare, of 
England). Tierno found that the staphylo- 
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| coccus aureus bacteria, which produce the 
toxins that cause the syndrome, did not 
| grow in cotton. The blend of rayon and 
cotton favored by most manufacturers, 
however, amplified the effects of the toxin. 

Riley’s claim is that Tambrands and 
Playtex have known this. Tierno’s previous 
tests, using cotton as a control, produced 
the same results. Since he first began his

research, in 1980, Tierno has been de- 
posed in numerous suits by tampon manu- 
facturers. Spokespeople for Tambrands 
acknowledge they’re familiar with his find- 
ings. “It was our contention,” says Tierno, 
“that until an epidemiological ratification 
of our in-vitro work can be performed, the 
fact that women are continuing to get TSS 
is reason enough to cause manufacturers 
to use cotton exclusively for the prepara- 
tion of any tampon.” 

Tambrands disputes Tierno’s conclu- 
sions. The company, which manufactures 
Tampax tampons and sells more tampons 
annually than any other company, is not 
prepared to use only cotton. Instead, Tam- 
brands, along with Playtex, is preparing to 
fight Riley’s lawsuit. “We believe the law- 
suit is without merit. Hence, we intend to 
defend it vigorously,” says Bill Stammer, 
associate general counsel for Playtex. “But 
it is our company policy not to comment 
on pending litigation.” 

“This is a baseless lawsuit,” says Bruce 
Garren, a spokesperson for Tambrands. 
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sorbent material. Still, he says, the current 
combination of rayon and cotton is harm- 
less. He also points out that the Tampax 
regular tampon is all cotton except for a 
rayon cover, and that it is the one tampon 
least often associated with TSS. Garren 
explains that the materials used in tampons 
have changed over the years since Toxic 
Shock Syndrome first made the headlines.

Many women remember the media blitz 
on the subject in the 1980s, when Procter 
& Gamble’s first and only tampon, Rely, 
was withdrawn from the market after a 
rash of TSS outbreaks. Rely was made 
from four synthetic materials: polyacrylate, 
carboxymethylcelluose, rayon, and 
polyester. In 1980, 133 cases of TSS were 
reported to the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol each month. The tampon brand in- 
volved most often was Rely. Five percent 
of those cases were fatal. Tom Riley’s first 
TSS case was one of them.

“We have done a good deal of research 
ourselves, and we are aware of the vast 
body of research done. We have funded 
over $14 million of that research. Tam- 
brands is the leading corporate funder of 
TSS research at a variety of institutions, 
including Harvard Medical School. We 
place safety at the top of the list. The re- 
search you’re referring to by Dr. Tierno is 
highly flawed.” 

Dr. Dennis Kasper, a Harvard professor 
who works in the Department of Medicine 
at Beth Israel Hospital, in Boston, points 
out, rightly, that tampon absorbency is 
considered one of the major contributing 
factors in the development of TSS. “Tier- 
no’s study actually measured absorbency 
of those all-cotton fibers and the rayon, 
and except for the ‘super plus’ [tampons 
that are the most absorbent] they are all in 
the same range,” says Kasper. 

Garren also cites the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control studies as proof that the ray- 
on content of tampons is not the problem. 
“The CDC has tracked all cases of TSS 
carefully over the last 15 years. It is abso- 
lutely clear that there is no indication that 
rayon has an increased risk association 
over cotton,” he says. “In fact, the only re- 
lated risk factor that can be found any- 
where is absorbency.” 

Garren does, however, concede that 
some studies show rayon is a more ab- 


the first time. Riley later documented his 
fight with P&G on behalf of Patricia’s hus- 
band in the book The Price of a Life. In it 
he describes how he thinks P&G effective- 
ly bought off all research on the subject by 
funding grants for TSS study. The only 
person Riley coald find who’d turned 
down a grant was Dr. Tierno. Now, with 
Tambrands positioned as one of the 
largest funders of TSS research, Riley is 
turning to Tierno once again. 

“(Tampon manufacturers] feel there’s 
no problem here. They say the women 
have the organisms and the organism does 
it. It’s the woman’s fault,” says Tierno. “I 
speak for the truth. I speak for the investi- 
gations that we’ve done, and I stand by 
those results.” 

Tampon manufacturers may dismiss 
Tierno, but Dr. Rana Hajjeh, medical epi- 
demiologist for the Centers for Disease 
Control, thinks his research has merit. She 
doesn’t see any major flaws with Tierno’s 
scientific method. She calls his findings 
“very experimental,” but she thinks his 
theory deserves consideration. 

“This sounds interesting,” says Hajjeh. 
“The cotton tampons might be protective, 
but in order to be able to correlate this 
with human disease we need human 
surveillance to follow up.” The CDC, for 
one, hasn’t done much work on the issue 
since the ’80s. “There hasn’t really been 
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much research,” admits Hajjeh. “We have 
surveillance reports of cases of toxic 
shock. Over the last few years, the num- 
bers have been relatively stable. Last year 
we had just 29 definite cases and 34 prob- 
able cases.” 

Hajjeh confirms reports that the num- 
bers of TSS sufferers are underreported. 
Conservatively speaking, as many as 128 
women in the US may have died from the 
syndrome since 1979. However, the CDC 
relies on hospitals to inform it of con- 
firmed cases. The last time the center did 
any active surveillance was in 1986. That 
year they discovered three times more cas- 
es than the number reported. And the 
CDC, to be entirely accurate for epidemio- 
logical purposes, sets five specific criteria 
each case must fit before it is categorized 
as TSS. Everyone agrees that tampon ab- 
sorbency can be a major factor in the de- 
velopment of TSS — one reason tampon 
absorbency is regulated now by the Food 
and Drug Administration. Still, this hasn’t 
stopped TSS. And though women contin- 
ue to be diagnosed with 
TSS, precisely why tam- 
pons can be the trigger for 
the toxin remains a mys- 
tery. Clearly there are oth- 
er contributing factors. Ri- 
ley shares Tierno’s belief 
that the use of rayon in 


pons is one of them. 
“Their tampons are not 
safe. They know that cot- 
ton is safe and have not 
used an all-cotton tampon. 
That is reckless disregard 
for the health of the con- 
sumer,” says Riley.

Thomas’s The Hidden Life 

of Dogs hit the New York 

Times bestseller list in 
1993, people wondered if she’d turn her at- 
tention to cats. 

She did. And the result is called The Tribe 
of Tiger: Cats and Their Culture (Simon & 
Schuster, 224 pages, $20). 

As it turns out, Marshall Thomas is as 
keen on cats as she is on dogs, and she is 
perfectly capable of covering both subjects 
thoroughly. Her field work has taken her 
from southwestern Africa, where she 
worked on case studies of elephants and 
their ways of communication, to Canada’s 
Baffin Island, where she studied wolves and 
their denning behavior. The Tribe of Tiger is 
based largely on time she spent in the Kala- 
hari Desert studying cats and their culture. 

Currently a research associate in animal 
behavior at the laboratory of ornithology at 
Cornell University, Marshall Thomas is a 
graduate of Radcliffe and Smith Colleges 
and has held teaching positions at sites as 


varied as Harvard University (in the exten- 
sion program), George Washington Universi- 
ty, and Walpole State Prison.

Q: Do all cats purr? 

A: I’m not so sure. I do know that big 
cats, some really big cats who are said not 
to purr, actually do purr. And lions and 

| tigers both make a sort of a noise which is 
| very related to purring — tigers chuff and 
lions make a moan. I think they purr to 
their children, but we don’t hear them do- 
ing that. Or at least it’s tough under those 
circumstances. In some cases, the lion and 
tiger moan or hum as a way of calling for 
or greeting their young. 

Q: Thirty-some-odd years ago you went 
to the Kalahari. Did you know then that 
you would eventually be writing a book on 
cats? 

A: No, I didn’t, but I took a lot of notes. 
Tons of notes. I took notes all the time, so 
it was very easy to recapture those times. 

Q: Was there something in particular 
that made you want to explore the cat fam- 
ily? Something you were especially in- 
trigued by? 

A: Well, when I returned to Namibia, I 
saw that the lions I had been following 
were doing certain things differently from 
when I first followed them. And I realized 
it was because they’d been through a cul- 
tural change. When that happens in a hu- 
man population, it’s culture. And if it’s 
true for us, it is for them, too, because 
they get their information very much the 
same way we get ours — by learning from 
others. They learn from other lions, we 
learn from other humans. 

Q: You wrote that the house cat and 
tiger represent the two ends of the cat fami- 
ly. Is it safe to say that they, and all cats in 
between, share the common bond of stak- 
ing out their territory and then working that 
territory as best they can to suit themselves? 

A: As far as we know. Most cats in the 
wild have never been studied in that way, 
but the ones that have been studied do fol- 
low one form or another of that basic pat- 
tern. So yes, it’s fair to say that they’re ba- 
sically doing the same thing. 





Q: Are you a cat owner? 

A: Yes, we have three cats. 

Q: Are you a dog owner? 

A: We have three dogs. 

Q: And how do they get along? 

A: They get along fine. They, the dogs 
and the cats, belong to a group, and the 
cats have their style and the dogs have 
theirs. But their way of belonging and their 
way of relating to each other are species- 
specific. Nevertheless, they seem to under- 
stand each other. 

Q: Let’s say they’re all running around 
the house, doing what cats and dogs do 
when they run around the house. Would 
you view them differently than I would? 

A: At first glance, you would easily see 
the same things I see. You just have to 
keep watching and watch carefully and 
know what patterns to look for. 

Q: Such as? 

A: I would just watch what they do and 
then wonder why they do it. After a while, 
if you watch enough and have enough 
background, you can sometimes guess 
what is happening and have a good idea 
what was on their minds. 

Q: It’s easy to wonder why they do a cer- 
tain thing, but finding the answer to the 
question is much more difficult. 

A: That’s true. And to my view it’s more 
difficult getting into the mind of a cat than 
a dog. Dogs are much more accessible to 

our reading than cats are. Cats are harder. 
| Q: Do cats sense fear? 

A: Oh, sure. Anybody who’s taken a cat 
to the veterinarian has seen a frightened 
cat. Their hair sheds and their feet sweat 
and they leave little wet footprints in the 
veterinarian’s office. 

Q: But they’re also very tolerant. 

A: Some cats are very tolerant; others 
are not. They can be a lot like people. 

Q: Your book says that cats and humans 
have quite a bit in common. 
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A: I think we have a great deal in com- 
mon with all mammals and with birds and 
even reptiles. 

Q: You also suggest, from examples of 
things that happen in your own home, that 
cats can be, in your words, educators. 

A: That’s right. One of my cats wants to 
teach me things. For instance, she brings 
injured animals into the house, and I be- 
lieve that’s a way of teaching my husband 
and me to hunt, which we don’t do very 
well. 

Q: Are these animals injured before the 
cat gets to them? 

A: No, the cat is totally responsible. A 
lot of people who have cats that go out- 
doors know about that, and it’s pretty sad. 
To our way of thinking, what cats do is re- 
ally awful. And it’s only because cats are 
so beautiful and so nice that we put up 
with what they do. We like them for what 
they are, but not always what they do. 

Q: How did they become domesticated? 

A: Well, I think we got cats by chance. 
We seem to have scooped them up when 
we domesticated grass and got grain. In 
the wild, mice and rats ate the grain seeds 
and the grass seeds, and the things that ate 
them, the mice and rats, were cats. And 
when the grain came into the houses and 
the granaries, the mice and rats followed 
and the cats were right behind. Everybody 
followed the pattern they were used to fol- 
lowing in the wild, and they’re still here to- 
day. The descendents of those rats, Nor- 
way rats, are descendents of rats from the 
Middle East, where grain was domesticat- 
ed. And the cats are from there, too. Our 
cats are from the North African wildcat. 

Q: Were the domesticated cats always 
small in comparison to other cats? 

A: The African wildcat is a little bit 
smaller than the European wildcat, but 
both are a bit bigger than house cats. Most 
domestic animals lose in size and in other 
attributes, too. Domestication is not a 
good thing for a species, really. 

Q: Why did you write this book? 

A: Well, I wrote it because of the lions. 
Having discovered the cultural change, I 
thought that was important to write about, 
but then I thought it would be important 
to understand what cats are and why they 
do what they do. Then you can see more 
clearly the importance of the cultural 
change. 

Q: I think that people who don’t own 
cats are convinced that cats don’t listen. At 
least not like dogs listen. 

A: No, cats don’t listen the way dogs do. 
They come when called, and act like dogs 
in some ways, but for the most part, cats 
listen very differently. 

Q: Cat owners, meanwhile, tell me their 
cats do listen when spoken to. 

A: Oh, cats do listen. It’s a cat owner’s 
ability to understand cats. We know a cat 
won't act like a dog — or a person, for 
that matter. Cats listen, they just react dif- 
ferently than dogs. 

Q: Do you have an example? 

A: I was sitting in bed sewing one night 
and my wonderful cat Lilac was watching 
the television screen from the foot of the 
bed as she often likes to do. And she 
seemed so sweet and so nice and I said, 
“Oh Lilac, you’re so pretty and beautiful 
and I love you, you’re such a good cat.” 
And nothing happened at all. But a few 
seconds later she came up to me and 
moved up to sit right exactly besides me so 
that she was touching me and curled up 
and went to sleep there. In other words, 
she heard exactly what I said and knew 
what I meant, and her response was to 
come close. And it was really a very sweet 
thing of a cat to do. Very cat-like. 

Q: I’ve never owned a cat. As a matter of 
fact, I’m not very fond of cats. But there 
are a number of cats in the neighborhood 
where I live. I was sitting on my front porch 
the other night reading a book and this 
neighborhood cat came up and just jumped 
onto my lap and settled right in. 

A: No kidding. Splendid. Well, I mean, 
what a cat! 

Q: I guess my question to you is, do we 
know why that cat did that? 

A: I don’t think we do. I think cats are 
more individualistic maybe even than hu- 
mans. Probably a good bit more than 
dogs, so the behavior of any individual cat 
is not predictable. I mean, you can predict 
an individual cat, but not from the behav- 
ior of others — only from its own previous 
actions. And we tend to think of that as 
eccentricity on the part of the cat, but 
they’re supposed to be that way. 

Q: Cats actually spend a lot of time 
studying things. They'll spend a long time 

just staring at one particular thing in total 
silence, with no movement. Will we ever 
know what they’re thinking? 
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A: Yes, we 
might. At least 
we can make a 
very, very good 
guess and of- 
ten be proved 


right. 
Q: For in- 
Stance, why 


would your cat 
love to watch 
TV? 

A: Well, she 
likes to see 
things move. 
Cats don’t re- 
ally watch TV. 
It’s the move- 
ment and the 
shadows they 
watch. We 
have a cat 
video which 
they love. It’s 
got little flut- 
tering birds 
and scamper- 
ing mice, and 
they are riveted 
by that. Who- 
ever says that 
animals don’t 
see or watch 
images on tele- 
vision is purely 
wrong. They 
adore it, and 
they leap at the 
screen and try 
all kinds of 
ways to get at 
what’s in there. 
They even get 
on top of the 
TV and run 
round back to 
see if they can 
get in there 
somehow. 

Q: Are all 
cats hunters, 
instinctual 
hunters? 

A: I think 
they’re instinc- 
tual hunters. 
You bet. 

Q: I ask that 
because of your 
essay on the 
puma, in cap- 
tivity, who had 
never hunted 
before. 

A: That was 
a very dramat- 
ic situation. 
She is a won- 
derful puma; 
her name is 
Ruby. She lives 
in Colorado, 
and her owner 
is Lisa Gil- 
more, who gave 
a talk = on 
pumas in the 
Denver Muse- 
um of Natural 
History. And 
Ruby was sup- 
posed to come 
in after the 
slides were 
shown. Some 
of Lisa’s friends 
were taking 
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Ruby through 
the deserted halls of the museum, and 
Ruby saw a stuffed deer and simply sprang 
at the glass case it was in. She knew exact- 
ly what to do. She knew exactly what it 
was. And she had never seen one before, 
she had never hunted before. She knew 
she was looking at it and what to do about 
it. And I thought that was pretty uncanny. 

Q: I’m wondering if, in your cat travels, 
you ever observed humans observing cats? 

A: I’m starting to. This book tour has 
been a very great research tool and I’m 
very grateful to have had the opportunity 
to do it, because you get to talk to an aw- 
ful lot of people. The cat book brought cat 
people, so I have met an awful lot of cat 
owners and have heard a lot of cat stories. 
The same was true with dogs, when I 
wrote the book about dogs. People say 
there’s a difference between cat people 
and dog people, and I hadn’t thought that 
would be true, but I now believe it is. 

Q: What about cat communication? 
Doesn’t the entire cat family have a way of 
communicating with itself? In the Kalahari 
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there were some that communicated right 
down a line. 

A: Well, that was lions, and lions do live 
in groups, in prides. They communicated 
by roaring, just to keep in touch. And they 
did it often enough so you could be sure 
they would continue to do it. It seemed they 
might want to know where the others were. 
One would ask, “Are we still all together, 
folks?” and the others would answer. 

Q: You liken the way they rank them- 
selves to the “king of the hill,” with one cat 
on top and the rest surrounding the hill 
down below. 

A: Cats rank themselves, but theirs isn’t 
as defined a system as the ranks you see 
among dogs. And it’s often invisible to us | 
and maybe nonexistent in many cases. I | 
think that rather than worrying who is | 
who, cats sort of just keep apart and don’t | 
worry about which is dominant over the | 
other. Dogs have to live together, so they | 
have to know in a way that cats don’t.

Very strong, often nega- | 
tive, but sometimes positive feelings. A male 
cat with its little group of females is often 
much loved by them, and they are very nice 
and tender to him. And I’ve known of male | 
cats who took orphan kittens and cared for | 
them, believe it or not. People tend not to | 
believe that, but I know that it’s true. 

Q: What about cats who may be extinct? | 
Are we in danger of losing any of these par- | 
ticular species? 

A: Oh, many, many, many. Almost all | 
the wild cats. A large percentage of the | 
wild species of cats are in real danger. 
Some are very, very close to the edge. | 
Tigers are one. Wild tigers are very endan- 
gered. They’re used in Asian folk medicine. 
Their body parts are used and their habitat 
is being eroded by poachers. It’s very dan- 

gerous. 

Q: You say in the 
book that, if given the | 
choice, you would | 
rather be a tiger in a 
circus than a tiger in 
the zoo. 

A: Yes. The circus 
tigers get to do some- | 
thing. They have a life, 
they get to interact, 
they can use their skills 
and their brains. And 
they are like we are: 
they’re active animals 
and they like to do 
things. They are sub- 
ject to boredom, just as 
we would be in a tiny 
little cage for life with 
nothing to do. And the 

zoo tigers suffer from that. If you visit zoo 
tigers, they’re always flaked out and 
asleep. If you visit circus tigers, they’re ac- 
tive in their own free will. Even when 
they’re not performing, they have a life 
and they’re interested in what’s going on 
around them. 

Q: Finally, I met a very wealthy widow 
some years back who had an interior design- 
er design a room for her cat. She spent sever- 
al thousand dollars on wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing, on furniture that was made and sized 
just for the cat. There were sofas, chairs, even 
a bed, all sized for the cat. Did that cat care? 

A: That’s very hard to answer. I don’t | 
think the cat cares if it has a little chair. If | 
it can use your chair it’s just as happy. 

Q: It’s a sign more of an eccentric owner 
than of an eccentric cat? 

A: I would say yes, indeed, although 
people should do as they please with their 
pets, as long as they don’t hurt them. If it | 
makes people happy to give their cat a cat | 
bed, then that’s okay. I wouldn’t put 
clothes on a cat, that wouldn’t make it hap- 
py, but the bed probably would be okay. 

Q: Quite frankly, I feel the widow went a 
bit overboard. 

A: I agree. I met a woman who fixed a 
room for her dog. It had a bed, a human 
bed, and everything for the dog — paint- 
ings of dogs on the wall, and so forth. And 
guess where the dog slept? On her bed. 

Q: Why do humans either love or hate 
cats? 

A: That’s a good question. It’s a human 
question, and I don’t really know very 
much about humans.

Primo Mediterranean grazing 


by Robert Nadeau 


here other restau- 

rants use the “Medi- 

terranean” label to 

sneak a few French 

dishes back onto the 
clichéd North Italian menu, 8 Holyoke 
breaks out of Club Med with bold varia- 
tions on themes from the Southern 
shores and beyond, from Morocco to 
Circassia. Most of the menu is 
tapas/mezze/kemya — little plates with 
big flavor. Dark wood, low light, and 
muted sound evoke a tweedy club, but 
the food has all the exuberance of a 
rough-garbed peasant. And somewhere 
in the mix is a music lover who varies the 
soundtrack from Andean pipes to Billie 
Holiday. 

Meals start with that familiar pour of 
olive and rolls, but both are the best of 
their kind: wonderfully fruity virgin olive 
oil, and barley-moistened rolls you can’t 
stop eating. 

Then it’s on to the tapas. 

The ones you must not miss are 
panisses ($3.75), native to a swath from 
Italy through Corsica and Provence. 
These are unconventional 
polenta cakes cut into 
square sticks and fried into 
the most amazing objects, 
more fabulous than any 
fried potato. The panisses 
at 8 Holyoke are made of 
ground chickpeas, not that 
you would ever guess; once 
they are fried, drizzled with 
garlic oil, and sprinkled 
with parmesan (or asiago) 
cheese, they might as well

mildly spiced flavor rather like fesenjan, 
the Persian chicken stew made with 
pomegranate juice and walnuts. 

A special of roasted salmon ($18) 
showed what a wonderful technique the 
slow oven can be with salmon — it really 
brought up the full flavor of the pink fish. 
On the side was a greasy, wonderful 
risotto-mushroom cake and the same rel- 
ish. Grilled loin lamb chops ($22) were 
two inch-thick loin chops, garnished with 
fried garlic chips (whew!), black olives, 
and what the menu calls a turnip tagine, 
but which our night was a cake-like pile 
of thin-sliced sweet potatoes and onions, 
a marvelous vegetable dish. 

Serious vegans are treated very well at 
8 Holyoke. The “plate of all sorts of veg- 
etables” ($16) varies nightly, but ours was 
a true feast — roast celeriac, parsnips, 
and potato; grilled slices of portobello 
mushroom; the sweet-potato tagine; rata- 
touille; spinach with plenty of garlic; 
shelled flageolet beans and baby string 
beans — a farmers-market banquet! 

The wine list is the kind one sees in 
good European restaurants: a carefully 
selected, generally expensive list in which 
the cheaper selections are also very good 
and unusual for their kind. An effort has 
been made to find Spanish 
and even Greek table 
wines to match the food, 
and there is a list of dry 
sherries — the classic 
match for tapas. 

At lunch, there is a limit- 
ed (but not badly limited) 
selection of tapas, and 
some original sandwiches 
such as chicken-mushroom 
and grilled-vegetable. No- 
table on my two lunch visits

petizer plate at Pignoli, are a fresher ver- 
sion of the tiny, oily fish Mediterranean 
people have been salting as a condiment 
since ancient times. In this form, they 
have a full, pickled-herring flavor, so the 
kitchen arranges them on croutons and 
tops them with caramelized onions, which 
add only an overtone to the powerful fla- 
vor of the anchovies. 

More-familiar dishes have an unusual 
touch: a Moroccan-spiced tomato sauce 
provides an exotic tinge (and a burst of 
cayenne) to a simple dish of baked goat 
cheese ($4.75). Aigo bouido ($3.50) the 
signature dish of Aigo Bistro, in Concord 
(same team), is here a more refined, 
thinner soup, still rich with garlic, topped 
with green basil oil. Gazpacho looks like 
the usual minced tomato soup-salad, but 
the flavor is all in the greens, especially 
the scallions. A kibbeh ($4) has the usual 
flavors of lamb, bulgur, and pine nuts; 
what’s unusual is the billiard-ball shape. 
Someone likes red food: Circassian 
chicken, served cold, ($4.50) has a firm 
texture, with flavors of paprika and pine 
nuts. Reddened drumettes ($3.50) sound 
Cajun, taste Moroccan-to-Ethiopian, and 
have a real burst of hot pepper. 

It is entirely possible, and permitted, to 
graze happily on these tapas and the won- 
derful rolls, but 8 Holyoke does have con- 
ventional entrees, and very good ones. 
And the roasted free-range chicken ($17) 
even comes with a couple of panisses on 
top! The platter also has a kind of tomato 
chutney, as the kefta does, and a fine 
heap of sautéed chard. The half chicken

vors and something snarp 
as horseradish; and a 
salmon club sandwich 
($8.50) with an eggplant 
spread that worked just like 
cream cheese at enhancing 
the flavor of smoked 
salmon without overpowering it. 

The dessert list needs work, although 
no one will be disappointed by the choco- 
late fondant ($6.50) with cardomom 
syrup, a light, flourless pudding-cookie, 
chewier than a soufflé, puffier than a 
macaroon. The syrup is harmless. Com- 
pote ($4.50, $6.50) is actually a melting 
pear tart on a bed of custard in a buttery 
pastry shell. The chef is really thinking 
tart, in this fine season for fruit, and even 
had the waiter explain that a pear-plum 
tart ($6.50), was the substitute for sorbet. 
A platter of cookies ($4.50) on one visit 
included a chocolate truffle, a sesame 
cookie, a couple of sticky almond biscotti, 
and a piece of coconut confection. 

Orange couscous pudding ($6) had 
not much orange flavor, and a texture 
like a heavier rice pudding or tapioca. 
The warm Moroccan serpentine ($6) is a 
long roll of what seems to me to be 
baklava with currants, and not worth the 
effort of making it sausage-shaped. Ap- 
ple-and-pineapple charlotte ($6.50), was 
built on a soggy cookie base, and the 
pineapple overpowered everything else. 

The best-known of the restaurant’s 
three partners is Moncef Meddeb, who 
made L’Espalier Boston’s finest restau- 
rant for many years. Profiles of our lead- 
ing chefs always seem to omit that Med- 
deb got his crucial early training at 
Elsie’s Sandwich Shop, only a few dozen 
steps from 8 Holyoke. Not only does this 
restaurant bring him back from suburban 
fiddling to the big-time scene, but now 
there is a little Tobacco Road thing on

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Cabot's ice Cream 


Cabot’s is a sweetheart of a restaurant, the kind of place where you know 
exactly what you’re getting: basic American food and elaborate American 
ice cream. The red-and-white booths and tables are equally likely to seat a 
party of elderly couples, a yuppie father with tyke in tow, or a study group 
from Brandeis. IT’S AN ICE CREAM WORLD AND YOU’RE IN THE MIDDLE OF IT 
NOW, proclaims a sign on the wall. Everyone seems cool with that. 

Cooler still, it’s hard to find anything on the menu — ice cream, 
breakfast meal, sandwich, or dinner entree — that costs more than $5.99. 
A hamburger sets you back $2.99. For $4.99, you can have the seafood sal- 
ad on a grilled frankfurter roll, or the four-cheese vegetable lasagne on egg 
noodles. Breakfast is served all day, with a particular emphasis on Belgian 


waffles ($2.99 plain, $3.99 with cream and sliced peaches).

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EW YORK — The critics 
have not been timid with 
their hosannas for writ- 
er/director Quentin 
Tarantino’s Pulp Fiction, 
which won the Golden Palm when it 
stormed the Cannes Film Festival this 
| year. Neither have its actors. 
| “It’s the most rewarding experience I’ve 
ever had as an actor,” exults Bruce Willis, 
| who plays a boxer in trouble. “I think all 
| the actors would tell you that. It definitely 
spoils you.” 
With the entertainment world overripe 
with gangster yarns, the supercharged 
Pulp Fiction, which opens nationally on 
October 14, slams a shot of adrenaline 
| into an over-worked genre. Director 
| Tarantino, 31, the video-store-clerk- 
| turned-King-of-Hollywood, is being ac- 
| claimed for his directing (Reservoir Dogs), 
| his screenwriting (True Romance, Natural 
| Born Killers), and his acting (Sleep with 
| Me). The new Pulp Fiction is his magnum 

opus. It’s a flashy trio of interlocking tales 
| of Los Angeles gangsters, killers, pushers, 
junkies, fixers, losers, and lovers. By mix- 
ing sensationalism with crackling dialogue 
— perhaps the best heard in an American 
film in years — he’s made ultraviolence 
chic and arty. Yet as the title suggests, his 
ideas and energies are fueled as much by 
lurid kitsch as by highbrow culture. 

For instance, there’s the casting of John 
Travolta as hitman Vincent Vega, an eye- 
brow-raising move that paid off. (Don’t 
call it a comeback, though. “I’m a little 
tired of coming back. After six times, can 
we call it something else, just for fun?” 
laughs Travolta.) Tarantino had long 
wanted to meet Travolta: “John is one of 
my favorite actors of all time. He has a 
Montgomery Clift vulnerability. You can’t 
give him a part and imagine what the per- 
formance will be like because John is such 
a mercurial personality.” 

Tarantino hadn’t considered Travolta 
for the role until an encounter with the 
Welcome Back, Kotter board game. “He 
had this obsessive collection of board 
games,” Travolta says. “He said, ‘One 
daydream of mine was to play these games 
with you.’ We got together and spent eight 
hours playing all his games. He realized I 
had an analytical quality that he didn’t an- 
ticipate. Vincent is analytical about his 
viewpoint. Then he couldn’t get me out of 
his mind for this part.” 

At Cannes, Tarantino discovered that 
Pulp’s publicists had devised a board game 
based on the movie. “It was so cool,” he

From the first stuttering riffs of Dick Dale’s flamenco surf guitar, the soundtrack to 
Pulp Fiction (MCA) is the sound of the Top 40 radio station that apparently plays 
ceaselessly in Quentin Tarantino’s head. Classic ’60s-style surf instrumentals are 
the backdrop, but they give Tarantino room for mad-D] segues and juxtapositions 
that allow you to rehear stuff you might never have given a second thought to. 
Ricky Nelson (“Lonesome Town”) never sounded more pure or beautiful than 
following the madness of the Tornadoes’ “Bustin’ Surfboards.” Dusty Springfield’s 
“Son of a Preacher Man” gets dusted off for the soul classic it is (check the horn 
charts, vocal chorus, and detailed guitar work). Rather than standard Chuck Berry, 
Tarantino brings out Chuck’s New Orleans—colored “You Never Can Tell.” Be- 
tween Chuck and the Revels’ “Comanche,” Maria McKee’s more recent vintage “If 
Love Is a Red Dress (Hang Me in Rags)” emerges as major work. Even the Statler 
Brothers’ “Flowers on the Wall” (“Playing solitaire with a deck of 51”) comes off 
as an absurd brilliance. Kool & the Gang (“Jungle Boogie”) and Al Green (“Let's 
Stay Together”) show what's timeless about disposable pop — it's the sound of the

gushes. “It’s like Candyland. Each step is a 
photo from the movie. You roll the dice 
and you land on, like, ‘Maynard and Zed 
have captured you. Lose two turns.’ You 
land on Bruce on the motorcycle. ‘You left 
your watch at home. Go back five spaces.’ 
Or Marsellus on the phone. ‘Marsellus 
calls the Wolf to get you out of trouble. 
Jump five spaces.’ ” 

Travolta’s legendary dance prowess 
came in handy during a sequence in which 
Vincent is dragged by Mia (Uma Thur- 
man), his boss’s wife, into a twist contest. 
“I told Quentin, ‘Look, you know I know 
how to do this stuff in my sleep. I won a 
twist contest in 1962, when I was eight. 
We have to find out how Vincent would 
dance.’ And he did this thing that had a lot 
of effort to it, like a 12-year-old at a 
school dance. It cracked me up. I added 
these novelty dances we did in the ’60s: 
the Batman, the swim.” 

But it’s off the dance floor where Tra- 
volta’s characterization comes to life. He 
brings a richness to Vega that humanizes 
him, destroys the cliché of the stereotypi- 
cal gangster — whether he’s preparing to 
ice some guys out to stiff his boss, having 
a horribly comic accident with his .45, or 
sitting on the john with a copy of Madame 
Butterfly. 

Tarantino conceived Pulp Fiction’s an- 
thology structure while clerking at the fa- 
bled video store. One story evolved into 
Reservoir Dogs, his directorial debut. He 
sold his first two scripts, True Romance and 
Natural Born Killers, to the studios, but 
they gave them to more established direc- 
tors. Tarantino is happy with Tony Scott’s 
direction of True Romance, but when Olliv- 
er Stone rewrote Killers, Tarantino asked to 
have his name removed from the credits. 
(He retains a story credit.) Although he 
hasn’t seen Stone’s movie, he says, “It’s 
definitely not what I wanted to do, that’s for 
damn sure. If you like it, it’s all Oliver. If 
you don’t like it, it’s all Oliver. I’ll never 
write something and let it just go into the 
atmosphere and be screwed up again.” 

He completed the script for Pulp when 
he bought a screenplay by co-worker 
Roger Avary (who has since directed the 
upcoming Killing Zoe) and adapted it into 
Pulp’s middle story by working its charac- 
ters (including Willis’s boxer, who puts his 
life on the line for love and big dollars that 
he’s conned from the mob in a fixed fight) 
into the universe he had already created in 
Dogs and Pulp’s other two tales. 

“I’m trying to bring the freedom that 
novelists have kicking and screaming into 
cinema,” he explains. “My biggest inspira- 
tion was J.D. Salinger’s Glass-family sto- 
ries. All those short stories work indepen-

dently, but put them together and a much 
larger story is built. Filmmakers don’t do 
that very often. I actually kept the rights to 
the characters in Pulp Fiction. All those 
characters could be the star of a movie of 
their own. I might very well go a little fur- 
ther with them. 

“It’s not a point in the movie, but in my 
mind, Vincent Vega and Vic Vega [Michael 
Madsen’s character in Reservoir Dogs] are 
brothers. In fact, I called Michael Madsen 
and told him. He goes, ‘Oh, yeah. John 
could be my brother. We’d be good in a 
movie together.’ Someday, maybe I’ll make 
the Vega brothers movie.” 

The completed script created an un- 
precedented buzz. “I read 200 scripts a 
year, and this thing just jumped out at 
me,” says Willis. “Every actor is looking 
for this kind of script, and that’s why ev- 
eryone wants to work with this guy.” 

Although the budget of the film was a 
mere $8.5 million, it was no problem get- 
ting such expensive actors as Willis, Tra- 
volta, Thurman, Harvey Keitel, Eric Stoltz, 
Rosanna Arquette, Christopher Walken, 
and Samuel L. Jackson to work at cut-rate 
prices. Says Lawrence Bender, who pro- 
duced Dogs and Pulp, “After the costs, we 
gave the pot that was left to the actors. We 
probably could have given less. We split it 
up evenly in a certain way. Everyone got 
the same kind of treatment. Everyone said 
we were being fair. It wasn’t a problem. 

“I was worried that we were going to 
have a bunch of prima donnas. It didn’t 
happen that way at all. One day, Bruce 
Willis said to me, ‘Lawrence, I’m hungry! I 
want to order a pie.’ But then he said, ‘Or- 
der pizza for everybody. It’s on me.’ When 
you’ve got Bruce Willis saying that, it 
makes your life easier. There were no star 
trips.” 

The good vibes were in keeping with the 
movie’s theme. Says Tarantino, “The one 
emotion or thread that runs throughout 
Dogs would be loyalty. In the case of Pulp, 
it would be redemption or forgiveness. In 
Dogs, everything is leading toward this big 
explosion of violence. In this, everything 
that leads to an explosion instead ends in 
forgiveness or compromise.” 
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Yet the film has its gruesome moments. 
A scene featuring the plunging of a syringe 
of adrenaline into an overdose victim’s 
heart caused a diabetic viewer at a New 
York Film Festival screening to faint. “I’m 
not trying to be outrageous,” Tarantino in- 
sists. “That ain’t that hard to do. I want to 
go wherever the story unfolds. One of the 
things I enjoy about Bruce’s story is that 
it’s like you’re watching Body and Soul. All 
of a sudden, you turn the corner, and 
you’re watching Deliverance. You are in 
the same position that the characters are 
in. They are just as shocked as you are.” 

“All the stuff in this film, the violence, 
the humor, comes out of behavior. It’s not 
contrived,” says Willis, contrasting Pulp 
with his more formulaic action films. “It’s 
not like, “Time for a violent scene, time 
for something to explode.’ ” He adds that 
movies draw upon real-world violence, 
not the other way around. “I don’t think 
anyone in Rwanda has seen any of my 
movies, and yet they’ve machete’d 
500,000 people to death there.” 

“Nobody does anything in this film | 
that’s totally mean-spirited,” says Jackson, | 
who plays Travolta’s more spiritually in- | 
clined partner. “Things just happen, and 
you move on.” 

Travolta disagrees slightly. “While | 
Quentin was fighting for me to get the job, I 
was fighting with a moral dilemma over | 
whether to take the job. Now, I wasn’t in a | 
position in my career to make that kind of | 
decision, but I do have a bottom-line person- | 
al moral code because I have started trends. I 
believe films do influence people. But I de- | 
cided the moral message of this piece was | 
different from anything else. None of it was | 
inspirational or glamorous for murder or | 
drugs. And Quentin allowed me to put more | 
humor in the violent scenes.” 

One question all Pulp Fiction’s viewers 
will ask is, what’s inside the briefcase, the 
key prop of the two Travolta-Jackson sto- 
ries? “I want it to be a little secret for ev- 
erybody,” Tarantino demurs. “I like the | 
idea that if 10 people see this movie, or 10 
hundred million people, those people have 
all made their own little movie in their 
mind.”

A brief history of the 


evolution of a director

ometimes all it takes is a 
spirited dance to Stealer 
Wheel’s “Stuck in the 
Middle with You,” a 
straight razor, and a cop’s 
ear to get people’s attention. That’s what 
most people bring back from Reservoir 
Dogs (1991), Quentin Tarantino’s debut 
film about a thwarted jewelry heist and its 
bloody aftermath. Probably, too, that cel- 
luloid slap in the face is what made many 
feel that Dogs marked the appearance of a 
major new film talent. 

It was the signature Tarantino moment, 
the triumph of incongruities in an image 
of unwatchable comedic horror impossible 
to take your eyes away from. Quentin 
Tarantino seemed to have sprung full- 
grown from the forehead of the video gen- 
eration: an omniscient movie nerd with a 
motormouth, the kind of bad taste only a 
film elitist can get away with, and more 
cinematic chops than anyone since Brian 
De Palma. 

Few film debuts have made the impres- 
sion of Reservoir Dogs. Citizen Kane 
(1940), of course, but Orson Welles had 
already established himself as a wun- 
derkind on the stage and on radio — and 
Tarantino didn’t approach Welles’s intel- 
lectual and aesthetic girth. Martin Scors- 
ese’s Mean Streets (1973) and Stanley 
Kubrick’s The Killing (1956) come to 
mind, but in each case, that was the direc- 
tor’s third film — and Dogs, as most crit- 
ics acknowledged, was derivative of those 
two classics. Tarantino may have been 
new, but he wasn’t exactly original. 

He was, however, hip to the point of 
being self-referential, cocksure to the 
point of being an asshole, and seeming- 
ly inexhaustible in talent, exuberance, 
and audacity. He became the critics’ 
darling, Hollywood’s hot property, and 
the model of filmmaking for the millen- 





nium, or at least the decade, to come. 

There were reservations. Steven Soder- 
bergh, after all, had been hailed as the 
filmmaker of the ’90s after sex, lies and 
videotape (1989) before vanishing into the 
obscurity of Kafka (1992). There was the 
absence of women in Dogs — one does 
show up, but she too is packing a gun, and 
she gets blown away in short order. There 
was the depth of the moral dilemma Dogs 
explored: a parable of macho narcissism, 
loyalty, and sado-masochism on the level 
of 12-year-olds squabbling in a school- 
yard. And one of the former video-store 
manager’s vaunted virtues — the density 
and esoterica of his movie references — 
could also be seen as a limitation. It was 
filmmaking based not on life but on 
movies, an illusory world alluding to still 
other illusions, a coy, self-enclosed, 
onanistic artifice. 

But the shock effects and flashy surface 
of Dogs hid depth and subtle sophistica- 
tion. No one could deny Tarantino was a 
master at handling actors. And unlike 
Scorsese or Kubrick, he was as much liter- 
ary as cinematic. First, there was the dia- 
logue. In the opening coffee klatsch, the 
members of the robbery team discuss, in 
meticulous philosophical detail and with a 
flair for misogynistic obscenities that 
would make David Mamet wince, the true 
meaning of Madonna’s “Like a Virgin” 
and the ethics of tipping waitresses. 
Whenever Tarantino got hold of a good 
verbal riff, the story would, apparently, get 
put on hold. The diversion would grow 
fascinating, and then astonishing once you 
realized how much the “digression” had 
advanced the story. 

Then there was the convoluted narrative 
structure. Tarantino has as much fun with 
chronology and dramatic expectation as he 
has with allusions, monologues, and in- 
congruities of tone. Dogs revealed an in- 
tolerance for beginning, middle, and end. 
Any part of the story could and would 
show up at any time. The tactic estranges

us because it violates convention — but it 
also draws us in because it compels our 
participation in the storytelling process. 
Tarantino’s innovativeness becomes 
more evident after you see what Tony 
Scott made of his script for True Romance 
(1993) and what Oliver Stone did with 
Natural Born Killers. Scott ironed out the 
chronological convolutions, retained many 
of the off-the-wall soliloquies (Dennis 
Hopper’s lecture to Christopher Walken 
about the racial origins of Sicilians is a 
classic), sweetened the relationship be- 
tween the outlaw lovers, and balanced the 
baroqueness of Tarantino’s writing with 
the slick visuals of his MTV style. The re- 
sult is a feel-good movie about nihilism, at 
once exhilarating and calculated. Stone in- 
tensified the chronological discontinuities, 


eliminated any intelligent dialogue, and 
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Tomei and Downey are what

atching the trailers for 
the Norman Jewison’s 
new romantic comedy, 
Only You, you might 
suspect that Marisa 
Tomei (with her playful-cat bounce and 
looking like Audrey Hepburn in her new 
short haircut) and Robert Downey Jr. 
(with his unpredictable, somersaulting vo- 
cal rhythms) will be charming together. 
And they are. But they don’t get to share 
the screen until the second hour of the 
picture; the first half of Diane Drake’s 
screenplay is all set-up. The movie has to 
get Faith (Tomei), who’s about to marry 
someone else, to Italy — in pursuit of Da- 
mon Bradley, a man she’s never met but 
whose voice she’s just heard on the phone, 
and whose name she recognizes from 
childhood, when first a ouija board and 
then a fortune teller promised her he 
would be her destiny. Through a series of 
mishaps, Faith and Kate (Bonnie Hunt), 
her best friend and traveling companion, 
keep missing Damon, in airports and ho- 











tels and restaurants. Chasing him through 
the streets of Rome, they run into 
Downey, who hears her tale of woe and 
tells her he’s Damon Bradley. 

It’s an awfully long set-up, but it’s not a 
bad one, and Jewison, who made 1988’s 
enchanting Moonstruck, does everything he 
can to zing it along. He surrounds Tomei 
with a deft supporting cast, including Fish- 
er Stevens as her amiable lunk of a brother, 
who’s married to Kate; Joaquim de Almei- 
da (far more colorful here than he is as the 
suave villain in Clear and Present Danger) 
as the amorous Italian who courts Kate; 
and Siobhan Fallon, a comic actress with a 
wonderfully animated face, as the pal who 
gets left behind when Faith and Kate set off 
for Europe. Jewison peppers the narrative 
with the kind of eccentric episodes that 
help a screwball comedy to linger in your 
memory; there’s one involving a bearded 
desk clerk in Venice and another — per- 
haps a minute long — featuring a pair of 
nuns and a car that’s run out of gas. Sven 
Nykvist gives the movie a spacious look, 
and once Downey and Tomei get their ro- 
mantic evening together in Rome, his pho- 
tography takes on a fairy-tale lustrousness. 

But Drake is a peculiar writer — she’s 
both lazy and frantic. When she gets her 
hero and heroine together, she doesn’t 
supply any build for their relationship. 
We’re supposed to accept that they’re per- 
fect for each other because they like the 
same movies. Of course, we know Downey 
and Tomei are a match because we can see 


tried to compensate with a dazzling 
palimpsest of assaultive visual technique.

Most crucial is Tarantino’s 
transition from showing off to showing 
something. Scorsese has his obsession 
with Christianity, Kubrick his visionary 
misanthropy. Tarantino leaves you at the 
end of Pulp Fiction with something equally 
extraordinary — the prophetic. He has 
evolved from wise-ass to wise man. QO

the two stars have got something going in 
their scenes. But the fun of this kind of 
movie is in the way the characters work 
that out — in the spiral of their coming to- 
gether. Drake can’t think of anything for 
them to do but replay scenes from Roman 
Holiday (where Audrey Hepburn partnered 
Gregory Peck), and then she hightails it 
back to the chase story. Billy Zane shows 
up in a surprisingly funny bit as a goofball 
narcissist, but by then the movie’s lost its 
sense of purpose. Lacking genuine ideas, 
Drake feeds so much plot into Only You 
that the movie ends up choking on it. 

This film shares two traits with last year’s 
Sleepless in Seattle: neither trusts the con- 
ventions of the genre enough to premise the 
romance on what actually happens between 
the two protagonists (in Sleepless in Seattle, 
Tom Hanks and Meg Ryan have exactly 
two scenes together), and both use the 
movie-fed imaginations of their heroines as 
an excuse to echo earlier pictures. I hate to 
say that Only You is more enjoyable than 
Sleepless in Seattle because Roman Holiday 
is so much better than An Affair To Re- 








member, but that’s at least partly the case. 









Only You is self-conscious in a way that | 
even the graceful Norman Jewison can’t | 


disguise. When Faith moves from her po- 


diatrist fiancé to an American shoe sales- | 
man in Rome who returns her lost shoe, | 
you can see Diane Drake’s thought pro- | 


cess as Clearly as if it were written in bal- 
loons above the actors: Roman Holiday is 
a Cinderella story, so let’s have our con- 
temporary Audrey Hepburn lose her slip- 
per while she’s running after the man she 
thinks she’s fated to marry. (She even has 
Downey tell Tomei, at one point, “It’s 
pumpkin time.”) Drake quotes Casablan- 
ca, too, and she throws in a scene where

Tim Burton discovers 
the true genius of Ed Wood

or directing such astonish- 
ingly inept schlock as the sci- 
fi cheapies Plan 9 from Outer 
Space and Bride of the Mon- 
ster, as well as the jaw-drop- 
ping, autobiographical cross-dressing saga 
| Glen or Glenda, 1950s auteur Edward D. 
| Wood Jr. has been named the worst direc- 
| tor in movie history. Yet his howlers are 
eminently watchable, textbook definitions 
of the phrase “so bad it’s good.” Who 
| would have guessed that the usually fanta- 
| sy-minded Tim Burton could turn his 
hard-luck life story into Ed Wood, a 
sidesplitting movie that slavishly emulates 
Wood’s style yet is so good it’s good? 
Burton manages to render uplifting the 
| story of Wood’s career, which was never 
sullied by either critical or commercial 
success. Wood had so much drive, such 
passionate intensity, that it mattered not a 
whit that he was utterly incapable of telling 
a coherent story. His horror pictures are 
more harmless and laughable than scary, 
displaying a not-so-hidden fondness for 
misfits and outcasts, like the transvestite 
director himself. In other words, he was 
just like Tim Burton, only without Bur- 
ton’s adulation, technical resources, or 
| prodigious visual imagination. 

Wood is played with verve by Johnny 
| Depp, himself noted for his empathy with 
| sensitive, creative outsiders in films from 
| Cry-Baby to Edward Scissorhands (direct- 
| ed by Burton) to Benny & Joon. But here, 
| instead of using his doe eyes for sympathy, 

as he has in the past, he makes them 
gleam with the manic sparkle of a born 
hustler. Wood will do anything to get his 
movies made, resorting to schemes worthy 
of The Producers. (At one point, this 
means swindling elders of the Baptist 
Church of Beverly Hills, who agree to fi- 
| nance Graverobbers from Outer Space in 
| the hope that they can use the profits 
Wood promises to finance a series of reli- 





gious films. Their conditions: Wood must 
change the blasphemous “Graverobbers” 
to “Plan 9” and must be baptized himself, 
along with his entire cast and crew.) 
Depp’s Wood speaks in rapid, clipped ca- 
dences that combine Jon Lovitz’s patho- 
logical liar with the guileless, unwarranted 
optimism of Ronald Reagan. He’s his own 
biggest mark, unaccountably convinced of 
his inevitable triumph. 

Wood has only one crisis of faith, but 
during his dark night of the soul, he 
meets none other than Orson Welles 
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(played with panache by Vincent 
D’Onofrio). In the most brilliant conceit 
of the screenplay by Scott Alexander and 
Larry Karaszewski (how can this be the 
same team that created Problem Child?), 
the world’s greatest director commiser- 
ates with its worst, and they learn they 
have much in common. Faith restored, 
Wood returns to the set, in full drag, and 
finishes Plan 9, his magnum opus. 
Although his own film is in a creamier 
black-and-white (praise is due to cine- 
matographer Stefan Czapsky), Burton lov- 
ingly re-creates Wood’s no-budget movies, 
often scene for scene, down to their unwit- 
tingly self-parodic bargain-basement spe- 
cial effects, robotic acting, unfathomable 
dialogue, and editing so choppy and ran- 
dom as to be almost Bufiuelesque in its 
surrealism. Burton’s done an especially 
brilliant job of casting Wood’s repertory 
company: a confused Sarah Jessica Parker 
as Wood’s girlfriend and frequent star Do- 
lores Fuller, who’s upset to learn of his 
fondness for her angora sweaters; an acer- 
bic Bill Murray as would-be transsexual 
Bunny Breckenridge; former wrestler 
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George “The Animal” Steele as the hulk- 
ing, incomprehensible Tor Johnson; a lofty 
Jeffrey Jones as the charlatan psychic 
Criswell; and even Burton’s aptly stiff girl- 
friend Lisa Marie as Vampira, the surly 
horror-movie-hostess-turned-zombie- 
queen. Patricia Arquette is sweetly dead- 
pan as Wood’s more accepting girlfriend 
and eventual wife, Kathy. 

The emotional heart of the movie, how- 
ever, is the relationship between Wood and 
the aging, forgotten horror actor he redis- 
covered, Bela Lugosi, in an eerily perfect, 
Oscar-worthy turn by Martin Landau. An 
irascible, manipulative morphine addict, a 
real-life Norma Desmond, but still a com- 
manding screen presence, Lugosi gloms 
onto the young filmmaker, who in turn 
hopes to use the decrepit former Dracula 
as his entree into Hollywood respectability. 
These two need each other more than they 
realize, and when a genuine, familial bond 
develops between them, on and off screen 
(much like Tim Burton’s bond with Vin- 
cent Price), they display an emotional hon- 
esty that no amount of auteurial ineptitude 
can disguise. Q

Knock on Wood? 


EW YORK — The ineptitude behind director 
Pel Ed Wood's ’50s turkeys like Plan 9 from Outer 

Space, as well as his transvestism, which he 
documented in Glen or Glenda, can perhaps be ex- 
plained by his childhood. “From what I’ve heard, Ed was 
dressed as a little girl by his mother,” says Johnny Depp, 
who plays the title role in Tim Burton’s bio-pic Ed Wood. 
“She wanted a little girl. It just became a habit.” 

Why is drag a popular theme in movies now? “Maybe 
everybody’s coming out of the closet. Maybe it’s some 
universal exorcism,” Depp suggests. “I think society’s 
becoming more accustomed to the idea that people are 
different, and that everybody has some value,” says 
Sarah Jessica Parker, who, as actress Dolores Fuller, 
balks when she learns her boyfriend has been wearing 
her sweaters. 

Clothes shouldn’t matter, says Patricia Arquette, who 
plays Ed’s more tolerant girlfriend, Kathy, later his wife. 
“It’s all a bunch of costumes. It’s just as weird for me to 
wear a garter, like that’s my nature? Like something or- 
ganic in me tells me to wear a skirt? It’s only socially 
taught.” 

Parker and Arquette claim Depp looks better in an 
angora sweater than they do. “The unexpected is al- 
ways more interesting,” Parker says. “Plus he has nice 
shoulders.” 

“Actually, I say Johnny with no sweater. Take it all off!” 
says Arquette. “I was like, damn! He looks good! It’s 
great to see a sex symbol like him putting on a sundress.” 

Depp is modest about the actresses’ praise. “They 


mentioned something about my gams. I think it was just 
that they were shocked to see them hairless.” 

In fact, Depp, whose girlfriend is iiberwaif Kate Moss, 
enjoyed doing drag so much that it gave him new fashion 
ideas. “My goal was to be the first man on the cover of 
Vogue. I wanted to do a photo shoot in complete drag, 
some nice John Galliano dresses, nice fuzzy Chanel 
handbag. It was being talked about.” But his advisers 
talked him out of it. “When you’re sitting around with 
your agents, attorneys, and publicists, and beads of 
sweat form on their foreheads, you get a little scared.” 

The film was also a labor of love for Martin Landau, 
who immersed himself in the films of Bela Lugosi to play 
the fading horror actor who was Wood's friend and fre- 
quent star. “I had to become Bela’s number one fan. 
Some of the dreck the poor guy had to do was so pitiful, 
and yet you couldn’t take your eyes off of him. He’s sick, 
he’s old, he’s a drug addict, he’s a lush, and look what 
he’s doing! He’s committed to this piece of shit! 1 wanted 
this to be an homage to him, a love letter. I got the 
chance to do some pretty good roles late in life, and he 
never got that shot. You see the pain and the personal 
tragedy of this man. I thought of him after a while as a 
Shakespearean or Jacobean character.” 

Ed Wood is of a piece with Tim Burton’s other films 
about sensitive outcasts, like Edward Scissorhands (star- 
ring Depp). “This is a loving portrayal of misfits, defi- 
nitely,” agrees Parker. “But I don’t think Tim thinks of 
himself as a misfit. He’s not. I think he thinks of himself 
as an observer, somebody who notices beauty and the 


things we don’t see. He was clearly the right person to 
tell this story.” 

Arquette also has an empathy with outsiders that 
proved useful in the movie. As a girl, she says, “I felt for 
people who were in pain, who were different. All my 
friends were fringe punk rockers.” Moreover, she notes, 
“One of my brothers [Alexis] does drag shows. I love my 
brother, and I’ve come to terms with whatever seemed 
weird when we were kids.” 

Arquette says Kathy, whom she met on the set, remained 
loyal to Ed even during the long decline of his last 20 years, 
which the movie does not address. “In their lives, nothing 
really went right. She worked for years as a secretary sup- 
porting him. He ended up writing pornographic novels, 
and he drank a lot, and he owed back rent on a lot of 
apartments. And people made fun of him and his movies, 
but she believed in him and stuck by him until the end. She 
wants to get him a star on Hollywood Boulevard.” 

Wood’s films get a spirited defense from the cast. “I 
was turned on to Ed Wood probably the best way any- 
body could be, by John Waters,” says Depp, who believes 
Wood was ahead of his time. “There’s some incredibly 
surreal moments that leave you baffled. Now, after play- 
ing Ed and seeing his films over and over, I realize that, 
had there never been an Ed Wood, there might never 
have been a John Waters or a David Lynch or a Tim 
Burton. I think he was on to something.” 

Landau is blunter about Wood’s oeuvre. “The worst! 
And yet I’ve seen pictures that were much better shot, 
with higher budgets, that are unwatchable, These are like 
pieces of modern art. They have an imperfect perfection. 
They’re terrible, and yet they’re watchable. You can in- 
vite friends over, toss some popcorn in the microwave, 
and have an Ed Wood double feature, and you'll have a 
terrific evening.”

Is empty-headed jawing 
really better than sex?

BETTER THAN SEX, by Hunter S.

remember clearly the first time I 

read gonzo journalist Hunter S. 

Thompson. I was 13, in the 

Waldenbooks in Newton Centre, 

and for two transcendent hours 
that day I sat on the floor between the Mu- 
sic and Travel aisles reading Fear and 
Loathing on the Campaign Trail ’72. | was 
gripped by an exhilarating realization, sim- 
ilar to when I first saw Annie Hall or when 
I first heard mandolinist David Grisman, 
that there were artists who could explain 
the world in a way I had never even imag- 
ined. 

Campaign Trail ’72 was a wholly unex- 
pected affirmation of my longstanding be- 
lief that the world was fucked and that the 
only way to confront it was on one’s own 
terms. And I liked Thompson’s terms: 
throw yourself wholeheartedly and violently 
into everything that comes your way and 
sort out the mess later — and get paid for 
doing it. 

In my mind, Thompson could do no 
wrong. I read Hell’s Angels and The Great 
Shark Hunt over and over. I even liked 
Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas, though I 
think it’s his most overrated book. 

But when I started to read Thomp- 
son’s more recent work, I had to con- 
front the fact that my idol had fallen. 
The main attraction of The Curse of 
Lono was Ralph Steadman’s deranged, 
ink-splattered illustrations. And Genera- 
tion of Swine and Songs of the Doomed 
are for the most part collections of 
worthless drivel, devoid of the perverse 
humor and startling insights of his previ- 
ous works. I found myself no longer sur- 


prised that Thompson was alive in spite 
of the ritual abuse he’s subscribed to for 
decades, because I had come to accept 
that though the body was moving, the 
mind was not. 

Still, when I heard he was publishing 
Better Than Sex — a book about the ’92 
Clinton-Bush-Perot campaign — I found 
myself hopeful. (The title refers to a claim 
made by a Clinton staffer that true political 
junkies find political campaigns more ex- 
citing than sex.) Fear and Loathing ’72 
was revelatory. Better Than Sex should be 
at least mildly entertaining, I thought. 

I was mistaken. Whereas in 1972 
Thompson lived with George McGovern 
and his cohort from before the New 
Hampshire primary right up through their 
humiliating defeat, he never actually cov- 
ered the 1992 campaign. Instead, the man 
who once wrote that “the writer must be a 
participant in the scene when he’s writing 
it” spent most of ’92 holed up in his Owl 
Farm compound in Woody Creek, outside 
Aspen, drinking like the redneck homo- 
phobe he is and getting sued for sexual 
harassment. And as readers of Better 
Than Sex will quickly discover, faxing 
anyone whose number he could get his 
shaking hands onto. 

That’s really all Better Than Sex is: 
112 out of its 247 pages are reprinted 
faxes to and from Thompson. Some are 
mildly interesting, but most sound a lot 
like this one from Clinton thirtysome- 
thing superstar George Stephanopoulos: 
“Hunter. Thanks for your terrific note! 
I’d love to come out to Woody Creek. 
Can you believe the blame-game on 
Waco? How’s the book coming? How’s 
Nicole? What do you think of our Ist 
100 Days? You ought to come to the 
White House one day. It’s actually a lot 
more fun than it looks like right now. 
Best, George.”

ment that Thompson has become a bad 
self-parody. It’s eerily similar to his 
famed 1974 “Fear and Loathing at the 
Super Bowl” piece for Rolling Stone, 
where he realizes that all he has to do to 
write a lead for the Super Bowl is change 
the names of the teams from the year be- 
fore and keep in the violent adverbs. 
Here he seems to have convinced himself 
that he can fax a lot of identical crap to a 
bunch of different people and then make 
it into a book. 

Open to any page of Better Than Sex 
and you’re likely to be confronted with 
Hunter ranting about “the rats are coming 
up from the sewers,” a phrase he repeats 
like some pathetic mantra. “The swine are 
feasting on the flesh of innocent 
virgins. ... We can run, but we can’t 
hide. . . . The fat’s in the fire, the hog’s out 
of the tunnel and we must squish these 
horrible fuckers like the vermin they 


are... . Take my word for it. I have been 
there, and it is not pretty... .” Yeah, 
yeah. We’ve heard it all before. 

There are some humorous sections. 
Okay, maybe just one. And no coincidence 
that it occurs when Thompson (along with 
Rolling Stone’s political team) is lured out 
of his house to meet with candidate Clin- 
ton in late July ’92. 

“I just got back frotn Little Rock,” he 
writes (or faxes) to CNN executive VP 
Ed Turner (no relation to Mr. Jane Fon- 
da), “where I had a bizarre confrontation 
with Mr. Bill on his own turf. He said I 
should be in prison, and then he laughed 
like a loon and offered me a bunch of 
french fries that he’d crushed and 
squeezed in his hands. It was horrible.” 

As Thompson would say, “Indeed.” 
That’s it for humor or insight, for 
that matter — unless self-parody makes 
you laugh. 





Old then new 


From France, L’ Esquisse brings 
us an eloquent Fractured Silence

ractured Silence, an 80- 
minute foray into the chalky 
desolation that precedes war, 
resonates like a dream: its dis- 
parate scenes butt up against 
one another with the swiftness of clouds, 
and its meaning comes not from narrative 
facts but from the feelings its dark, often 
punishing images evoke. The creation of 
choreographers Joélle Bouvier and Regis 
Obadia, this spare dance drama made its 
US premiere last weekend when Dance 
Umbrella brought the nine-member French 


troupe L’Esquisse (“a sketch or rough 
drawing”) to the Emerson Majestic Theatre. 

The world of Bouvier and Obadia — 
framed by five mobile doors with missing 
panes, black hanging lights, and, momen- 
tarily, crashing rocks — is one where ab- 
straction begets emotion, where dynamic 
contrast and stark staging produce drama 
and sense. That’s what makes the dance 
work so brilliantly: given the heaviness — 
even cliché’d nature — of the theme (the 
program notes read in part: “There is no 
room for nostalgia in this brutal period. A 
state of emergency offers a simultaneous 
view of parallel situations.”), any tip into 
literalness or opulence would send the 
piece spiraling into melodrama. 


That almost happens just once, when 
the music climaxes and overwhelms the 
dancing during a series of runs and cou- 
pled spins. Otherwise, the score nicely 
complements the steps. The war the 
choreographers chronicle could as easily 
be a war of the spirit as a war of bombs 
and guns, and so they set Fractured Si- 
lence against a cacophony of human as 
well as mechanical sound: excerpts from 
Shostakovich, the Sex Pistols, Kancheli, 
Takemitsu, Schnittke, Part, J.S. Bach, 
Renzo Rossellini, and Smetana, as well as 
the reverberations of a thunderstorm, the 
words of Martin Luther King Jr. (“We 
hold these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal,” he intones, signal- 
ing hope, community, life), and what 
might be a Hitler rally (signaling despair, 
blind obedience, deadness). Bouvier and 
Obadia are filmmakers as well as dance- 
makers, and their cinematic skills show in 
both their fracturing of images — as when 
pump-armed speed walks break into mut- 
tering mouths pressed against doorframes 
— and their smooth pacing of events. 

Their choreographic style builds from 
the center out, transmitting a sense of both 
groundedness and effortlessness, whether 
the dancers are engaged in lyrical side dips 
falling out of upwardly extended arms, 
wispily balanced on one foot in relevé, or 
turning themselves, as they lie supine, by 
heels that pummel the floor. 

To pinpoint the vulnerability of being 
human, the choreographers play a chorus 
against one — as when eight dancers in a 
clump at stage right sink into grand pliés 
with arms raised in high fifth while a single 
woman runs in place (forever it seems), 
now in doorways, now downstage, knees 


high and breasts bouncing. To drive home 
the aridity of groupthink (bred as often by 
a warring mind as by conformity), they 
conjure phrases that repeat — occasional- 
ly to a fault. In one of the most striking, 
eight dancers, crafted into a diagonal 
wedge, fling a leg skyward and let a stilet- 
to’d (the women) or shod (the men) foot 
slam, then push into a lunge and roll, 
shoulder first, into a crumpled heap. 
Throughout, the women are loose-limbed 
and stretched to the breaking point, the 
men taut and resilient as sprung rubber. 
Everyone dances from the heart. 

And none more so than Obadia and 
Bouvier themselves. In a solo for Obadia, 
his jangling legs resolve in languorous 
barrel leaps and a corkscrew twist from 
the waist that plants his face and feet, 
pointed away from his head, on the floor. 
In a passionate, macabre duet that, ironi- 
cally, underlines our isolation, a spike- 
heeled Bouvier crash-lands on her back 
from front attitude, by smashing the nape 
of her neck into Obadia’s hands — then 
erupts in laughter. Obadia shushes her 
repeatedly, his utterances a mix of com- 
fort and confused embarrassment. In the 
dance’s one moment of whimsy, his vi- 
brating hand alights on her breast; she 
blows it off, teasing and dismissing him 
at once.

t’s a little like Guess Who’s Coming 

to Dinner, except that here the 

daughter leaves Sidney Poitier at 

home and shows up with ringer 

Robert Redford. In James Sher- 
man’s hit Off Broadway comedy Beau Jest, 
which is technically having its Boston pre- 
miere (the Jewish Theatre of New England 
produced the play in Newton), a Jewish 
young lady with a goy-toy boyfriend hires 
an actor to impersonate the Jewish-doctor 
paramour she’s made up to please her, par- 
ents, who are, naturally, dying to meet 
him. Actually, the guy’s being an actor is a 
bonus; she gets him from an escort ser- 
vice. And the punch line is, he turns out 
not to be Jewish. No matter — he’s been 
in Fiddler on the Roof, which proves to 


have been sufficient Semitic training for 
winging a dinner party. ° 

Naturally, the parents would have to be 
near brain death to buy any of this. The 
audience is permitted the excuse that, hey, 
it’s a cute premise, and we can’t spend ev- 
ery night at Schindler’s List. Beau Jest ran 
for more than 1000 performances Off 
Broadway, probably because the initial sit- 
uation it sets up is so surefire, what with 
hired gun Bob having to improvise both a 
religious and a professional self as the 
stereotypical Jewish parents allow their 
doubts to be steamrolled by their eager- 
ness to believe in this meshugeneh MD 
trained by Topol. Daughter Sarah, mean- 
while, nearly cracks under the strain of or- 
chestrating the potential fiasco she’s 
dreamed up. By the end of the evening, 
she’s probably aged sufficiently to think 
about dating Henny Youngman. 

Trouble is, Beau Jest being a play rather 
than a comedy sketch, it has to go some- 
where. And that means a cliché’d, and too 
glibly resolved, crisis in which good 
daughter Sarah must finally wrest free of 
well-meaning but smothering parental ex- 
pectation and learn to live her own life. It’s 
convenient that brother Joel, also on hand 
for the play’s series of Family-Feud-meets- 
The-Dating-Game dinners (including a 
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GUESS WHO’S COMING TO SEDER? Having been in Fiddler 


on the Roof proves to be sufficient Semitic training for winging it. 


Passover seder), is a therapist. In the end, 
a newly assertive Sarah is able to face 
down domineering Mom not only by as- 
serting her right to choose her own 
boyfriend — from a limited roster of goy- 
im, including plastic if fervent Chris (the 
original swain) and sporadically employed 
Bob — but by microwaving the kugel. 

At the Charles Playhouse, to which the 
Hasty Pudding—based Cambridge Theatre 
Company has extended its sway, Sher- 
man’s romantic/ethnic comedy is amusing 
if not rigorously plausible. (To begin with, 
Sarah, a twentysomething kindergarten 
teacher, occupies a comfy, spacious apart- 
ment and finds time, between appeasing 
her parents and juggling smitten WASPs, 
to engage in a bachelorette domesticity 
seldom seen outside Laurie Colwin novels 
or The Mary Tyler Moore Show.) Melissa 
Gilbert look-alike Carol Monda, a veteran 
of the long-running Lamb’s Theatre stag- 
ing, is an appealing Sarah, terror and just 
a hint of excitement in her eyes as she 
sweet-talks her flying-by-the-seat-of-his- 
pants “date” while juggling her parents 
like an adolescent. And Paul Stolarsky, 
who also played his part in New York, is 
convincingly Yiddish as Abe, the dry- 


cleaner dad, worn down by years of mom 
but with a mind of his own when it comes 
to speeding up the seder or emitting 
sparks of patriarchal fury. 

Under the direction of Dennis Zacek, 
who has helmed Beau Jest from its 1989 
inception at Chicago’s Victory Gardens 
Theater to the Lamb’s to the Charles, the 
performances tend to be broad and perky 
— though local boy Jeremiah Kissel brings 
a welcome, understated wryness to disbe- 
lieving brother Joel. Beth Holland, more 
Zsa Zsa Gabor than Gertrude Berg as 
mother Miriam, gives her role a predatory 
flirtatiousness that’s pretty funny; you’re 
never sure just how maternal her swoon 
over the doctor dreamboat is. 

As Bob, masquerading gamely as “Dr. 
David Steinberg,” Paul Amodeo is both 
laid back and a little giddy, winging it like 
a basic nice guy with delusions of being 
Robin Williams. Certainly Bob’s an im- 
provement on Chris, WASP Number One, 
who has the unfortunate last name of 
Kringle, and whom J.K. Thompson can’t 
possibly turn into more than an acutely 
sincere pretty-boy bore. I guess you could 
call Bob’s getting the girl, who in turn gets 
the gumption, Jest deserts. QO

Mort Sahl’s America is too 
'West Coast to be dangerous

f satire closes on Saturday night in 

America, political humor hardly 

ever opens. So Mort Sahl’s 40-year 

career of knocking American poli- 

tics — from his early days at San 
Francisco’s Hungry i, taking potshots at 
Eisenhower, to his current lambasting of 
the Dogpatch regime of President Clinton 
— is unusual, though not, alas, very in- 
spiring. Clad in V-neck sweater, com- 
menting on items out of the day’s newspa- 
per, Mort was pretty tepid stuff in the 
’60s, his repartee a pale echo of the comic 
anarchism unleashed by Lenny Bruce. 
Now 67, he is, understandably, losing 
touch with the quicksilver trendiness of 
American culture and manners. Still, in a 
nation whose idea of social comedy is 
Beavis and Butt-head, or whose notion of 
rebellion is Saturday Night Live, Mort Sahl 
| is a reminder — albeit a faint one — that 
comics can joke about something besides 
boogers and babes. 

And he delivers some mildly incorrect 
laughs across the political spectrum, from 
| diatribes on the prez’s ineptitude (“God 
bless Clinton, long may he waver”) to an 
| evaluation of Pat Buchanan’s speech about 
| a “Christian nation” at the Republican 
| presidential convention (“It was much 
more powerful in the original German”). 
Of course, most of his jibes are recycled 


Jewish jokes, and his targets are not par- 
ticularly daring or original. Who isn’t pil- 
ing on Clinton? 

Strolling across the stage, barking out 
anticipatory cackles, Sahl takes easy pot- 
shots at the health-care corpse (the prob- 
lem with the Canadian single-payer system 
is that the “doctors are homeless”), tells a 
meandering story about accepting a cheap 
pen from Clinton at a White House cere- 
mony designed to quell union discontent 
after the passage of NAFTA, and reads an 
amusing section of the Warren Report in 
which Chief Justice Earl Warren and Ger- 
ald Ford grill a reluctant Dallas bartender 
about what went on in the strip joint he 
worked at. Sahl still rummages through 
the headlines for fodder, though promised 
comments about Ted Kennedy and the 
Mormons, as well as the tussle over the 
passage of GATT, never materialize. 

But instead of sticking to the news, Sahl 
slides into prolonged and woolly medita- 
tions on women, the movies, and the de- 
cline of American culture, a trio of sub- 
jects that resist his sheepish approach. His 
thesis is that feminism (in its extreme 
forms) and movies have destroyed ro- 
mance in America. He quotes with ap- 
proval Freud and Schopenhauer (who said 
that if nature hadn’t made women sexy, 
men would have set a bounty on their 
heads), though neither of those guys did 
much for the art of wooing. Divorced for 
the past two years, Sahl simply isn’t famil- 
iar with the modern sexual battlefield; he 
thinks a man is supposed to choose be- 
tween being Clint Eastwood or Alan Alda, 
whereas the latest media image is a fusion 
of the two. As for his dismissive reflections 
on filmmaking, he’s worked on a number 
of scripts, and his anecdotes about Holly- 


wood stupidity, par- 
ticularly his tale of 47 
writers trying to fig- 
ure out how to end 
The Firm, is spot on. 
But Sahl has been 
living in La La Land 
much too long. The 
sole point to an epic 
tale about a fundrais- 
ing party for Clinton 
held at Barbra 
Streisand’s house is 
that Hollywood liber- 
als — Sally Field, 
Goldie Hawn, Paul 
Newman, and Robert 
Redford — are crazy 
knotheads. And a lit- 
tle celebrity baiting 
goes a long way. Do 
you really care that 
Mort Sahl thinks Di- 
ane Sawyer’s a pho- 
ny? Yes, limousine 
liberals are often 
hypocrites, but the 
really dangerous 
boneheads are sitting 
in Washington or in 
corporate board- 
rooms. Sahl spends 
so much time drop- 
ping names of the 
rich and stupid that it 
begins to seem he’s 
just trying to pump 
up his own smug 


ego. He’s a groupie HE DROPS SO MANY NAMES of the rich 
turned inside out — and stupid, it seems he’s pumping up his own ego. 


he wants to impress 
us with all the celebs he can dump on. 

Moreover, all the references to famous 
dunderheads make you wonder whether 
he’s speaking as an insider or an outsider, 
a disillusioned liberal or a closet conserva- 
tive. He deliberately keeps his politics blur- 
ry — Eugene McCarthy and Al Haig are 
among his heroes. He brings the same 
tone of bemused chagrin to descriptions of 
Reagan’s 83rd birthday party as to a hor- 
rific run-in with a greedy lawyer from the 
Disney corporation. 

Perhaps because of his up-and-down 
career in Tinseltown, the comedian saves 
his most passionate putdowns for Holly- 


wood. Sahl calls himself a moralist, but it’s 
not clear what he stands for, and this am- 
biguous stance absolves him of taking 
risks, of lashing out against complacency 
and traditionalism, stupidity and oppor- 
tunism. He’s been in Los Angeles so long 
he thinks it takes satiric courage to call 
Barbra Streisand a dolt. The real challenge 
is to tell audiences that we may not be as 
bright as we think we are — after all, 
we’re the ones who keep voting for our 
mediocre officeholders. Too West Coast 
for its own good, Mort Sahl’s America 
suggests that Sahl should think about 
moving to a new neighborhood. QO

he most delicious thing about 
The Philanderer, George 
Bernard Shaw’s second play 
(though it wasn’t produced 
until 1907), is that it’s autobi- 
ographical. It’s fun to think of the not-yet- 
august GBS as the object of a cat fight such 
as ensues in the play’s first act, when “Ib- 
senist philosopher” and hardcore flirt 
Leonard Charteris is caught in Victorian 
flagrante with recent conquest Grace Tran- 
field by spurned love Julia Craven and has 
to hold the latter by the bustle to keep her 
from scratching the former’s eyes out. 
None of which goes too well with the osten- 
sible “advanced views” of the trio, all mem- 
bers of the no-sexism-please-we’re-British 
Ibsen Club. But, as a rueful older character 
informs Charteris, it’s best, even in an 
evolved social order, to be off with the Old 
Woman before being on with the New. 

To see The Philanderer, which the Lyric 





| Stage first mounted in 1978, is to under- 


stand why, though it was written in 1893, 
it didn’t do stage time for 14 years. Not 


that it’s terrible — just somewhat innocu- 
ous and confused, a romantic farce that at 
once advocates and makes fun of Shaw’s 
still-unfolding ideas about relations of the 
sexes (not to mention the generation gap, 
vivisection, gastronomic suicide, and the 
medical ego). Ah, love — can’t live with- 
out it, can’t respect yourself in its thrall. 

Now, if The Philanderer were actually 
what Shaw describes in a letter to Ellen 
Terry, “a combination mechanical farce 
with realistic filth which quite disgusted 
me,” it might be more interesting. In fact, 
GBS has quite desexed and defanged the 
ugly situation that occurred among himself, 
his older first paramour (and mom’s best 
friend!) Jenny Patterson, and the actress 
Florence Farr, who was also his lover. The 
Philanderer treats humorously the real-life 
events Shaw described as “shocking,” much 
as it does his denunciation, in pursuit of 
more egalitarian gender relations, of the 
nonsensical-sounding “manly man” and 
“womanly woman” — neither of whom is 
allowed to set foot in the Ibsen Club. 

The Lyric Stage takes up this cartoonish 
tone, as well as the G-ratedness, giving us 
a Shaw stand-in, in Christopher Flockton’s 
boy-Byronesque Charteris, who’s so intoxi- 
cated by mere kisses that you figure actual 
sex would give him the DTs. Of course, 
one of the things that makes The Philan- 
derer silly rather than piercing is that Grace 
Tranfield — a woman with the courage of 
her Shavian conviction to renounce love 
rather than be overpowered by it — must 
take a back seat to glib Ibsenist (he dishes 
out Truth but can’t take it) Charteris. 
“Never make a hero of a philanderer,” we 
are told. Yet the comedy unfolds from 
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Charteris’s perspective, and in the end, 
though rejected by Grace, he manages to 
squirm free of “womanly woman” Julia — 
all prettiness, possessiveness, and self- 
abasing jealousy — and philander on. 

Julia, for her part, never even gets to 
boil Charteris’s bunny. She is tricked into 
allying herself with a myopic physician, 
whom she will doubtless make miserable. 
Indeed, in Shaw’s original third act 
(which was affixed to a recent English 
production of the play), she does so, 
proving, as Shaw would have it, that con- 
ventional marriage — with its barter and 
ownership — is a “degrading bargain.” In 
that discarded finale, which takes place 
three years after the events of the first two 
acts, the principals decide to head for 
South Dakota, in search of adventure and 
more liberal divorce laws! 

Lyric director Polly Hogan sticks with 
the regulation version of The Philanderer, 
though even that is rarely seen. Certainly 
it’s a more interesting choice than, say, 
Arms and the Man. And the production is

brisk and amusing, if hardly subtle. The 
settings are pinstriped and whimsical, the 
physical comedy (lots of chasing and cow- 
ering) is broad. Flockton, as Charteris, is 
not without an insolent charm, but at about 
the 50th overdone face, you want to arrest 
him for mugging — and, while you’re at it, 
take eagle-ish David Hannegan into cus- 
tody (though some of his geezerly scowl- 
ings and bewilderments are funny). 

Natalie Brown is a knowing Grace and 
Susan B. McConnell a suitably petulant, 
self-flinging Julia. A slack Dev Luthra way 
overdoes the boo-hooing as Dr. Percy 
Paramore, who’s distressed to learn his 
Hippocratic death sentence on Julia’s Old 
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Colonel dad has been overturned by more | 
sophisticated quacks (which is to say, | 


those with more dogs and monkeys to sac- 
rifice to science). But Ron Ritchell’s 
Colonel Craven, who wrongly thinks he’s 
on his last legs, substitutes, refreshingly, 
an Eeyore-like authority for military blus- 
ter. Some of the other actors should take 
his lead — or a Valium. Q

The Hermit of Chestnut Hill 
and Paul Hapenny’s Vig

hat becomes a local 
legend? In the late 
’80s, while she was an 
undergraduate at Bos- 
ton College, Chelms- 
ford native and dramatist-on-the-rise Lau- 
ren Hallal befriended Bill Britt, known to 
Bay State newspaper readers as the “Her- 
mit of Chestnut Hill” because of his oft-re- 
ported struggle to maintain his marginal 
existence in a homemade teepee near the 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. Britt died in 1988, 
but thanks to Hallal, he lives on as the title 
character in her engaging new work The 
Hermit of Chestnut Hill (presented by 
Wizard Productions at the Charlestown 
Working Theater through October 16). 
Dubbed “a play with music” and featuring 
characters based on Britt and Hallal, the 
theaterpiece evokes Britt’s long-time terri- 
torial battles with the MDC, as well as Hal- 
lal’s struggle to leave BC and take herself 
seriously as a musician. 

As the play opens, we see Sam — the 
character who’s Hallal’s stand-in — wan- 
der through the cemetery and up through 
the woods where Bill makes his home. 
She’s left campus, and a weekend binge, 
behind to visit a place that reminds her of 
her childhood retreats. When Bill appears, 
she knows who he is — his reputation has 





preceded him. But she’s not ready for his 
directness. When she offers to do an er- 
rand for him, he sends her off for some 
baby shampoo (the better to wash his blind 
eyes, he says) and a hot cup of coffee. 
When she returns, the two become friends. 
That might sound like heartwarming clap- 
trap; the beauty of Hermit is that it’s any- 
thing but. Hallal, who drew upon her real- 
life friendship with the recluse, has resisted 
the urge to make Bill misanthropic or Sam 
sentimental. “What would make you hap- 
py?”, Bill asks Sam during one of their visits. 
“Smacking every girl with a cute, turned-up 
nose,” she. replies. It comes as no surprise 
that Bill and. Sam find in each other a match 
for their own outsider identities. Sam con- 
fides her simultaneous craving for and fear 
of performing in public by way of a story 
about eating paper in front of a crowd of as- 
tonished children in grade school. Bill makes 
fun of his argument with society: “I’m more 
than a hermit,” he insists. “I like people.” 
Where do they end up? Ably directed by 
Kathlene Toldeo, Hermit sports a dramatic 
arc, such as it is, that’s predictable; it traces 
the reach of the friendship as well as its de- 
cline when Bill starts to falter and Sam 
makes a change in her life, It helps that 
Danielle DiDio is such a likable presence 
on stage; her Sam is a smart aleck who’s 
actually smart. Frank Biancamano makes 
Bill seem irascible and hedonistic at the 
same time, appreciative of life and success-

ful at bending its rules. I’m not sure there’s 
a fully formed play inside The Hermit of 
Chestnut Hill, and the progressive folk mu- 
sic, composed and performed by Hallal, is 
merely decorative. But what’s undeniably 
present is a rich dialogue between two 
characters who need each other to come to 
life. 

Having considerably more trouble com- 
ing to life is Vig (at the Company Theatre, 
Norwell, through October 23). The Los 
Angeles production of Boston native Paul 
Hapenny’s play won three Drama Logue 
awards last summer and hooked a film-de- 
velopment deal with Barwood, Barbra 
Streisand’s company. So what’s the prob- 
lem? The story’s about a small-time book- 
maker, a Korean War vet named Vinnie, 
who works out of his Waltham beer joint. 
(The title is slang for collection money 
paid to a loan shark.) The idea is that Vin- 
nie has always been a “clean” bookie: he 
plays by what are considered honorable 
gaming rules, he pays his graft money to 


‘the local cop, and he looks after the regu- 


lars in his tavern. Things change, however, 
when a local mobster sends a young turk 
to run Vinnie’s bookmaking operation and 
Vinnie finds himself implicated in a messy 
betrayal of the people he cares for. 

What’s limiting isn’t the talent of the 
newly allied Angry Mob Productions and 
Company Theatre, who are embarking on 
their first Equity outing at the one-time 
Nickerson Theatre (they plan a follow-up 
effort with Hapenny’s play Sacrament). The 
cast of Vig, under the direction of F. Miguel 
Valenti, may be uneven, but it does include 
the quite able Dori May Kelly, as well as the 
deft Patrick James Clarke. What’s problem- 
atic is that the play has such puny stakes. Is 
it really possible, in 1994, to imagine a 
bookie who still thinks that gambling is 
clean or honorable or immune to dirty deal- 
ing? Listen to Tom Finnegan’s Vinnie, 
who’s mad at God for taking away not only 
his leg during the Korean War but also his 
clean hands: he seems to be saying he’s 
“shocked — shocked” to find out book- 
making isn’t Beano. Q

On October 13 and 14, Eric Clapton 
brings his all-blues From the Cradle tour to 
sold-out houses at the Hartford Civic Cen- 
ter and the Worcester Centrum. Boston- 
based, Chicago-raised harmonica master 
Jerry Portnoy is in Clapton’s current band, 
continuing an association with the guitarist 
that began in 1978 when Portnoy was part 
of the Muddy Waters Blues Band and Wa- 
ters opened an international arena tour 
with Clapton. 

Portnoy’s been playing professionally for 
25 years; after leaving Waters he became a 
charter member of the Legendary Blues 
Band with Waters alumni Pinetop Perkins 
and Willie Smith. In the ’80s, he led the 
Broadcasters with Ronnie Earl, then 
formed his own band and released the CD 
Poison Kisses (Modern Blues). Last year 
he embarked on a tour with Clapton that 
he describes as the most enjoyable musical 
road trip of his life. Reached in London, 
where the Clapton band were rehearsing, 
on the day before the US leg of the tour be- 
gan, Portnoy spoke about the current state 
of Eric Clapton’s blues. 


is guitar playing speaks 
for itself, as everybody 
knows. He really is 
touched by the hand of 
God in his guitar playing. 
But there’s a naked vulnerability in his 
voice that moves me. I noticed that in the 
rehearsals in ’93, when he was doing 
“County Jail,” a song I didn’t play on. I

was standing at the front of the hall listen- 
ing to it, and it almost moved me to tears. 
I ran up on stage when he was done and 
told him it moved me the same way Otis 
Spann’s singing moved me. 

The essential thing in singing is its com- 
municative power. I like almost conversa- 
tional singing, and Eric’s unbelievable at 
that. Spann had that vulnerability in his 
voice, and it’s really what I hear in Eric. 

Although Eric’s voice is quite amazing, 
because when he does certain other peo- 
ple’s material, he can adapt some of the 
inflections and wind up sounding like 
them. He gets that smoky quality in his 
voice when he does Otis Rush’s stuff — 
things like that. You hear it on the album, 
maybe because the tunes he did were ones 
that influenced him, that he came up lis- 
tening to, and he wanted to do them pretty 
close to the original versions. But I think 
they have a power of their own. I don’t 
classify it as him trying to sound like 
someone else, because when you hear him 
singing through the night, what gets you 
about his voice is it’s neither black nor 
white; it’s human. He’s got a true voice 
that’s his. On the album, he does try to get 
inside the original singer’s style some- 
times, but it isn’t mannered. His singing is 
what knocks me out. 

And the playing? Well, it’s economically 
done. Blues, I don’t think, should be 40 
minutes of jamming. Blues were and still 
are basically three- and four-minute songs. 
I think a lot of rockers took it into endless, 
self-indulgent jamming, but that’s not 
where the music is at. When it comes to so- 
los, it’s “Make your statement and get out.”

Eric wanted to make From the Cradle 
the old way — no studio tricks. Outside of 
the dobro overdub on “How Long” and 
the percussion on “Motherless Child,” 
there’s no studio trickery whatsoever. No 
edits, splices. The vocals are all live, cut as 
we played. We didn’t even do dummy vo- 
cals. It was real to tape, with the whole 
band playin’. I think that’s pretty amazing 
in this day and age. It took a great deal of 
concentration to do, because you had to 
give it your all every time. You have to lis- 
ten very carefully. 

I had my amp in a little isolation room, 
and I pulled my cord into the main room, 
keeping the door about halfway open. I 
record with one side of my headphones on 
and one off so I can hear the natural 
sound of my amplifier in one ear. 

Working with Eric has been a great 
thrill. I take great pride in being in his 
band, just as I did in playing with Muddy 
Waters. Anytime you work with someone 


you admire so much, and you admire so 
much musically, it’s a great thrill. And 
you know, I’ve worked with a lot of great 
people, and I’m not easily impressed. But 
when I sat there watching him at re- 
hearsal in ’93, the light dawned on me: 
“Oh, that’s why he’s Eric Clapton.” His 
playing blew my mind. We talked once 
about playing and improvising and so on, 
and the phrase he used was “It’s an act of 
faith.” Which I thought was very apt. I 
call it “Letting go.” But I think he put it 
even better. 

And as an accompanist for a harp play- 
er, he knows all the stuff — Robert Jr. 
Lockwood, Louis Myers, Eddie Taylor. 
The key is, when you’re backing up a 
harp, you don’t bend your strings. It’s 
more a chordal thing. But Eric knows his 
blues. A lot of blues guitar players are lim- 
ited. They may be B.B. King clones, or 
whatever. Eric knows it all, from Robert 
Johnson on up.

How Eric Clapton regained 
his spirit and his soul 


by Ted Drozdowski 


ric Clapton’s been publicly 

contemplating making an all- 

blues album for at least a 

decade while releasing 

mediocre pop recordings like 
1989’s Journeyman and 1986’s August. 
Granted, he’s always thrown a bone to the 
blues. Those records include songs like 
“Bad Love” and Robert Cray’s “Bad Influ- 
ence.” But even on tour, as he’s played ra- 
dio fodder like “Pretending,” “Wonderful 
Tonight,” and that FM bread & butter wad 
“Layla,” there’s been something missing in 
his music. Either the singing sounds forced 
(“Wonderful Tonight,” where he’s strain- 
ing at the top of his range) or the soloing 
lapses into seemingly heartless, facile for- 
ays over the 12th fret that this master can 
snap off while he snoozes. 

What’s been lacking for me has been 
soul and spirit. Beef all you want about the 
mellowness of his commercial megabeast 
from 1992, Unplugged, but in it I hear 
Clapton regaining his heart, rediscovering 
the emotional resonance he’d lost touch 
with since Derek and the Dominoes’ Layla 
sessions. Not only in the disc’s half-dozen 
blues numbers, but in all his acoustic-gui- 
tar playing. Without the more easily mal- 
leable Stratocaster in his hands, speed took 
a back seat to the crafting of individual 
notes, to purity of tone. And he made a few 


mistakes — tiny dings that have a nonethe- 
less humanizing effect on songs that had 
begun to sound robotic in concert. He also 
sang in an unforced, slightly lower range 
for much of the performance. And it 
sounded good. Finally, there were the re- 
worked arrangements for “Layla” and “Old 
Love” and others. A ballsy move. Most su- 
perstar rockers would never fuck with cat- 
alogue and risk the disdain of their ador- 
ing, repetition-addled fans. 

Most of whom were probably not expect- 
ing Clapton’s long-awaited, recently re- 
leased blues album to sound like From the 
Cradle. It ain’t Cream, and that improvisa- 
tional blues/jazz/rock behemoth is as far 
back as most folks are familiar with Clap- 
ton’s music. Hey, that’s nobody’s fault but 
mainstream rock radio, which in the ’70s 
abdicated its responsibility to educate as 
well as entertain listeners in favor of licking 
the collective ass of advertisers with niche 
positioning. That’s the subject of another 
essay, but it’s also why few but. the blues 
diehards and guitar heads have heard Blues 
Breakers, the 1966 debut of John Mayall’s 
fabled British blues band that features a 
young, lightning-struck Clapton on guitar. 

Clapton himself has described From the 
Cradle as sounding as if he’d left Mayall’s 
band 30 days ago, not 30 years. True, true, 
true. Without any overblown or easy solos, 
singing in his comfortable lower range, 
Clapton is a joy to hear on his new CD. 
With aces like harmonica man Jerry Port-

noy and killer drummer Jim Kelter in his 
deck, he’s working with his most natural- 
sounding ensemble since the Dominoes. 
And recorded live in the studio, From the 
Cradle’s playing is zealous and spirited 
track-for-track. 

It’s not perfect. The hitch — as well as 
the bounty — is in Clapton’s devotion to 
the music. His groaning slide on “Blues 
Before Sunrise” rips the set open. Good 
and dirty Elmore James. But to lose his 
own voice by aping James’s gravel-gutted 
growl is a miscall. It simply doesn’t sound 
like Clapton, and a soul music like the 
blues always demands you bring plenty of 
yourself to it. The effect’s goofy when his 
howling cracks into his own voice repeat- 
edly after the first verse and chorus. Else- 
where he applies the vocal phrasing of 
Charles Brown and Muddy Waters, and 
again it sounds mannered. 

But From the Cradle is mostly about 
emotional peaks. Clapton’s vocals on 


“Third Degree,” “Five Long Years,” “Sin- 
ner’s Prayer,” and “How Long Blues” all 
vibrate with that vulnerability Jerry Port- 
noy talks about. His empathy for the songs 
does justice to their originators (Lowell 
Fulson, Willie Dixon, Leroy Carr), and his 
guitar technique gives him the option of 
precise, ringing coloration — which he 
uses in the deftly plucked and spare notes 
that decorate the desperation in the lyrics 
of “Third Degree” — or florid, high-pow- 
ered virtuosity. He turns on the latter to 
give a wink to Buddy Guy on Eddie Boyd’s 
“Five Long Years,” which Guy recorded 
for his 1991 comeback Damn Right I’ve 
Got the Blues; it featured Clapton as a 
guest. 

Post-Unplugged, our ears are attuned to 
From the Cradle’s acoustic material, so it’s 
the electric, full-band tunes here that are the 
revelation — of a long-standing promise fi- 
nally delivered, and of the possibility of more 
true-and-soulful recordings to come. Q

lot of people expect Come 
leader Thalia Zedek to be 
intense, angry, and a little 
scary off stage, just because 
he’s rather good at being 
those things on stage. So hanging out with 
her is always a surprise, since she’s one of 
the more approachable rock folks in town 
— chatty, good-humored, even relaxed. 
Guess it’s just like the guy said: relax, don’t 
do it, when you wanna Come. 

Caught for cocktails at the Middle East 
last week, Zedek was having pre-release 
jitters over whether Come’s second album, 
Don’t Ask Don’t Tell (Matador), is good 
enough. But she wasn’t comparing it with 
Eleven: Eleven, the band’s much-praised 
debut. She wasn’t even comparing it with 
Uzi or Live Skull, the trailblazing noise- 
rock bands she played with in the ’80s. 
Nope, the real surprise is that she was 
comparing it with Dangerous Birds, her 
first band, circa 1980, and the only out- 
right pop group she’s ever been in. That 
band made one killer single (“Alpha 
Romeo”/“Smile on Your Face”), then 
broke up before living up to their poten- 
tial. But considering Zedek’s musical di- 
rection. since, one wouldn’t expect her to 
have any nostalgia for that period. 

“Ever since Dangerous Birds broke up, 
I’ve felt that I can’t write songs,” she con- 
fesses. “That’s been going on far too long. 
I always tend to think ‘I was so much bet- 
ter back then and I suck now,’ but I try to 
ignore that. The stuff we’re doing now is 
more collaborative, and not as easy to 
write as those pop songs were. But I’d 
hate for everything to be ugly and have 
monotone vocals, I’ve always liked 
melodies — even though 
we’ve been accused of not 
having them.” 

In fact, Don’t Ask Don’t 
Tell is the kind of between- 
the-eyes outburst Zedek’s 
been building up to for some 
time. It’s got the snarl and 
fury punk rock is supposed 
to be all about, plus the tradi- 
tional rock attractions of 
thrill-a-minute guitars (by 
Zedek and ex-Codeine lead 
player Chris Brokaw), mem- 
orable songs, and liberating 
bursts of volume. It’s a lot 
better than Dangerous Birds. 

The main change from 
Eleven: Eleven is a stronger 
grasp of dynamics. The 
members of Come all came 
from highly regarded bands 
— along with singer/gui- 
tarist Zedek and Brokaw, 
there are drummer Arthur 
Johnson and bassist Sean 
O’Brien, both from Athens’s 
Bar-B-Q Killers — and they 
hit upon a band sound soon 
after they started playing to- 
gether. On the first album, 
that meant a dark, bluesy 

drone that never let up 
through 12 songs. 

This time they’ve learned 
to sustain the power while 
varying the approach. The al- 
bum’s rockers are hookish in 
the way that, say, Patti 
Smith’s Radio Ethiopia was 
— especially “Wrong Side,” 
the slow pound that is the al- 
bum’s peak. But they’ve in- 
cluded departures like the 
slow and moody “Arrive” 
(which Zedek says shows 
Codeine’s influence) and a 
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Come again

love song, “Let’s Get Lost,” that’s torchy 
and downright obsessive, echoing the 
mood of the Chet Baker song of the same 
name. Come’s CD-release party and only 
local gig before their upcoming tour takes 
place Tuesday the 25th at Bill’s Bar. 

“From the moment we started playing, 
there was a sound — not necessarily a 
good sound, but a sound,” Zedek says. “It 
got stronger in a way, maybe broader and 
less claustrophobic in feeling. It’s less fo- 
cused, but maybe that’s a good thing. We 
didn’t want to make it too rock or any- 
thing, because I still like noise. I like it 
when music kind of pummels you, but 
sometimes you have to go to the other ex- 
treme as well.” 

Keeping in mind that it’s tacky to ask 
musicians about their sexual orientation 
(check the current Spin’s gratuitous out- 
ing of Bob Mould for proof), we did it 
anyway, but only because the title of 
Don’t Ask Don’t Tell — which, you'll re- 
call, refers to the Clinton administration’s 
compromise on allowing gays into the 
military. It’s a gesture that hints at the 
rage a gay person — or for that matter, 
anybody — might feel in the current cli- 
mate. “It [sexuality]. doesn’t matter, but at 
the same time it does,” Zedek says. “The 
title is just a great phrase, since a lot of 
songs on the album are about people not 
communicating with each other. So it 
works on a few levels, not just because 
I’m gay. But there are a lot of things that 
straight people never have to deal with — 
like, you can have your boyfriend pick you 
up at work and nobody cares, but if it’s a 
girl they start looking at you in a different 
way. All the love songs I write are towards 
women and I use the correct pronoun. 
But I’m not real political about it, in songs 
or in general.” 
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So where is the anger she vents in many 
Come songs directed? “At ‘them’ [as in, 
‘us and them’], I guess. Some songs are 
clear-cut and some are harder to under- 
stand. It’s usually more interpersonal — 
more the kind of feeling where you’ve 
done something bad and you know it, but 
instead of feeling bad about it you turn 
around and say, “Well, fuck you.’ It’s more 
that kind of anger.”

SOON. Everybody wants to do something 
about AIDS, and everybody wants to get 
his or her favorite bands recognized, but 
nobody seems to want to risk losing a 
bundle in the process. In one fell swoop, 
local artist/performer Cynthia von Buhler 
has done all three. She’s put together 
Soon, a soon-to-be-released compilation 
CD on her own CvB label that spotlights 
15 local bands, with all proceeds donated 
to the AIDS Action Committee. The full 
roster of bands (plus Chainsuck, whose 
track is missing because of technical 
glitches) will appear in a three-room ex- 
travaganza tonight (Thursday), at T.T. the 
Bear’s Place and on both floors of the 
Middle East. 

Von Buhler, who’s an in-demand graph- 
ic artist as well as sirensong’s manager, 
called in a number of fellow illustrators to 
design the CD package, which compares 
favorably with the most gorgeous 4AD 
projects. The music was unavailable for 
preview, but von Buhler figures it coheres 
like a This Mortal Coil album, with a 
range of musical styles held together by at- 
mospheres. That sounds like a fair as- 
sumption, since four of the best-known 
bands — sirensong, Curious Ritual, Opi- 
um Den (previewing a song from their 
second album), and Mistle Thrush — spe- 
cialize in lush textures and haunting vo- 
cals. But there’s also harder pop from Vi- 
sion Thing and Orbit, a goth/metal fusion 
in St. Chimerae, and a rare collaboration 
of sirensong and Cobalt 60 members, fus- 
ing rap and metal as the Brothers Grimm. 

Since the disc’s expenses have already 
been paid, all money made by the CD will 
go directly to AIDS Action; and von Buh- 
ler will reach her goal of $15,000 when 
the first pressing sells out. Aside from do- 
nating their work, each of the bands and 
illustrators shelled out between $100 and 
$300 to be involved. Von Buhler paid the 
remaining three grand out of pocket, 
though she hopes to recoup part of that 
at the benefit. “I had a little money this 
year so I’m thinking of it as my personal 
donation. One of my closest friends, 
who’s actually one of the illustrators, is 
positive, but AIDS has always been my 
pet cause. Sometimes I’m surprised I 
didn’t get it myself.” 

The disc’s title, she says, is the most 
hopeful one-word statement that came to

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mind. “To me, it means a few things. 
Soon there’ll be a cure for AIDS. Soon 
these bands will get some 
recognition . . . And soon I’m going to 
have a nervous breakdown.” You can help 
realize the first two contingencies, and 
help waylay the third, by showing up at 
Central Square tonight.

GOODBYE SADNESS? 

In the 14 years since Ferron’s debut 
album, Testimony, was released on 
Lucy Records, critics have kept trying 
to pigeonhole her. She’s folk music. 
Or women’s music. Or gay music. Or 
adult music. She’s a songwriter’s 
songwriter. Or a people’s songwriter. 
Or a Canadian songwriter. She’s 
been called the next Leonard Cohen, 
the next Joni Mitchell, the next 
Richard Thompson, the next Nick 
Drake. On one occasion, Bob Dylan 
was even called the previous Ferron. 

Yet any effort to classify the 
poignant. songs that fill Ferron’s four 
studio albums ends up being inade- 
quate. The only description that’s 
ever come close is that she is a writer 
of very effective, extremely sad songs. 
And now, with the release of Driver 
(Cherrywood Station/EarthBeat!), 
she’s proved that label inadequate as 
well. Following years of songs about 
love, loss, and the arduous cycles of 
life, Driver offers 12 predictably gor- 
geous songs that are unpredictably 
cheerful. “So no, I’m not sad, I’m 
feeling good,” she sings on “Maya,” 
the album’s forward-looking last 
track. “In fact, in many ways I’ve 
never felt better.” 

“Driver is a very tender album,” 
Ferron said before her Sanders The- 
atre concert last Friday. “It’s saying, 
‘I’m sane. I’m happy, have a good re- 
lationship, have old friends.’ ” 

Whoa! This from the author of 
“Ain’t Life a Brook,” which, along 
with Dylan’s “If You See Her, Say 
Hello,” is one of the most heart- 
wrenching break-up songs ever writ- 
ten. This from a performer who has 
been known to weep on stage, who 
often asks her audiences to sing 
along with her just so she can feel 
enough support to get through her 
songs. 

But even a cursory listen to Driver 
will show that Ferron has achieved a 
new serenity. Whether on the upbeat, 
almost danceable “Love Loves Me” 
or the seductively rolling “Break- 


| point,” Driver deals in acceptance 


and happiness. “I’m learning to live 


| by myself on my own,” Ferron mur- 


murs in her trademark drawl on “In- 


| dependence Day,” which begins with 
| light acoustic guitar and fretless bass. 


“I’m 40 years old, it’s time to come 
home. I’ve packed it up, moved it up, 
and carried it around. Now it’s Inde- 
pendence Day in our town.” 

“I was happy to hear myself say 
that I was 40 years old and I don’t 
have to keep running,” she com- 
ments. “This is an optimistic album. 
You know, we can spend a lot of our 
life dubious about whether to com- 
mit, but it’s still ticking by. You’re 
managing and dealing with time on 
time’s terms, which is hard. But I 
think one of the things that comes 
across on this album is that every- 
thing is going to be okay.” 

The feel of Driver is almost surreal- 
istic: using a range of electronic in- 
struments and effects, Ferron and her 
backing musicians create a dreamy 
backdrop for her passionate restraint. 
Ranging from violas to saxophones to 
synth pads, Driver still feels expansive 
and open rather than cluttered. These 
effects are used compositionally, their 
dabs and swatches of color delicate 
accents, 

At Sanders Ferron was equally 
breathtaking. Playing with guitarist 
Shelly Jennings and electronic-cellist 
Jane Sieber, she took her religiously 
devoted fans through more than two 
hours of old standbys and new num- 
bers. Highlights were “Rosalee,” 
with a clapping audience serving as 
the percussion section, and “Shad- 
ows on a Dime,” which glided to a 
stop just as a single, lonely siren 
wailed past Sanders and into the 
night. Ferron’s songs were inter- 
spersed with stories and anecdotes 
that often bled into one another, and 
they displayed a sense of humor not 
evident on her albums.

CACHAO: 

JUSTICE SERVED 

One of the happiest byproducts of the 
current resurgence of Latin jazz is 
that the founding fathers of the music 
are getting the acknowledgment they 
deserve. In the years before he died, 
Mario Bauzé not only played before 
his largest audiences since he and the 
Machito Orchestra sparked the ’50s 
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restrained danz6n (he and his brother 
wrote more than 3000 of them!), 
scored for strings, flute, and percus- 
sion, has its origins in French and 
Spanish contradances. Afro-Cuban 
percussion gives the music a decided- 
ly earthy cast; improvising flute gen- 
erates some spontaneous excitement. 
The examples on the CD, especially 
the dark, voluptuous “Club social de 
Marianao,” feature the strong, supple 
lines of flutist Néstor Torres and an 
undercurrent of sensuality from the 
percussionists, including congero 
Richie Flores. 

The hotter, horn-heavy descarga 
band, similar to the one he brought to 
the Villa Victoria in 1992, features 
trombonist Jimmy Bosch, whose 
abrupt, explosive phrasing is a high- 
light of “Lluvia, viento y cafia” 
(“Rain, Wind, and Reeds”). The 
great Cuban trumpeter Chocolate Ar- 
menteros underscores the ripe beauty 
of his tone with a sadness that makes 
his solo on “El son no ha muerto” 
(“The Son Has Not Died”) a poetic 
gem. Cachao himself solos only once,

mambo craze, he received the acco- 
lades long overdue him as the creator 
of Afro-Cuban jazz. 

Now it’s the turn of bassist Israel 
Lépez, better known as Cachao. A 
new CD, Cachao: Master Sessions 
Volume 1 (Crescent Moon/Epic), 
and Cachao: como su ritmo no hay 
dos (“Like His Rhythm There Is No 
Other”), a stunning companion video 
of a 1992 concert, provide ample evi- 
dence of his genius as a composer 
and instrumentalist. There is simply 
no comparable figure in Afro-Cuban 
music alive today. 

The Miami-based exiled-Cuban 
bassist and composer is credited with 
inventing the mambo with his brother 
Orestes in 1939 while working in the 
danzén orchestra of flutist Antonio 
Arcano. His novel rhythmic invention 
captured dancehall audiences and 
helped make Arcano y Sus Maravillas 
the hottest society band in Cuba. 
Then, in the 50s, he recorded the 
first Cuban jam session, or descarga, 
with some of the island’s best percus- 
sionists and horn players. With not 
one but two landmarks in the history 
of Afro-Cuban music to his credit, 
it’s hard to find an analogous figure 
to Cachao. Perhaps Miles Davis, for 
his pioneering work in modal jazz 
and jazz-rock fusion, comes close. 

Cachao’s achievement is all the 
more amazing because the danzén 
and the descarga are so different, as 
you can hear on Master Sessions. The

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on “Descarga Cachao,” but his rhyth- 
mic mastery is felt on every cut, as he 
weaves his bass lines into the texture | 
of the percussion, subtly guiding the | 
tempo while anchoring the harmony 
and melody of each tune. With 
Paquito D’Rivera’s liquid clarinet, the 
propulsive tres (a Cuban guitar) of 
Nelson Gonzalez, and an energetic 
percussion section that keeps the 
complex Afro-Cuban rhythms perk- 
ing, this album is a delightful and fit- 
ting monument to “El Maestro” 
Cachao. 

Andy Garcia’s documentary video 
is also worthy of its subject, full of 
fascinating oral history, rare still pho- 
tos, and spectacular concert and re- 
hearsal footage. Filmed during a con- 
cert in Miami with the same musi- 
cians as on the CD, it features guest 
appearances by Gloria Estefan and 
husband Emilio, who seem genuinely 
thrilled simply to sing in the chorus 
(Crescent Moon is their label). But 
the focus is on the music and 
Cachao’s historic contributions to it, 
not celebrity guest stars. The concert 
offers different versions of four tunes 
on the CD, and the musical quality is 
just as high, though the sound bal- | 
ance isn’t as accurate. This is an es- | 
sential item for anyone who cares | 
about Afro-Cuban music. Not only is 
the music great, but there’s a sense of 
justice in seeing a neglected genius 
honored at last.

Maybe on Epic Records, rock fans Stateside will get a 
chance to discover the band that New Musical Express 
is calling “the premiere gilt-edged rock ’n’ rollers of the 
age.” Oasis’s sounds are packed with spare arrange- 
ment, crunchy guitar rhythm and a wistful groove, all to 
create a swirling, throbbing, psychedelic jam.

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Feeding the fire 


Betty Carter explores the 
far reaches of jazz singing

etty Carter’s newest re- 
cording, Feed the Fire 
(Verve), offers more evi- 
dence, if more be needed, 
that she is our greatest liv- 
ing jazz vocalist. Recorded during a 1993 
European tour before a rather tame — En- 
glish — audience, she works with the ideal 
backing of pianist Geri Allen, bassist Dave 
Holland, and drummer Jack DeJohnette. 
DeJohnette and Holland are just as strong 
and rhythmically flexible as you’d imagine. 
It’s Allen who’s the surprise, infinitely more 
in tune with Carter’s sudden changes of 
pace and tone than on their previous 
recording together, 1991’s Droppin’ Things. 
The 10 songs here clock in at about 70 
minutes. The title cut is a scat tour de force, 
a brief variation on her “Sounds,” which you 
can find on The Audience with Betty Carter 
(1979). But unlike “Sounds, “Feed the Fire” 
spotlights Carter toying with singing non- 
sense sounds for 11 minutes, just long 
enough for you to marvel at the emotional 
expressiveness she can pack into syllables a 
babbling infant might tonelessly make. 
The two other scat romps offered, 


“What Is This Tune?” and “B’s Blues,” 
are equally entertaining and funny bits of 
jazz art. Carter seems to be tuning herself 
up with these vocal exercises, testing the 
far reaches of her remarkable range, per- 
haps remembering the start of her career, 
when she performed informally with Char- 
lie Parker. The sounds of Parker, as well 
as Sonny Rollins and Dexter Gordon, 
come to mind as she scats. She is bop’s 
most perfect vocalist; that style’s asymmet- 
rical rhythmic accents, quirky turns of 
phrase, superhuman accelerations of Tin 
Pan Alley songs, new harmonic lines re- 
drawn from conventional tunes — all 
reach apotheosis in her singing. 

What seems even more exciting in this 
new recording is Carter’s willingness to re- 
think the musical structures and words to 
many old jazz chestnuts. Even though im- 
provisational flights have been her hall- 
mark, on Feed the Fire she takes new risks. 
My first response upon seeing “Lover 
Man” on the album cover was dismay that 
she was even bothering with it. After all, 
Billie Holiday covered the song for the 
ages, making a stark autobiographical 
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RISK TAKER: can she sustain pure tone and perfect diction while 
rushing to a frenetic climax? Of course. 


statement of utter despondency yet dignity. 

Carter’s version is a totally different af- 
fair. She evokes a mood of edgy watchful- 
ness; there’s less the tone of a dire plea for 
an ideal lover than a wry curiosity as to 
what form such a lover might take. The 
original melody is also revised from the fa- 
mous Holiday recording of 1945 on Dec- 
ca, contributing to the impression that this 
is an entirely new song. On a lighter note, 
her cover of “Sometimes I’m Happy” is 
full of silly scat and beautifully intoned 
sass. “All or Nothing at All” also gets a 
royally sassy treatment. 

Feed the Fire confirms one’s sense that 
every song from Carter is an experiment in 
freshly reinterpreting jazz song. Not all ex- 
periments succeed. The one dud here, 
“Love Notes,” sounds like a languid yawn 
of a journal jotting about love, a vague 
musical meander void of dramatic sur- 
prise. Carter seems on weakest footing 
when she executes very slow tempos. Her 
ballad singing often pivots on her favorite 
mannerisms: quick descents into her low- 
est range or stretching syllables into silly- 


putty-style contortions. 

Hers is an art of boundless enthusiasm, 
best suited to lightning-swift explosions of 
word and scat exquisitely phrased and 
boppingly paced. It’s also an art best real- 
ized in the daring moment. Listen to her at 
the top of her range on the showstopping 
“I’m All Smiles.” Can she sustain that per- 
fect diction and pure tone rushing the tune 
to a frenetic climax? Of course! She’s 
been working the magic for decades. 

Neo-conservatism in jazz, as in other art 
forms, tends to play down the importance 
of experimenting in favor of traditional for- 
mulas. That’s why it’s so salutary to hear 
Carter on this recording. She’s educating 
her audience into an awareness of just how 
open-ended jazz song can be, how liberat- 
ed from stricture. In life as in jazz, perhaps 
the maxim “all or nothing at all” is a saying 
worth heeding daily. Only bassist Holland 
accompanies her on “All or Nothing at 
All,” and the energy that both musicians 
give is an example of just how exhilarating 
two risk takers can be in tandem, feeding 
creation’s ever-new fires. QO

The Jazz Passengers pick up 
some hitchhiking vocalists

Ithough it may never have 
occurred to most of us be- 
fore, Jimmy Scott and Deb- 
bie Harry belong on the 
same CD, which is part of 
the genius of Jazz Passengers in Love (High 
Street). Harry and Scott are just two of a 
handful of marvelous singers — the others 
include Jeff Buckley and Freedy Johnston, 
plus a number of lesser-known but no less 
incredible vocalists like John Kelly and 
D.K. Dyson — who join the Passengers in 
interpreting this collection of vivid, mod- 
ern, and generally gorgeous original love 
songs. The Jazz Passengers don’t just blur 
the boundaries between pop and jazz: they 
play as if there were no distinctions to be 
made at all. In Love is a beautifully con- 
ceived jazz disc that’s also one of the best 
pop albums of the year, an album with 
brains that speaks right from the heart. 
Although the Jazz Passengers, a seven- 
year-old New York City-based experimen- 
tal jazz outfit who first gained attention as 
one incarnation of the Lounge Lizards, 
have always incorporated some vocals in 
their live performances and in their free- 
wheeling, madly inventive albums, In Love 
is the group’s first all-vocal recording. It 
was a natural step in their evolution, says 
co-leader Roy Nathanson over the phone 
from California, where the group are on 
tour with Harry. (They'll make a stop at the 
Middle East next Thursday, October 13.) 
Nathanson says he’d been writing more 
songs these past few years, often in collabo- 
ration with monologuist David Cale and 
playwright Ray Dobbins. Moreover, pro-

ducer Hal Willner, who’d brought together 
disparate artists with sometimes incredible 
results in his tributes to Thelonious Monk 
and Charles Mingus, had expressed an in- 
terest in working with the band. 

“So one thing after another, it kind of 
all came together in a perfect way,” 
Nathanson says. He hands a generous 
amount of credit to Willner, who produced 
the disc with longtime Jazz Passengers as- 
sociate Hugo Dwyer: “He’s really intu- 
itive, in terms of knowing the right people 
for the record. He puts records together 
sort of as if they were films.” 

In Love is a lot like a movie, and it’s an 
album I’d recommend to anyone who loves 
pop vocals but claims to be baffled by jazz. 
For all their artfulness, for all their impec- 
cable structure, these are more pop songs 
than art songs. They tell complete stories 
with broken lines — they’re arty and off- 
putting only if you don’t let yourself fall 
into their arms. The fleet, hyperkinetic 
“Kidnapped” (featuring meaty vocals from 
Mavis Staples) tells the story of a failed ro- 
mance in a rushed, astonishingly thorough 
shorthand (“A little "50s car/Engine 
blown/Was towed away”). It’s told as if by 
an anxious motorist who can’t stop check- 
ing the rear-view mirror to make sure a 
cop — or maybe the past? — isn’t catch- 
ing up. In “The Handsome Man from Fiji,” 
performance artist John Kelly (whose love- 
ly, liquid-velvet voice is one of the great 
finds of In Love) knows just what to do 
with funny, sexy lyrics like “He gave me a 
map/And when he pointed his finger at 
Fiji/Said, “You should get out more...’ ” 
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LOVE SONGS: the CD is an equal partnership between the band 
and the vocalists, with a spotlight on the singers. 


The instrumental passages on In Love 
tumble after the vocals as easily as Cracker 
Jack out of the box — they never sound 
pasted on. Jimmy Scott’s “Imitation of a 
Kiss” is a leisurely stretch of a ballad; 
Scott’s vocals, anxious and impossibly 
sweet, are balanced perfectly by 
Nathanson’s buttery tenor lines. “Jolly 
Street” — the highlight of In Love, featur- 
ing vocal wonderboy Jeff Buckley — shows 
the ensemble at its best: the feel is loose and 
swingy, like an A-line coat. Trombonist/co- 
leader Curtis Fowlkes and reed player 
Nathanson are both conversational, expres- 
sive players (“You never said that before,” 
Buckley mutters in the background after 
the first few lines of Nathanson’s solo), and 
their back-to-back solos read like a lively 
chat between close friends who never run 
out of things to say to each other. 

In Love is set up as an equal partnership 
between the band and the vocalists. You 


can hear the Passengers stepping back just 
enough to put the spotlight on the singers, 
even as they’re spinning out musical ideas 
and phrases to push the songs in just the 
right direction. But the words, the singing, 
the music, the playing, all serve one pur- 
pose: to drive the songs’ narrative. 

“Dog in Sand,” featuring Deborah Har- 
ry, is built from a seemingly simple series 
of ascending and descending musical steps, 
and Harry wends her way through it like 
an adventurous young girl exploring hid- 
den staircases in an old house. “Just this 
morning I met a strange old man/A distant 
cousin at a taxi stand,” she sings in her lus- 
trous-as-pearl voice, setting you up for the 
strange tale she’s about to tell. She’s like 
Alice in Wonderland, opening the door to 
the material; she sounds as if she were fig- 
uring out its craziness right along with you. 
With a guide like that, you know there’s no 
reason to fear getting lost. Q

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Veruca Salt ponder rock’s 
mythology and misogyny

he was a fast machine/ 

She kept her motor clean/ 

She was the best damn 

woman that I’ve ever 

seen...” Right down to 
the “American thighs” that were knocking 
him out, I knew exactly what AC/DC’s 
Brian Johnson was getting at in “You 
Shook Me All Night Long” back in 1980. I 
was 14 and he was screaming about sex 
with a capital “X” or two. I’m still not sure 
what the hell American thighs are, and I 
can only imagine what the girls my age felt 
when they heard Johnson’s lewd flurry of 
rhymed mixed metaphors. 

Louise Post and Nina Gordon, the 
sweet-singing, guitar-slinging duo who 
front Chicago’s new sensation, Veruca 
Salt, know. American Thighs, the two- 
year-old band’s strong and tuneful debut 
on the Indie City’s Minty Fresh label, is 
the answer. It’s not a new feminist mani- 
festo, and — even though Liz Phair’s pro- 
ducer/drummer produced the disc — it’s 
not a song-by-song response to Back in 
Black. But with its hear-me-roar guitars, 
big little-girl voices, and the smart and 
catchy single “Seether” — Gordon’s ode 
to that irrepressible angry little devil inside 
— American Thighs embodies some of the 
confusion, frustration, and curiosity of 
coming of age with a pair of American 
thighs. 

“It’s our response to all the music we’ve 

grown up with, music where women being 
taken apart is a common theme,” explains 
Post from her Chicago apartment, where 
she’s recuperating from an excellent show 
at September’s CMJ convention in NYC 
and preparing for a press junket to Eu- 
rope. ; 
“A lot of that music was really sexual to 
me, but it was also disturbing. ‘You 
Shook Me All Night Long’ was totally 
sexual, but it always made me wonder, 
‘What are American thighs?’ What is it 
that differentiates American thighs from 
Russian thighs or Czechoslovakia thighs? 
For me thighs are something that women 
are self-conscious about. Thighs are un- 
der scrutiny. It’s so inane and unground- 
ed in reality, but as a girl I always won- 
dered if my thighs lived up to the ones in 
the song. Still, it was a rocking song that I 
liked.” 

To judge by the buoyant, overdriven 
guitars that dominate American Thighs, 
and Post’s penchant for seeding the heavy 
riffage with tough and gritty solos, Veruca 
Salt still have a little AC/DC coursing 
through their veins. But even the heaviest,

dark-hued tunes on the disc are offset by 
the bright and pretty interplay between 
Gordon’s voice and Post’s, and lyrics that 
often reflect the erosion of childhood in- 
nocence — a theme that’s in keeping with 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory, the 
novel by Roald Dahl from which the band 
borrowed their name. 

“Nina and I have a fondness for chil- 
dren’s stories,” offers Post, “and we liter- 
ally identified with Veruca Salt, the 
brazen, demanding child who goes for it 
and ultimately is punished. We’re boldly 
going where few women have gone before 
and we are punished for it. People punish 
women for being in the spotlight. We 
haven’t been stalked, but we have been 
leered and jeered at. And being scrutinized 
and labeled a woman band is also pretty 
insulting after a while. At the same time 
we’ve been incredibly fortunate in our ex- 
periences so far, so I don’t want to sound 
bitter.” 

Veruca Salt don’t take an ideological 
stance to women’s issues; they write rock 
songs with a personal edge and, at their 
best, a universal appeal. “The more you 
want it, the less you’re gonna get back” — 
as universal as universal sentiments get — 
is the crux of Gordon’s “Get Back”; and 
her “Forsythia” recalls the strange comfort 
of a child’s imaginary friend. Post’s “Fly” 
is a wistful, romantic reverie about escape; 
her “Spiderman ’79” uses the comic-book 
hero to personify an ex-lover against the 
ominous rumble of Steven Lack’s dense, 
creeping bass line and Jim Shapiro’s 
pounding drums. 

“It’s about a relationship and it’s loosely 
based on one particular person,” Post 
says. “I think spiders are creepy, and this 
person was creepy and very powerful in 
my life. It’s funny because recently a friend 
Of miné said she thought it was a ‘celebra- 
tion of men and my submission to that, 
but to me it’s kind of an indictment of men 
and a refusal to succumb to their power.” 
The “ ’79,” she adds, “was the speed set- 
ting on the click track we used in the stu- 
dio.” 

American Thighs puts Post and Gordon 
in a league with an increasingly diverse ar- 
ray of emerging female-fronted alternative 
acts. Some, like Hole (with whom Veruca 
Salt will be touring later this fall) and L7, 
have become the hot club draws of the 
season. Then there are up-and-comers like 
Atlanta’s Magnapop, Maryland’s Tsunami, 
and Boston’s Fuzzy. 

“We’re more into the Breeders as a role 
model,” says Post, “but I pride myself on 
the limitations of that as a comparison be- 
cause we’re a different band with different 
songs.” And different thighs. QO 
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My Truck Is My Home 
is the live album Marshall 
Crenshaw’s fans have always 
craved.

The Unband make punk- 
and-whiskey-fueled rock

t’s Friday night in Northampton, 
karaoke night, and the World War II 
Veterans Club is packed. It’s not just 
survivors of the Big One; in the 
crowd are rural homies from the sur- 
rounding farm towns, youngish indie-rock 
types, and students from Smith College, the 
nearby institution that produced such party 
animals as Julia Child and Sylvia Plath. 

When the ’60s raver “Born To Be Wild” 
comes on, two women, both obviously in 
their 60s, launch into the vocals. When 
they finish, Unband bassist Mike Ruffino 
hobbles over from the bar, gin and tonic in 
one hand, a cane in the other. Back trou- 
ble, he explains, offering an appropriately 
Aquarian diagnosis: “Most backs are yin, 
and mine is yang. My heat energy is stag- 
nating, and I also believe that my Chi is on 
the blink.” 

Has rock and roll aggravated this condi- 
tion? 

“Well, it didn’t help,” he says. 

All three members of the Unband hail 
from Boston, but they’ve spent the last sev- 
eral years living and playing in western 
Massachusetts. They’ve certainly thrived in 
Northampton’s weird ambiance. With a 
strong cult following and a brilliant new 
disc (Chung Wayne Lo Mein, on the 
Moonpig label), the group are now poised 
to invade the Boston clubs where they mis- 
spent their formative years. 

Unband shows are frantic, sometimes 
sloppy spectacles that might offend but nev- 
er bore. Drummer Eugene Ferrari’s dread- 
locks writhe wildly, in sharp contrast to his 
implacable rhythm work. Ruffino and 
singer/guitarist Matt Pierce jerk their torsos 
in the best faux-metal synchronized fashion 
before crashing off in opposite directions. 
“You have to understand,” says Pierce, 
“that after half an hour of performing, we 
can barely stand up, or breathe, or speak.” 

Showmanship has its price. Last spring, 
the trio were playing at the Bay State Hotel, 
a flophouse-cum-tavern that is the epicenter 
of the Pioneer Valley’s fertile music scene. 
Ferrari decided his playing would improve 
without the hassle of constrictive clothing. 
The nude percussionist attracted the atten- 
tion of the local constabulary, and Pierce 
compounded the offense by mooning two 
plainclothes detectives. The two were * 
charged with open and gross lewdness, and 
the Unband were banned from the hotel. 

After that gig, Ferrari played a number 
of shows in a three-piece suit, but he in- 
sists, “I’m gonna be naked for the rest of 


my life. Some of the times will be at shows, 
some of the times will be in the shower.” 

Of course, all the nudity in the world 
can’t take the place of chops. Although 
they’re hardly virtuosos, the Unband crank 
out strong, solid riffs you can sink your 
teeth into. It’s not that developing composi- 
tional skills was ever a high priority. Accord- 
ing to Pierce, their instrumental prowess 
dates from the time an irate landlady seized 
the group’s PA system: “We had nothing to 
sing through, so we just jammed.” For the 
Unband, jamming doesn’t mean the extend- 
ed noodling that characterizes so much mu- 
sic in these Phish-informed times. “I get 
sick of most things after about two and a 
half minutes,” Pierce adds. 

Equipment trouble may have shaped the 
Unband’s sound, but so has a respect for 
roots. On Chung Wayne Lo Mein, hard- 
rock history is smashed to pieces, the 
shards reassembled in a bizarre-yet-famil- 
iar sonic collage. In their liner notes, the 
musicians take time to thank their parents 
and AC/DC. The anthemic “We Like To 
Drink, We Like To Play Rock and Roll” 
calls to mind Kiss, and MGtley Criie. 

If the arena-rock mythos has left its 
mark, so has the more intimate angst of 
classic hardcore. Cuts like “Simply Smash- 
ing” and “Dyke City Theme” suggest the 
reckless majesty of the Bad Brains, and the 
guys have fond memories of early Circle 
Jerks shows. Their repertoire of covers in- 
cludes a scorching version of Black Flag’s 
“Gimme Gimme Gimme.” 

Despite their penchant for punk, the Un- 
band have little patience for the self-impor- 
tant flannel music scene it engendered. “Ba- 
sically, alternative rock sucks,” says Pierce. 
Ruffino concurs, adding, “The major prob- 
lem with a lot of bands out there is people 
are always whining about something.” 

You won’t hear these guys whining; they 
don’t take themselves seriously enough for 
that. “I wouldn’t say we’re self-deprecat- 
ing” says Ferrari. “It’s more that we depre- 
cate others.” It’s obvious they have a real 
passion for the kind of mayhem you can 
create only with a stack of amps, a big bass 
drum, and plenty of distilled spirits. Some- 
times, though, it gets hard to tell where the 
enthusiasm ends and the irony begins. 
Which is probably just as well. 

So where does. this, karaoke thing fit in? 
“These people,” says Ruffino, gesturing to- 
ward the crowd “have ail ‘had a few, and 
they feel possessed to get up there and 
sing. It’s no different from what we do.” 
Pierce rises, scans the song list and starts 
crooning his selection: Foreigner’s “Hot 
Blooded.” Without a trace of irony. Q

A garage-rock rebel 
flies his freak flag high

he music industry’s focus in 
the past few years has been 
on the rise of independent 
labels, but all that’s done is 
turned many of them into 
mini majors competing for the Next Al- 
most Big Thing, the marketable anti-trend. 
Well, you won’t find any crisply produced, 
watered-down punk-pop poster boys on 
Crypt Records. Neither will you find clas- 
sic-rock retreads or cartoonish retro-rock- 
ers. What you get is one man’s vision of 
rock and roll. Whether it’s "60s garage- 
punk reissues or the latest addition to 
Crypt’s roster, the music is raw, primal, 
and snotty. Crypt’s artists make no excus- 
es, no apologies; and they have chip-on- 
the-shoulder attitudes the size of Texas. 

Just like label founder Tim Warren, who 
in 1983 began releasing the Back from the 
Grave compilations, featuring obscure 

1960s garage rock —- pre-Stooges/MC5 
proto-punk that was an underground 
countercurrent to the grandstanding pro- 
gressive hippie rock of the Woodstock era. 
To Warren it was the rock-and-roll aes- 
thetic in its purest form: primitive, rough- 
hewn songs by teenagers, released in ex- 
tremely limited editions that they paid for 
with their own money. It was music for the 
hell of it, without ambitions of stardom, 
hype, or bullshit. And Warren hasn’t 
budged an inch in 11 years. 

Now, with vastly increased visibility 
through a new pressing and distribution 
deal with Matador, Warren has an oppor- 
tunity to bug out a whole new audience. 
“Americans were spoon-fed from plastic 
classic-rock radio that the Beatles invented 
rock and roll or whatever, and that’s my 
grudge,” he says. “Man, the Beatles just 
turn my stomach. I’m gonna knock out a 
new legit series of really butt-kickin’ ’60s 
punk, ’cause the kids need that. They 
don’t need the Beatles. They don’t need 
Jefferson Airplane. They need ’60s punk 
stuff to give em a grasp on what music 
was and why you shouldn’t have to play 
Rage Against the Machine or Faith No 
More and think that’s something really 
wild and different.” 

Warren’s liner notes for his anthologies, 
as raw and snotty as the music, are a virtual 
declaration of war: “ ’60s punk has nuthin’ 
to do with the goddamn San Francisco- 
flowers-love-peace-LSD-psychedelic mi- 
nority of ’67-’69! Fuck yer hippie Sergeant 
Pepper/Jefferson Airplane ’60s memories. 
This is PUNK ROCK: rock ’n’ roll from the 
fuckin’ suburbs & rural areas made by the 
LOSERS and MISFITS that the jocks, 
preps and ‘winners’ hated in high school.” 

Crypt has put out eight volumes of 
Grave, plus similarly packaged reissue com- 
pilations of raging R&B, surf instrumentals, 
and rockabilly. Along the way Warren has

reissued albums by bands who shared his 
passion for trashy and roots-influenced 
snot rock — among them DMZ (he says 
Monoman is “a personal hero”), the Lyres, 
and Billy Childish’s Mighty Caesars. 

In 1990 Warren shipped the Crypt en- 
terprise to Germany, where he opened his 
own record store. “America has always 
been a difficult place for me. But in Eu- 
rope there was a support system [a net- 
work of clubs, fanzines, record stores, and 
a core audience well-versed in garage- 
punk history] that was just unbelievable. 
America has a support system, but that’s 
the hardcore scene, which I never gave a 
shit about. I’ve never hung with the hard- 
core obsession, and I’ve always been a 
roots-rock label, and a lot of my stuff just 
doesn’t hang with the hardcore kids.” 

Even when Crypt started signing new 
bands in the late ’80s, there was no com- 
promise in aesthetic or attitude. And the 
label’s developed a devout fan base. “Vol- 
ume 1 [of the Back from the Grave series] 
is what made me want to play guitar,” Jon 
Spencer (whose Blues Explosion CDs are 
released by Crypt outside the US and UK) 
told Option last year. “It changed my life.” 

To date, Crypt’s biggest success has 
been the New Bomb Turks’ debut Destroy 
Oh Boy!, which garnered critical acclaim 
in mainstream indie publications and 
hardcore ’zines like Maximum Rock ’n’ 
Roll. “The Turks are drawing from a lot of 
different things,” says Warren. “You can 
hear a lot of ’60s punk in there — the 
snarl and stuff. It’s more than just some 
punk-rock band. Most of the bands I’ve 
been interested in were bands that were 
drawing from roots. And the Turks’ is an 
ultimate rock-and-roll record rather than 
an ultimate punk-rock record.” 

The same could be said of many Crypt 
bands. On Nine Pound Hammer’s just-re- 
leased Hayseed Timebomb there’s Scott 
Luallen’s Kentucky drawl howled over a 
buzzsaw roar, with songs about pick-up 
trucks, hunting, fat redneck slobs, Van 
Halen, and other staples of white-trash 
life. Fireworks’ debut, Set the World on 
Fire, is a wholly different beast: three gui- 
tars, drums, no bass, and a whirlwind of 
rockabilly channeled through spacy, echo- 
ing arrangements. And there’s my personal 
favorites, the Beguiled, who play psy- 
chotronic, hillbilly garage punk with heavy, 
booming reverb, a bit of razor-sharp surf 
guitar, and congas thrown in for good 
measure. Their lyrics are subtle as a big, 
gooey looger between the eyes. 

“Their whole reason for existence is to 
be an irritation, to bug people out, and I 
love that,” Warren says of the Beguiled. 
“But that’s not gonna hang with the hard- 
core kids, it’s not gonna hang with the 
garage purists, it is not gonna hang with 
the indie strum-rock crowd. It’s not gonna 
hang with a lot of people.” And he doesn’t 
give a shit. Q

he political break-up of the 

USSR might be the occasion 

to consider just how richly 

various the musical cultures 

of the 15 constituent re- 
publics are. There is a lot more to ex-Sovi- 
et music today than what comes out of 
Moscow and St. Petersburg, but we’ve had 
only a smattering of recordings to choose 
from — slick folk ensemble sessions, clas- 
sical works in a Shostakovich vein, a tiny 
sample of avant-garde jazz. My father-in- 
law returned from a Siberian trip last year 
raving about the quality of the chamber- 
music players there — but how many of 
us have the resources to go to Siberia? 

Infinitely more affordable is the latest 
disc from the Kronos Quartet, Night 
Prayers (Elektra Nonesuch). And if you 
think this is some “easy listening” Baedeker 
to a group of post-Soviet postmodernists, 
you have some surprises coming. “It was 
the most complex musical experience we’ve 
ever put together,” comments Kronos lead- 
er David Harrington. For starters, four of 
the seven composers represented here 
wrote pieces for Kronos that incorporate 
one or more singers. “This recording took 
our sound through many different permu- 
tations that were inspired by the vocalists,” 
Harrington says. Not to mention the 
singers’ wide-ranging ages, their disparate 
cultures, and the task of balancing their 
voices with string-quartet sonorities. 

Listen to the opening seconds of this 
disc and you'll hear a traditional male 
singer from Tuva, in Western Siberia, of- 
fer a vibrato-laden bass chant consisting of

two tones produced simultaneously. It’s 
unnerving, exotic as a shaman’s cry, and 
unforgettable. Kronos enter bowing, 
plucking, strumming an understated ac- 
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pitched. Following Kongerei is Dmitri 
Yanov-Yanovsky’s Lacrymosa, a showcase 
for vocalist Dawn Upshaw on a part of the 
Latin Requiem Mass. Upshaw’s soaring 
soprano, lachrymose yet life-affirming, is 
surrounded by Kronos’s turbulently repeti- 
tive lines, the string instruments occasion- 
ally sounding like tearful voices in prayer. 
A musical prayer in a Russian-Jewish vein 
is offered by the Argentine composer Osval- 
do Golijov, who’s currently a professor at 
Holy Cross. He describes K’vakarat, his 
musical setting for a Jewish high holy day 
prayer, as “like two prayers going on at the 
same time.” An elderly Latvian cantor, 
Mikhail Alexandrovich, sings with torrential 
moral and musical force while Kronos move 
to a shattering climax sustained by frantic 
bowing — the violins, viola, and cello seem- 
ingly questioning both the cantor and God 
about the meaning of divine judgment. 


the album: “Any singer we’ve ever per- 
formed with has talked about wanting to 
be like a bowed instrument. And Kronos is 
continually talking about being vocal. 
Hopefully in Night Prayers, these qualities 
meet and become their opposite.” This 
confounding of timbres makes for other- 
worldly listening. 

The three compositions without vocals 
on this recording also offer deep pleasure. 
Franghiz Ali-Zadeh’s Mugam Sayagi is a 
rousing Moslem-flavored folk-dance 
piece. Tigran Tahmizyan’s A Cool Wind Is 
Blowing features a haunting Armenian- 
type oboe (played by Djivan Gasparian) 
blending with Kronos. And Sofia 
Gubaidulina’s Quartet No. 4 uses both 
pre-recorded tapes and a “live in the stu- 
dio” rendition of Kronos dropping super- 
balls on top of their strings to create a 
balalaika-like sound. Even without vocals,

companiment, forging a musical ground 
where East and West meet. 

Indeed, Kongerei’s mood of spiritual de- 
spair and fragile hope is the emotional 
tone linking these compositions. This CD 
could serve as the soundtrack for any seri- 
ous film adaptation of Dostoyevsky — the 
emotional extremes are that dramatically 


The title cut, Night Prayers, composed 
by Georgian Giya Kancheli, mixes a pre- 
recorded tape of vocals — a bass-heavy, 
droning male choir as well as a boy sopra- 
no — with the sounds of Kronos.

Everything is here in the young 
pianist’s Columbia debut: the lush 
Chopin-esque harmonies, the 
complete tonal control of his 
instrument (from the most tinkly 
high-note melodies to the deepest 
bass rumbles), the wonderful 
ambidextrous independence. And 
his trio is also top-notch, with fel- 
low Wynton-ites Reginald Veal on 
bass and drummer Herlin Riley. 
There are inventive reworkings of 
standard Gershwin tempos and 
rhythms, rearrangements with mis- 
terioso rhapsodic introductions. 

So why is the sum effect noth- 
ing more than beautiful mood 
music? Whereas Roberts seldom 
disappoints live, he again feels 
hemmed in on disc. Live, you wait 
for those moments where a 
repeated phrase or figure will 
carry him into another world, or a 
right-hand line will stretch into 
infinity against some worrying left- 
hand pedal chord. Such reveries 
are lacking here, except for a 
giddy “They Can’t Take That Away 
From Me.” No surprise: it’s the 
only track taped in front of a live 
audience.

RAIN (Gypsy Line). Spirited, 
spectral, soothing, and spacy, 
Pennsylvania-based violinist 
Caryn Lin’s music roves the territo- 
ry bounded by improvisation, richly 
hued minimalism, and New Age. 
These seven numbers, clocking in 
just under an hour, aren’t brain 
massage. Lin does intensely 
melodic work, occasionally spiral- 
ing tuneful layered passages 
through deft-and-subtle poly- 
rhythms, building her textures by 
varying lines, setting pizzicato 
pulses, and employing delay and 
echo effects. Although there’s a 
comforting quality to all these 
pieces, they’re more hypnotic than 
lulling. Especially “Time Tranzzzz,” 
a pulse study that takes you on a 
sonic fantastic voyage.

ALBUM (Triple X). The Selecter 
weren't the best of the Two-Tone 
ska revival bands (the English 
Beat were), they didn’t write the 
most pointed songs (the Specials 
did), and they didn’t have the most 
hits (Madness did). They did, how- 
ever, have Two-Tone’s strongest 
personality in lead singer Pauline 
Black, and a classic debut single 
in “On My Radio.” Black’s still 
around on the band’s first studio 
album in 12 years (only their third 
overall), but otherwise it’s a much 
different line-up. Original songwrit- 
er Noel Davis is missing, and so is 
the rootsy ska sound of old. 
Instead they've absorbed dance- 
hall reggae, to the point where the 
drums are entirely programmed 
and synths dominate the mix. 

At times the new approach falis 
totally flat, on a technofied cover 
of Toots & the Maytals’ “Sweet and 
Dandy” and the gimmicky instru- 
mental “Reselecterized.” But most- 
ly it just sounds like a nice idea 
that doesn’t jell. In particular, 
“California Screaming,” about the 
LA riots, is an odd mix of computer 
funk and metal guitar that short- 
changes Black’s vocal urgency. 
With the Specials and General 
Public re-forming and another ska 
revival going on, the Selecter 
picked the wrong time to change 
direction.

Lauderdale’s press release 
places him “in the vanguard of 
country’s hatless new wave” and 
promotes his “perpetual ‘next-big- 
thing’ status,” but when it com- 
pares his style with “the sparse, 
timeless feel of Carl Perkins and 
Hank Williams,” you remember 
that press releases can stray pretty 
far from the truth. Despite the 
accolades, this oddball singer/ 
songwriter was shuttled among 
three labels in as many years. 
That’s likely because, contrary to 
his publicist’s claim, he shuns 
good-ol’-boy rehashes of “Blue 
Suede Shoes,” nostalgic revivals of 
the Drifting Cowboys’ sound, and 
all the other obvious devices that 
might boost his Nashville potential. 
Instead, from his hook-iaden 
rockers to his decorous soul bal- 
lads, he displays a sophisticated 
array of influences from pop eras 
gone by — influences that are 
executed with such edgy enthusi- 
asm they carry the material past 
the retro tar pits with nary a 
smudge. Although he resorts to 
filler at the end, the more relaxed 
lyrics and unified sound here gen- 
erally improve on the very impres- 
sive Planet of Love, his 1991 effort 
for his first label, Reprise. Bet the 
one held in the can by his second 
label, Sony, ain't half bad either.

TALES OF SLAVERY (Mute). 
There’s nothing inherently wrong 
with using glockenspiel and viola 
as backing instruments, or cover- 
ing Brecht/Weill. But combine that 
with lyrics like “| am now an 
object/And | feel an object's pain” 
and you have a band hell-bent on 
being haunting, intellectual, and 
surreal; they end up as merely 
pretentious and grating. Katherine 
Blake, the singer and lyricist, is to 
blame. She’s got one of those 


SOprancs — — - 


but this ain’t Belly. The aggressive 
instrumentation thrives on heavy 
drums, raging guitar, and an angry 
string section, all of which neither 
support her shrill warbling nor lend 
interesting contrast. 

Blake seems infatuated with 
ideas common to feminine poetry: 
emotional scarring, objectification, 
isolation, and slavery. But she fails 
to add anything new. After the 
aggressive intro of “Cut,” she ruins 
the song with her trite poetics. And 
on “Havana Lied,” her singing 
Brecht in German to Weill’s circus- 
parade theme is vain posturing. 
The only saving grace comes in 
three successive tunes that 
exclude Blake, dive into the mosh 
pit, ply gentle strings, and end in a 
nice glockenspiel-and-acoustic- 
guitar duet periodically interrupted 
by a crash of drums.

**x1/2 Barenaked Ladies, 
MAYBE YOU SHOULD DRIVE 
(Sire/Reprise). Imagine the 
Housemartins minus their socialist 
politics and you have Barenaked 
Ladies, a quintet of clever 
Canadian wags. They make no 
attempt to conceal the similarity; a 
bit of said Brit group’s “Happy 
Hour” appeared on their first 
album, Gordon, an engaging crazy 
quilt of musical styles and ideas 
punctuated by silly, satiric lyrics. 

The group seem to have taken 
a new approach on Maybe You 
Should Drive, perhaps developing 
a new musical genre: easy-listen- 
ing alternapop. Songs like 
“Intermittently” and “Life in a 
Nutshell” rely on lazy piano, muted 
guitar, and golden harmonies, 
often sounding as though the boys 
had taken a page from CSNY or 
James Taylor. Fortunately, they 
retain their lyrical wit: “No promis- 
es made big as heaven/No Juliana 
next to my Evan” (“Jane”). Also 
present is a ditty from the point of 
view of a piece of beef (“Little Tiny 
Song”). Although this album is 
obviously designed to showcase 
the band’s more “adult” side, the 
best moments are the unabashed 
pop ones, such as the Beatles- 
esque “Everything Old Is New 
Again” and “Alternative Girlfriend,” 
a tongue-in-cheek paean to slack- 
er love a la Matthew Sweet.

It begins with a concert per- 
formance by opera singer Irene 
Brice, whose singing transports the 
listeners. Then, with her husband, 
Charles, and her accompanist, 
Sophie, she escapes the German 
Occupation and settles in London. 
The film weakens itself by framing 
Sophie’s adulation and sub- 
servience — Romane Bohringer's 
depiction of Sophie’s repressed 
passion and unashamed voyeurism 
makes such manipulation is unnec- 
essary. Despite her performance, 
and Elena Safonova’s portrayal of 
Irene, it’s Bohringer’s real-life 
father, Richard, who steals the 
show as Charles; he portrays heart- 
break and resignation with word- 
less eloquence.

*x*x*xTHE ADVENTURES OF 
PRISCILLA, QUEEN OF THE 
DESERT (1994). A hilarious cul- 
ture-clash comedy/road 
movie/musical whose heroines are 
three Sydney drag queens. The 
real stars, however, are costume 
designers Lizzy Gardiner and Tim 
Chappel, who turn the protagonists 
into extravagant desert visions, 
mirages that will pop the eyes of 
even the most jaded viewers.

**1/2 ANDRE (1994). In this 
based-on-a-true-story movie, Andre 
is a harbor seal (played, not without 





controversy, by Tory, a sea lion) 
who spends a great deal of his time 
on land, wearing Hawaiian shirts, 
chewing scenery, and doing the 
sorts of tricks that he apparently 
learned in acting school. (Co-star 
Tina Majorino disports herself in a 
far less ostentatious manner.) He 
charms the Maine family who adopt 
him, including Keith Carradine, who 
plays Tina’s father, the local har- 
bormaster. But he irks the film’s two 
cardboard villains, one the village 
crone, the other a mean-spirited 
lobster fisherman Billy (Keith 
Szarabajka). Like any good sheep- 
dog, er, seal, Andre has the ability 
to sense danger and to bring help 
on time.

Andre 
swims through the predictable plot 
machinations as easily as he 
avoids traps set by his enemies, so 
never mind that this formulaic 
adventure is as wet and biubbery 
as ...aseal.

***1/2 BARCELONA (1994). 
Whit Stillman’s light-fingered tale is 
about an American salesman’s 
romance with a Spanish beauty 
that’s complicated by the fact she’s 
still living and sleeping with her 
reporter boyfriend — who thinks the 
American's Naval-officer cousin is a 
spy because that’s what the officer 
has told his own Spanish 
Girlfriend . . . well, hold that thought. 
Although it’s less fresh than 
Stillman’s 1990 Metropolitan, this 
film makes fun of both American 
and Spanish foibles; he’s placed 
his Henry James characters into a 
Pedro Almodévar worid — one 
that’s rife with anti-American senti- 
ment. The protagonists are cursed 
with self-awareness, which makes 
them too smart for their own good, 
though not for the audience’s. And 
if he doesn’t quite save them from 
the pitfalls of hoary genre clichés, 
Stillman never stops working at cre- 
ating romantic mischief for his char- 
acters, even in their direst circum- 
stances.

Fernando Trueba’s Best Foreign 
Language Film Oscar winner is 
about a young army deserter who 
insinuates his way into the house- 
hold of a wealthy artist and his four 
beautiful daughters, with pre- 
dictable results. The film seems 
modeled after The Rules of the 
Game; and though Trueba lacks 
the philosophical depth of Renoir, 
he winds up with something per-

**x*xBLACK BEAUTY (1994). The 
equine protagonist and narrator of 
Anna Sewell’s novel suffers more 
hardships in his malign universe 
than a stageful of Beckett charac- 
ters. In this adaptation, Caroline 
Thompson focuses on the horse 
rather than on the fatuous humans. 
She also tells the story straight 
from the horse’s mouth (in 
voiceover, not like Mr. Ed). The 
voice is that of Alan Cummings, a 
Scottish actor in his 20s; he gives 
Black Beauty’s musings and recol- 
lections a childlike eagerness, even 
when the horse is old and weary. 
And American quarterhorse Justin 
plays the title role with all the 
charisma of Tom Cruise and about 
twice the intelligence. Take your 
kids.

**xk*xkx BLUE (1993). The films of 
director Krzysztof Kieslowski often 
employ the simplest and purest of 
cinematic means to explore the 
most fundamental human prob- 
lems. Here, the problems are mor- 
tality and fate, and whether love 
and art can triumph despite them. 
Setting up the struggle is a car 
crash that devastates Julie 
DeCourcy (Juliette Binoche) by tak- 
ing the lives of her husband and 
daughter. In reaction, she tries to 
drop out of life, selling her posses- 
sions, loosing human ties. But she 
can’t escape; when life knocks 
incessantly on her door, she must 
answer. Kieslowski’s chief collabo- 
rator here is Binoche, on whom the 
camera lingers in close-up, her 
blue-black hair framing a sublime 
blue-white face that contains every- 
thing, and nothing. It’s an image of 
pathos, strength, and redemption.

THE BLUE LIGHT (1932). The 
directing debut by controversial 
Hitler filmmaker Leni Riefenstahl 
(Triumph of the Wilh, who stars in 
this outdoor film about a woman 
mountaineer and the man she 
loves. Harvard Film Archive. 

**1/2 BLUE SKY (1991). Jessica 
Lange is a self-styled sex goddess, 
fashioned after Brigitte Bardot but 
fated to live her life in provincial mil- 
itary bases as the Army wife of 
Tommy Lee Jones, an officer who 
dares to question the Army’s policy 
on nuclear testing. Tony 
Richardson's last film (the director 
of Tom Jones died of AIDS in 1991) 
is a family drama about an intrigu- 
ing marriage, with Jones and Lange 
both getting to play the kind of 
character that suits them best: 
Lange is unapologetically sexy; 
Jones is laid-back, unpretentious, 
and ful!-souled. The problem with 
Blue Sky — the title refers to a con- 
troversial above-ground atomic test 
— is that it wants to be a political 
movie as well. When a crisis in the 
couple’s marriage dovetails with 
what’s going on in national atomic 
policy, the results are contrived and 
maudlin.

Chinatown, perhaps 
more than any of the political melo- 
dramas of the post-Watergate ‘70s, 
captures the cynicism and despair 
of an era in which the rich and pow- 
erful had become our new, all-con- 
suming scapegoats, but the movie 
also gives into that cynicism, as 
Polanski changed the hopeful end- 
ing of Towne’s script to something 
much more shocking.

Who would have 
expected such subtlety and skill 
from director Phillip Noyce after the 
abysmal Sliver? But his Danger 
creates a world order of duplicity, 
honor, ambition, and terror and 
then depicts it with precision, grace, 
palpable atmosphere, and brutal 
detail. The story’s about a secret 
and illegal military incursion into 
Colombia, where a team of com- 
mandos is wiping out the holdings 
of drug-cartel chief Ernesto 
Escobedo (Miguel Sandoval). And 
getting to the bottom of it all is CIA 
agent Jack Ryan, from Patriot 
Games, with Harrison Ford perfect- 
ing his characterization of this 
decent man of unremarkable tal- 
ents but utter integrity.

*kkkkKTHE CLIENT (1994). John 
Grisham bestsellers seem to be 
guaranteed box office, but The 
Client is the first one that deserves 
to be a hit. Two boys living in a 
Memphis trailer camp spy a mob 
lawyer trying to commit suicide. 
The lawyer knows the whereabouts 
of a politician’s missing corpse, and 
he passes on this information to the 
12-year-old Mark (Brad Renfro). 
Mark promptly finds himself the tar-

So he hires 
attorney Reggie Love (Susan 
Sarandon), who’s got as much 
moxie and ingenuity as he has. 
Sarandon and Renfro establish a 
warm-tough, parry-and-thrust rap- 
port from the beginning, and the 
scene where they lay their respec- 
tive skeletons out on the table is a 
classic.

**1/2 A CLOCKWORK ORANGE 
(1971). Anthony Burgess’s apoca- 
lyptic novel of a future London run 
by murderous juvenile delinquents 
and ruthless bureaucrats lured 

into its excesses with its jazzy, 
argot style while lulling your con- 
science with its parable of freedom 
and social conditioning. Stanley 
Kubrick’s adaptation embraces the 
style but not the moral; we get off 
on the ultra-violence, but the film 
gives us no easy answers or sym- 
pathetic characters to spare our 
being implicated in its social indict- 
ment. It's a Brechtian gamble that 
only partly succeeds — too often 
the film takes on the look of a car- 
toon rather than a nightmare. 
Maicoim McDowell is reptilean and 
charismatic as Alex, leader of a 
gang of brutish misfits who 
becomes a guinea pig in a diaboli- 
cal experiment in behavior modifi- 
cation. But the real stars are the set 
design, the costumes, the surreal, 
noirish cinematography, and, of 
course, good old Ludwig van.

**xTHE CONJUGAL BED (1993). 
Romanian director Mircea Dane- 
liuc’s film treats us to the image of 
a 14-year-old, buzz-cutted, begog- 
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gled geek in the throes of inter- 
course with a blowsy red-headed 
whore in the year 2006. The cam- 
era tilts up to a rusty ceiling mirror, 
and we’re back to present-day 
, where the geek’s moth- 
er-to-be is arguing with her hus- 
band about aborting her unborn 
son. What follows is an allegory of 
post-Ceausescu Romania that’s 
alternately opaque and obvious, 
and a grotesque sit-com that 
makes the “Life with Mallory” seg- 
ment in Oliver Stone’s Natural 
Born Killers look like The Patty 
Duke Show. Daneliuc’s futuristic 
framing device is unnerving and 
suggestive, and his argument that 
Romania and all former communist 
countries are at a crossroads 
between the extremes of capital- 
ism (soulless prostitution) and 
Marxism (soulless regimentation) 
compels. But for the most part, the 
execution is crude, obscure, and 
frustrating. Harvard Film Archive. 
**x1/2 CORRINA, CORRINA 
(1994). First-time writer-director 
Jessie Nelson's film is about Molly 
(Tina Majorino), a seven-year-old 
whose mother has just died and 
who finds herself looked after by a 
free-spirited maid named Corrina 
(Whoopi Goldberg). Majorino shim- 
mies through the movie by the tail 
of her enormous bright talent; poor 
Whoopi, playing a college-educat- 
ed, Gertrude Stein-quoting, would- 
be music critic, is still tied to the 
apron strings of the wise-mammy 
role. The film also contrives a 
romance for Whoopi and Molly’s 
dad (Ray Liotta), but there’s no 
chemistry between them, and their 
characters aren't rebellious enough 
to be believable as a cross-racial 
couple in the mid 50s. Still, if 
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Corrina is a fantasy, Molly is a real 
little girl. With her permanent look 
of suspicion and her orange-slice 
grin, Majorino leaves other child 
actors in the dust of their pat 
smiles.

Otherwise, the recipe has substan- 
tially changed — and what Lee 
dishes up this time is more savory 
and filling.

In the case 
of this movie, what you’re gonna 
get is soft and sweet and sticky, not 
to mention overlong and ultimately 
indigestible. Gump is the village 
idiot, a saintly Southern mama’s 
boy with an IQ of 75. Through his 
uncomprehending innocence we 
view three decades of recent 
American history with enough time- 
ly, sensationalistic topics — from 
child abuse to AIDS — to fill a 
whole season of Oprah. The transi- 
tion from movie to real life is a 
rough one, however. And the ideal 
is a permanent infantilism, a point- 
less running in place that sees no 
evil and is therefore blessed by for- 
tune.

French filmmakers Serge Toubiana 
and Michel Pascal give us glimpses 
of the director of The 400 Blows as a 
man who, according to his friends, 
freely made his life into art — but not 
exactly in the way you might think. A 
talking-heads affair, this documen- 
tary gathers not only Truffaut's ex- 
wife and his two daughters, but also 
his contemporaries and colleagues, 
among them Eric Rohmer, Bertrand 
Tavernier, and Marcel Ophuls and 
actresses Natalie Baye and Fanny 
Ardant. Together they chew over the 
public and private Truffauts, and the 
result is like a satisfying midday 
meal, where nothing particularly pro- 
found is digested but the many fla- 
vors and moods of Truffaut are 
savored. Conspicuously missing is 
Jean-Pierre Léaud, who played the 
director's on-screen alter ego. Also 
absent is any inquiry into the notion 
of Truffaut as a renegade-turned- 
bourgeois. But the film does look at 
why assembling an accurate picture 
of anyone is a dicy business.

*x*xHEATHERS (1989). Shot in a 
fluorescently garish cartoon style, 
this black-comic high-school satire 
serves up all the usual teen-pic 
shenanigans, only with a fresh 
Satirical viciousness. It centers on 
three very nasty, very popular girls, 
all named Heather. The three are 
really all the same (they’re the 
Stepford Bitch Goddesses), and 
though the heroine, Veronica 
(Winona Ryder), knows they're evil, 
she’s still trying to be one of them; 
the high-school caste system 
leaves her no choice. Then she 
meets the spacy new rebel, J.D. 
(Christian Slater, doing an amusing 
variation on Jack Nicholson’s nasal 
croak), and the two team up and 
Start killing the more popular kids, 
passing off the deaths as suicides. 
Daniel Waters’s script latches onto 
the secret of Valley Girl slang: the 
way it expresses a callous mental 
agility — it’s the language of minds 
raised on video terminals. Yet the 
characters are too inhuman for 
good satire. When the theme of 
teenage suicide takes over, the 
film’s message becomes baffling 
and.— in its nihilistic way — preten- 
tious.

*JASON’S LYRIC (1994). That is, 
a woman named Lyric whose 
boyfriend is Jason. Aiming to be a 
sophisticated love story about 
strong African-American characters 
in the violent milieu of the inner city, 
the movie’s a mixture of lofty inten- 
tion and dully banal execution. 
Jason (Allen Payne) is apparently 
the only sensitive male soul in the 
Wards, Houston’s black ghetto. As 
a little boy, he watched a family 
scuffie that left his father (Forest 
Whitaker) dead. Now he’s helping 
his mother (Suzzane Douglas) try 
to keep his brother (Bokeem 
Woodbine) out of trouble with the 
law. And when a ray of light finally 
enters Jason’s life, in the form of 
Lyric (Jada Pinkett), their families 
stand in the way of romance. The 
characters are too flimsy to justify 
the film’s mythic sense of tragedy 
and fate, and the overwrought 
efforts of director Doug McHenry 
(House Party 2) and screenwriter 
Bobby Smith Jr. make this a disap- 
pointing exercise. Cinema 57, 
Fresh Pond, Circle, suburbs.

Francois Truffaut’s masterpiece is 
about the evanescence of love, of 
dreams, of innocence, and though 
the tone is often playful, the picture 
has the substance of an epic novel. 
Truffaut and Jean Gruault based 
the picture on an autobiographical 
novel by Henri-Pierre Roché, a 
minor figure from the Paris of the 
‘20s. Jeanne Moreau gives a leg- 
endary performance as Catherine, 
who tyrannizes her two cavaliers 
(Oskar Werner and Henri Serre) 
while bringing a vividness to their 
lives — without her, they're a little 
dull. Truffaut said of Moreau: “She 
has all the attributes of a woman, 
together with all the qualities one 
expects in a man, with none of the 
inconveniences of either.”

*x*x*x JURASSIC PARK (1993). 
Steven Spi 's film of Michael 
Crichton’s bestseller is the most 
spectacular special-effects movie 
ever made, and one of the most 
exciting, visceral, and hilarious 
amusement-park rides ever com- 
mitted to film, so it hardly matters 





that normal essentials like charac- 
ter, plot, and theme look like 
endangered species. Richard 
Attenborough is the billionaire 
impresario who, with a team of 
genetic engineers, brings dinosaurs 
to life in a theme park off the coast 
of Costa Rica. Jeff Goldblum (play- 
ing his part with off-the-wall wit) is 
the mathematician who insists 
something has to go wrong; Sam 
Neill and Laura Dern are the scien- 
tists touring the island to give 
Attenborough their imprimatur.

Crichton’s violence, but at times 
he’s also achieved that rarest of 
film qualities: sheer wonder.

***1/2 LATCHO DROM (1994). 
Writer-director Tony Gatlif’s explo- 
ration of Gypsy history is no con- 
ventional documentary — it has no 
voiceover or talking heads, its 
episodes are apparently staged, 
and it tells its tale entirely through 
music and dance. The title is a 
Rom phrase that means “safe jour- 
ney.”, But the journey chronicled by 
the film has been anything but safe. 
Gatlif (himself a Gypsy) follows the 
path of these people who began to 
leave India about 1000 years ago 
and migrated through northern 
Africa, Asia Minor, and west 
through Europe. The film also pre- 
sents all their different musics 
together under one umbrella for 
what is probably the first time. For 
world-music fans, Latcho Drom 
should be a treat. Despite Gatlif’s 
manipulative hand, it’s impossible 
not to be touched, not only by the 
warmth of spirit of the music, but by 
its ability to communicate across 
languages and cultures.

Based on the Raymond 
Chandler novel, Robert Altman’s 
latter-day film noir is a brilliant 
Hollywood satire, with Elliott Gould 
as a Philip Marlowe who finds his 
code of honor hopelessly out of 
date in contemporary Los Angeles. 
The cast’s mix of cult celebrities 
and eccentric character actors mir- 
rors the crazy-quilt quality of 
California life, and Gould’s sly, 
mumbly performance (his best) 
makes him an agreeably shabby 
hero. With Sterling Hayden, Jim 
Bouton, Nina van Pallandt, Henry 
Gibson, Mark Rydell, and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, as a bodyguard 
who strips down to his underwear.

**x*xTHE MASK (1994). Slick, 
lewd, and extremely funny, The 
Mask is the comic-and-comic-book- 
based tale of a nerdy loser who 
finds liberation when he puts on a 
Viking mask. Jim Carrey has been 
described as rubber-faced, but he 
should be getting recognition for 
the utter lack of arrogance in his 
performances. And he’s comple- 
mented by director Charles Russell 
(Nightmare on Elm Street I/), 
whose efficient pace is a good 
match for a story that relies on 
quick, fluid transformations of its 
characters. The movie's visual 
effects are astounding when they 
need to be: the wolf-whistling Mask 
is transformed into a leering, Tex 
Avery-inspired snarling wolf whose 
tongue unrolls on the table and 
onto the floor.

Like 
her heroines she makes mistakes 
along the way, but in the end 
Anders can claim a bit of macho 
turf as her own.

She’s taken 
in by a banker and his wife, who 
believe the newcomer is Princess 
Caraboo, a kidnapped member of 
an Eastern royal dynasty who’s 
escaped from a slave ship.

But she remains a cipher 
until a newspaperman (Stephen 
Rea) falls in love with her and 
determines to uncover her secret.

GAME (1939). Having chronicled 
the death throes of the European 
aristocracy in Grand Illusion, Renoir 
set this film, made two years later, 
among the new aristocracy in 
France: the nouveaux riches, for 
whom love is a game with a fixed 
set of rules. To break them — as 
the anachronistic romantic, the avi- 
ator Jurieu (Roland Toutain), does 
— is in bad taste and not to be tol- 
erated. Renoir’s strategy for 
approaching his subject is a tri- 
umph: The Rules of the Game is 
both a social and a psychological 
drama. And it was almost lost to us 
forever; the original negative was 
destroyed by the Nazis and the film 
was reassembled from bits and 
pieces in the ‘50s.

*x%*xLA SCORTA (1994). Director 
Ricky Tognazzi takes on the ram- 
pant corruption in Italy, basing his 
film (the title translates as “The 
Escort”) on the experiences of a 
judge in Sicily. Alas, honorable as 
the director’s intentions are, his 
depiction of the judge’s gutsy 
attempt to break a water-supply 
racket is no more successful than 
the real fight against corruption.

*THE SCOUT (1994). Directed by 
Michael Ritchie, this is the mindbog- 
gling, fatuous, and irritating story of 
Al Percolo, an on-the-skids New 
York Yankees scout (Albert Brooks, 
who seems to be changing into 
John Goodman both in girth and in 
lubricious acting style) who's exiled 
by his boss to deepest and most 
stereotyped Mexico. There he dis- 
covers the answer to his prayers —

home-run swing, a mysterious past, 
and the mind of a child. Hot 
prospect in tow, Al returns to the 
Big Apple for seeming fame and for- 
tune.

DEMPTION (1994). Writer/director 
Frank Darabont adapted his 
screenplay from Stephen King’s 
“Rita Hayworth and the Shawshank 
Redemption,” and the resulting 
movie has Oscar nomination writ- 
ten all over it. The title comes from 
the name of a fictional prison in 
New England — a harsh stone 
19th-century fortress. But the struc- 
ture is also one of the film's main 
characters. We see the develop- 
ment, from 1946 to 1967, of a 
friendship between a young banker 
convicted of double murder (Tim 
Robbins) and a hardened lifer crim- 
inal (Morgan Freeman). As in 
Beckett, life is all about waiting, and 
that is what these prisoners do 
best. But in the end, Shawshank is 
about the redemption between two 
friends, about how hope can live in 
human beings in even the most ter- 
rible places. Darabont gets 
Robbins’s most subtle and multi- 
layered performance to date. Bui 
the Oscar nomination will go to 
Freeman, who shows the majesty 
of sadness and how sweet redemp- 
tion can be — even when all hope 
is lost: Copley Place, Harvard 
Square, Circle, suburbs. 

*1/2 THE SHINING (1980). 
Stephen King’s novel was horror

that might have made for a gen- 
uinely scary — and genuinely mov- 
ing — thriller. But Stanley Kubrick 
reduces the story to a metaphysical 
muddle and refuses to deliver the 
payoffs he builds up to; you'll be 
disappointed if you want coher- 
ence, suspense, or even human 
feelings. Jack Nicholson plays the 
blocked writer who takes a job as 
winter caretakes at a cavernous 
resort hotel and then succumbs to 
the evil spirits that haunt the place, 
stalking his wife and son. The trou- 
ble is, Nicholson acts so gaga from 
the start that. there’s no horror 
watching him go over the edge. It’s 
also clear that Kubrick completely 
sympathizes with this murderous 
madman, and that he loathes 
Nicholson’s long-suffering wife

*x*xA SIMPLE TWIST OF FATE 
(1994). Scratch a comedian and 
you'll find a philosophy major under- 
neath. That's certainly the case with 
Steve Martin, who with this screen- 
play seems determined to be taken 
seriously. The film, a sober medita- 
tion on the themes of love, destiny, 
responsibility, and parenthood, has 
Martin as a grammar-school music 
teacher who discovers that he’s not 
the father of the chitd his wife is 
expecting. Shocked, he drops out of 
society and, through a simple twist 
of fate,.adopts a chid and raises her 
as his own. Director Gillies Mac- 
Kinnon’s fey whimsy adds little;

*xSLEEP WITH ME (1994). Eric 
Stoltz has made a career of playing 
sensitive assholes. However, in 
Rory Kelly’s Sleep with Me — each 
of whose six ensemble setpieces 
was. written by a different Stoltz 
crony, including Neal Jimenez (The 
Waterdance), Roger Heddon 
(Bodies, Rest & Motion), and 
Michael Steinberg (The Water- 
dance, Bodies) — the sensitive- 
asshole role goes to Craig Sheffer 
(A River Runs Through If). Stoltz is 
simply an asshole, the loutish hus- 
band of Meg Tilly, on whom 
Sheffer, Stoltz’s best friend, has a 
crush. No one in this infernal trian- 
gle is as interesting as the support- 
ing characters who show up at vari- 
ous social gatherings, including 
June Lockhart (!) as a prim British 
novelist and Quentin Tarantino (the 
main reason to see the film), who 
spins a dazzling deconstruction of 
Tom Cruise’s Top Gun as a homo- 
erotic coming-out fable.

*x*x*x SPANKING THE MONKEY 
(1994). In his debut (which won the 
audience award this year at 
Sundance), writer-director David O.
